BUT PEARS were voiced at the same time that what has largely been 
a dollar crisis may now turn tospecuiaticm against other currencies and 
a fresh round of monetary turmoil sooner <r later. Adding to the con- 
(Uflion was ttie fact ttiat five financially important countries are now 
allowing their currenclm to float outside fixed excha nge rates. 

Italy was the latest to join this group TueidKy. The otlien are Britain, 
Canada, Switzerland and Japan. 

Furthermore all the new exchange rates — in effect changes in the 
price of Dumegr — were bound to affect world trade by r«¥laiflg «iport 
prices. 

Mtish Chancellor of the Exchequer Anthony Barber voiced the hope 
that the dollar devaluation would speed efforts tamrd kmioMastlng 
reforms in the world monetary system. 

THE FIRST HINT of how well the devalua tion is likely to work was not 
expected before today wiien most of the world's foreign exchange 
maritets reopen for the first time since last Friday.

Amendment's merits 
discussed in lieoring

TOPEKA — Women had a 
chance to air their views oo the 
ESqu*l Rights Amendment at a 
hearing Tuesday afternoon in the 
Capitol building. 

When Ken Winters, chairman of 
the House Federal and State 
Affairs Committee, asked that the 
door to the hearing room be 
closed, many people were forced 
to cdttier stand alrnig the walls or 
move out of the room. Although it 
was tiie largest hearing room in 
the Capitol, many people were 
forced to atond out^de the closed 
doors. 



HOt'SE CONCURRENT 
Resolutions 1013 and 1016 were 
debated at the hearing. House 
Resolution 1013 would enact a 
committee to study House 
Resolution 1010. House RoKdiitioa 
1016, if passed, would rescind 
Kansas approval of the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the United 
^Jates Constitution. Discussion for 
the ERA and agatost it was 
limited to 30 minutes for each 
side. 

Those in favor of rescindment 
spoke first Rep. Harley Huggins, 
Kansas City Democrat and author 
(rf 1016, said Uie majority of 
women don't want tiie Equal 
Ri^ts Amendment, and it was a 
"cruel hoax" to pass the amend- 
ment the way it was passed. 

The bill was hurried ttiwwgh the 
House last BSarch before it couW 
be carefully staidied, he said 

Rep. Josephine Younkin, 
Junction Cify Democrat, said she 
was not happy with the way the 
bill was handled last year either. 
She said she voted against it 
original^ because of the way it 
was passed, without public 
hearings. 

J YOl'NKIN quoted the Bible as 
saying God made man after He 
creatml the rest of the world, and 
woman after that. He made in the 
image He wanted, not in the 
Image of man. She beUeves that 
women should not be equal to 
rather, she said, they should 



be themselv«i and n»et ttMir set 

of goals. 

Rep. Glee Jones, Hamlin 
Republican, said she is in favor of 
1013, which would grant a com- 
mittee study of the ERA and '*then 
act wisely." She said she voted 
against the ERA because there 
was no opportunify to stody the 
amendment 

Doreas Kibom, Overland Parii, 
said, the amendment is in "direct 
violation of the constitutional 
concept." She called equality a 
nebulous term and said the ERA 
had no enumerated rights in it as 
did Amendments 14, 1ft and 26 to 
the Constitution. 

On a livelier note, Kibom added 
that Cato spoke about women's 
rights in Rome centuries ago, 
saying "If 'you give women 
equality, they will he your 
t men's) superiors." 

GRACE MADEROS, Overland 
Park, came out strongly against 
the ERA. She argued that it would 
have a "devastating effect on my 
life." Maderos, the wife of a 
Vietnam veteran, said she feels no 
shame in staying behind the lines 
while her husband fought for his 
country. 

The foundation of the republic is 
the family. Maderos said, adding 
that as wife and mother, *'I resent 
equality " 

After 30 minutes <d hearing the 
negative a^ects of the amend- 
ment, the committee heard flie 
podtive side. 

Sea Jan Myers, Overland Pait 
Republican, said at last women 
are protected by the Constitution, 
rather than restrictod by It 

"Don't make us work for 
anotlier year for something that 
should have tieen paseed long 
ago," she said. 

Emily Taylor, dean of women at 
die Unhrersify of Kansas, told the 
committee that the ERA would 
not ciiange biological lawi, family 
rules or individual dedilons. The 
objective of women is to receive 
equality for men and women by 
1976, she said. 

Taylor said she is "well aware" 
of the fact that litigatioo is needed 
if the amendment is passed. 



LOUISE WHEELER, assistant 
professor of law at KU, pdnted 
out It would be unwise to retract 
earlier ratifieatioil Of the 
amendment. 

81m labdted most arguments 
against the ERA "irratiwial," 
inchiding the claim that the right 
of privacy would be aluidged tf 
the amendment is passed. 

Protective labor legislation is 
not clear on what protection is 
needed for either sex, she said, 
and decisions must be made by 
ttife individual and not by sex. 



Tin said he had no details en the 
impending release of the 20 
prisoners in North Vietnam. 

Jerry Friedbdm, qMkssman 
for the Defense Department in 
Washington, said on Tuesday the 
Pentagon had received the Ust of 
names of the 20 Americans to be 
freed in North Vietnam and their 
families were being notified. 
Included on the list are four Navy 
mm and 16 from the Air Force. 

A TOTAL of 116 American 
prisoners were freed 1^ Hanoi on 
llonday In addition to ttie 17 
released in South Vietnam. The 
release of the additional 20 will 
brhig to IflS die number of 
American prisoners released by 
the Cammunists in both the North 
and Sooth, includfing eight 
civilians. 

This will leave 320 American 
prisoners held In NtrOi ^^etnani, 
99 in South Vietnam and nine in 
Laos. These indude 19 civilians in 
South Vietnam and two in Laos 
still in captivity. 

The Pentagon indicated that 
Nwth Vietoam's action ap- 
parently is a goodwill gesture 
foUowii^ a four-day visit to Hanoi 
by U.S. presidential adviser 
Henry Kluinger, who negotiated 
the pMice agreement under which 
all American prisonen of war are 
to be imd by ]lw«b at.

THE NORTH Vietnamese 
spokesman for the peacAeeping 
commissicm said exchanges of 
Vietnamese prisoners at Loc Ninh 
Tuesday went smoothly. 

The Saigon gomnmmt and the 
Vietnamese Communists freed 
hundreds more prisoners. 

The Saigon command repo-ted 
it had received more than 600 
government prisoners held by the 
Communist side since Monday 
while it had released more than 
500 Nwth Vietnamrae and Viet 
Coi« at Loc Ntoh.

It's incredible fliat a piece of l^islation as simple as 
tfae Equal Righto AmeDdmeot can be 80 nii«^ 

Hie amendment states: '^Equality of riglits under the 
law shall not be denied or abridged by liie United States 
or by any state on account of sex." 

YET OPPONENTS of the ameiidinent in a number 
states, Kansas Included, are twisting the amendment's 
meaning by way of poor logic and irrational ^fcfa^ 
ISieir arguments include: 

—The ERA will force women to enter military service 
taltag them out of American homes and away irom tb^ 
diildren. 

— Women divorcees will no Unger be able to receive 
alimony or child support. 

— The ERA will deny the difference between mother 
and father and destroy the Americsn fam%. 

— Women will not be aide to a^ioAre their husbands' 
names when they marry. 

— Women and men will be forced to use the same 
public restrooms. 

THESE OBVIOUSLY ridiculous arguments are a 
product of narrow minds that equate the words "equal" 
and "same. ' * Women will never be nor do they want to be 
the same as men. But women are and should be treated 
as man's equal. 

More rational opponents of the ERA argue that 
"equality" as stated in the amendment is a vague term 
and enforcement if the measure becomes law would be 
difficult. 

Hie concepts of "due ^ocess" and "justice" under the 
law also are vague, but the courts have beoi able to 

determine their meanings. 

The U.S. Constitution is supposed to grant rights to all 
citizens. The ERA simply is intend^ to clarify that 
women, too, are ciUzens and shall be treated as such 
under ttie law. 
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Identity by role playing 




Ten people each became 

someone else for a few hours last 
week, and in the process teamed 
about tfaemsehws. 

The ten were engaged in 
something called role playing, an 
activity where eadi was aarigned 
an identity opposite of their cnvn 
Qormal personality. The activity, 
according to those who are sup- 
posed to know, is designed to give 
you a better insight into somebody 
who Is veiy dlttarait fnmi In 
goals, valtiea and gaeaiwl 
lifestyles. 

TWS PARTICULAR session of 
role playing was bdng done wlttda 
the framework of a 40 hour 
seminar on drags, call^ the 
Social Seminar, and aponacred by 
the Natiaoal Institute of Mental 
Health. 

The assorted group of students, 

faculty and one administrator - 
were assigned roles as high school 
students, parento, hi^ sdiooi 

teachers, a school counselor, and 
poUce ctuef. Some of the parents 
to be were bright, yom^, ami 
generally "with-it" liberals, while 
others iud roles calling for beer 
guts and pea Ivains. Some wne to 
be logical, others illogical. One 
student had to piay tiw part of a 
not so Mght but firigfatened pdice 
chief. Another student was a 
parent, who liad been thriHigh the 
system, seen the Ught, and gone 
liberal. One faculty member, who 
regularly teaches graduate 
students, had the r<rfe of a meek 
high school student. 

Ttiey gave the worse rote of all 
to me, however. I was the mod, 

progressive clergyman, who had 
to bold tiiis pack of varied and 
militant ideologies togetber for a 
two hour meeting. 

THAT WAS the crux of the 
activity — a meeting in a 
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simulated town to disctiss a 
dangerous drug pmbtem ttiere. 

We had to analyze the disciplinary 
IM'ocedures for th(»e students 
caught with drags, and possibly 
make recommendations. When 
you have wie irate parent — a 
welder by trade — arguing that 
"all of them kids caught on drugs 
should be shot," while a young 
school student is arguing for 
amnesty for all drug users, 8ien 
you have a problem. 

Our meeting got of f to a good 
start. 

"The trouble with kids today is, 
they just don't have the fear of 
God in them," remarked one irate 
parent, easily summarizing the 
community ihrog proUem to Us 
mind, 

"All they need is a good wtiip- 
ping," added the poUoe chief.

CHARLES CX>RBiN. physical education department head, said that 
the building contingency fund for the complex is the only present source 
of mon^ for equipment. That money cannot be used unUl after cflo- 

stniction is completed. . . , 

Even the total contingency — money added to the contract to pay for 
unexpected comtruction costs — would only begin to furnish the 
complraE. Unexpected construction needs and buUdtng modifieatlons 

have already cut into the contingency fund. 
"It reaUy doesn't look good," Corbin said uf prospects of ttniSBg the 

know the administration will help us out," he added. He didn't 
know just how much the administraUon could help though. 

IN AN EFFORT to raise money for his department, Corbin established 
the Physical Education Fund for ExceUence last spring. As of last week, 
about^ had beendonated; tiiat's a bit more than the cost of publishtaig 
tile newsletter soliciting donaUons. .

Report says U.S. 
must curb waste 



WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
report from researchers and 
businessmen says the United 
States must reduce its con- 
sumption of certain raw materials 
and iielp avert a glcribal crisis in 
natural resources. 

It said the industrialized world 
in general and the United States In 
partieular dwuld begin to slow its 
consumption of highly depletable 
resources and move toward 
greater un of abtmdaiit 
materia ts. 

It mentioned forest products, 
which are renewable, and said 
also "offshore and deep sea 
watere should be looked to as an 
abundant source of matMialt." 

THE REPORT was issued by 
the National Commission on 
Materials Policy and is based on a 
stries of discussions held last year 
among representatives of in- 
dustry, government, universities 
and private research groups. 

It said that ILS. resource needs 
are virtually certain to increase 
and Inqrarts would continue to 
ilae. The developed nations, it 
said, are becoming increasingly 
dependent on the mineral 
reserves of developing countries. 

^'As projected demand curves 
push up against known reserves, a 
global crisis may occur if there is 
not a movement toward 
cooperation in the exploitation 
and distribution ol world 
mouveat/' the report said. 

THE EXPERTS said that any 

natural rsaources poUcsf must 



include measures to equalize the 
incomes of those nations and 
individuals now classified as rich 
and poor. 

The coming resource pinch, 
they suggested, would require 
deep changes in the market 
system and in manufacturing 
designs and methods to decrease 
die use (tf raw materials and to 
recycle those which are used. 



Owen then sat for over an hour 
while administratoES outlined 
p r o g rams hi pro gr i M diat ndght 
affect economic develc^ment and 
prop(»ed ideas for coordinating 
efforts and developing future 
programs. 

Owen announced his intoitioa of 
fonnUlattaig a statewide plan for 
development, utilizing the 
facilities of the state universities. 

LATER HE met with about 20 
students in a Union oonferoice 
room to discuss their views, 
specifically the needs of students 
facing graduation. In discussing 
jotoa, most of the students said that 
they would prefer to And jobs in 
smaller towns but complained 
about the lack of Job openingi for 
coU^e ^aduates in small towns. 

Some students also cited the 
lower salaries offered in small 
Kansas towns and limited cultural 
and recreational facilities. 

Owen noted the need for gree ter 
development of rural areas and 
said he hoped the KEDC could be 
instrumental in helping rural 
areas organize for this purpose. 

Owen also toured several 
raaeaidi ai^ extentfon facitttiee 
inltodiattan.

SAN DIEGO — An assistant U.S. secretary of 
d^enae aays American officials "are going to 
leave no stone unturned'* in accounting for 1,328 
American servicemen mfssing in action in In- 
dochina. 

Maj. Gen. Daniel James, in charge of war 
prisoner affairs for the Defense Department, said 
a Thailand headquarters will be set up to supervise 
the search in which American officials take 

part. 

Such searches are provided for in the tains of 
the cease-fire agreement 

MOSCOW — President Nixon's decision to 
devalue the dollar gave the Soviet Union a $100 
million windfall, economic experts calculated 
Wednesday. 

Hie analysis was based on the amount of unfilled 
orders i^ced in the United States by the Soviets 
but not yet paid for. The Soviets can now obtain the 
dollars required for payment 10 per cent cheaper 
since Washington devalued the dollar by that 
much on Monday. 

LONDON — A selling wave hit the devalued 
dollar after world money markets reopened 
Wednesday , sending the American currency lower 
than first expected. The continued monetary 
uncertahntgr lifted the price of gold to new aU-time 
highs. 

"Nobody wants to hold dollars yet," a London 
foreign exchange dealer explained. 

Even BrazU, in a rare mm df economic in- 
dependence, raised Hie doDar value of the cruzeiro 
by about 3 per cent. This means Americans will 
probably pay a bit more for their coffee at home, 
just as they will be paying more for foreign 
vacations and imported goods. 

WASHINGTON — President Nixon urged 
Congress Wednesday to complete its ''unfinished 
environmental business" by acting on 19 bills 
proposed by the administration hi the last sessioD 
and stiU pen^Ung. 

In a nationwide radio address he said this 
country is heading for victory in what he called the 
war against environmental degradation.

It 'i my oi^nton that most of Oiem, if ingr Sfrw bote to 
vote, probably vote for tlwlr famlte team tliat Ins a 
iialfway decent record. 

Of course you do have to take into consideration that 
tii^ will have enough brains to vote for UCLA as the 
monber one team, but from tiiere on down anything goes. 

THIS COUPLED with the fact that the more populated 
areas get to cast more votes because tliey nonnally have 
more newspapers and radio and television stations which 
are AP members. One very good eiam^ of ^ is flie 
UntvetrttyofBMssouri^wtilBiiliasmanaisdtDi^soliiifr 
in the ranldngs. 

They have to their advantage the fact that the press in 
Kansas City, St. Louis and Columbia are all pro MU. So 
when you lump together all the votes cast for MU that's 
quite a good dnrnk to atart irtflL 

THIS PRACTICE of playing favorites has all but ruined 
the meaning (rf this poU. All one has to do is pick up a copy 
of this weeks poll which fuUy shows such readts. 

Hie first tl&g one will notice is that in the top 12 there 
are two teams who have four losses, North Carolina and 
Indiana. This is weird since there are teams in the 
remaining places, 13-20 that have only two or three losses. 
Such is the case with teams like Southwestern Louisiana, 
l^SBourl, Jacksonville and K-State. 

tlie other thing that I tiihik is ridiculous is the way K- 
State and MU are ranked. Both teanis have identical 
records but there is one big ^ference. Fm sure everyone 
can remember the Cats buried the Tigers 70-55 early in 
January. 

SO LOGICALLY, if the poll is worth anything, we should 
be number 12 and Missouri should be 15 instead of the 
ottier way around. 

As far as I'm concerned the only poU that is halfway 
wortii something is the poll conducted by United Press 
International. Hie group that votes in this poll is made up 
of coaches. Although this is a better indication of where 
the teams stand, you have to take into account the 
possibility that these voters are prejudiced toward tiieir 
own cdtferaMM. 

The only way I can see a meaningful, fair poU being 
conducted is to include both coaches and sports writers in 
the voting. Set it up half and half, giving one vote to each 
man. 

HOWEVER, the possibilities of that type of poll being 
conducted is about as great as KU winning the conference 
braketball crown.

TOPEKA President James A. McCain and the 
presidents of the other five state coUegra and 
"iniversities met befcre a joint committee of tte 
iRlbuse and Senate Ways and Meaas Committees 
Thursday to request restoration oL funds cut in the 
govenwr's bud^C iveomnmidatioiiii 

"The request is only an 8.7 per cent orarall In- 
crease," Jess Stewart^ chairman of tte Board €f 
Regents, said. "We believe Hie request is Justified 
because of the ccmtinuing need to olbtt thacffeeti of 
Qie budget jH-ovisions in 1971." 

IN 1971 A SALARY freese was ordered for last 

year. "This underfunding for OM yMT baa aem 
been made up," Stewart said. 

Tlie board made ttiree reqtieste pertaining to all 
the state colleges and universities. The first is a one- 
lialf per cent unclassified salary budget increase to 
tacraise dlsabiHty and Ufe insurance for faculty 
m«nbers. 

Second, a one-half per cent increase in retirement 
benefits was requested. The tblrd request was for an 
increasea in ftiads for campatir o|ier«tSons At flie 

SCOOf^. 

Individual school requests were thai made by the 



various coU^e presidents. Several requests for K- 
State were made by McCain. 

HE ASKED FOR $50,000 for architectural plan- 
ning for general classroom and office building. Tlie 
building would provide 157 dusroons and office 
space l(x 150 teachers, 

"Iiicreased enr^ment, rather than a decease 
like many of the ctdl^es, has left us in overOfOWded 
and outdated classrooms," be said. 

McCain added 23.3 additional staff members for 
the increased enrdlment were approved by the 
board, but this was cut to 14 in the governor's budget. 

RESTORATIOIif OF |14S,M0 fbr other operatiooal 
expenses was also requested. This is fcr geneiil 
costs of running the University. 

"With this|l4S,0l», there wm bean average of |30O 
per student, a figure that will still be behind ttie 
national average, ' McCain said. 

McCain aslced for $196,000 for the grain utilization 
research program to l>e flnanced. The main purpose 
of this program would be to find a market for the 
grain grown here. 

A request was also made for $133,000 for student 
salaries to provide for the proposed minimum wage 
increase from the iaesent$l.eo per hour tofz.

Freshmen and sophomores had 
to attend diapel on Saturday 
afternoons also "to listen to die 
juniors give some kind of speech 
and the seniors give orations. That 
was kind of a bore," she laughed. 

^le way of getting out of chapel 
speeches and orations was to join 
a literary sociely, IHilton said. She 
was a charter member of 
Eurodelphians, one of three 
female societies. 

THE LITERARY societies were 
the prestigious groups on campus 
through tlte l^Os. Later, as 
sororities and fratemitira grew, 
the literary societies declined and 
fina% died out 

Sports mre a popular form of 

recreation, even in the ear^ 1900s 
Most of Uie major sports were 
popular while Dalton was in 
school, including a girls' 
basketball t^m which she sub- 
stituted on. The players on her 
team wore full blooniers with 
knee-length hose and middy 



blouses. According to Dalton, 
Mike Abeam was tiie coach fa: 
many of ttie team ^ortt at the 
time. 

Orville Burtte, who ^duated in 
1916, said intramural sports 
competition was almcffit as 
popular as die odier team sportt 
whUe he was at K-State. 

Earl and Edna Teagarden, both 
of whom graduated in 1920, 
remembered K-Siate s sports 
record wasn't too much different 
from what it is now. 

"WK NEVER won but one or 
two football games during our 
four years," Mrs. Teagarden said. 
"Football was played at the south 
end of the old stadium and the 
field ran east and west. Wooden 
Ueachen were put up for die 
games and everyme went." 

Aggieville went through abnost 
as many changes as the campus 
did. Dalton recalled when 
Aggieville was a residential 
section and said one of her 
sclioohnates lived in a houae 



where a corner lU]Uor store now is 
located. 

Burtis said some merefaants had 
begun to build in the area v^iile he 
WM in schod and Ag^ville was 
"quite the gathering place for 
studente." 

The Teagardeiffi said Aggieville 
wail a gathering place for their 

class also, but Mrs. Teagarden 
added "there weren't any beer 
parlors." However, she does 
remember going to Studio Royal 
each year to have pictures taken 
for the yearbook. 

Harrison Hall, a dance hall 
popular with tiie Tea gardens, was 
located above the Aggieville 
sporting goods store. 

"It was the dance hall," Mrs. 
Teagardoi said. "It had a firing

SAIGON — American troop stroigth in \^etnain 
has fallen to its lowest level in near^ a decade and 

the United States is fast approaching the halfway 
mark in getting all its military forces out by the 
March 28 deadline, the U.S. Command reported 
lliursday. 

The command said another 1,466 American 
troops were withdrawn during the last four days, 
dropping the U.S. troop level to 15,744. That is tbe 
lowest since July 1963. 

At peak streniEth in April 1980 — almost four 
years ago — 543,000 U.S. troops were in Vietnam. 
That had dropped to 23,000 by the time tbe oeaae- 
fire officially went into effect Jan. 28. 

TRAVIS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. — Operation 
Homecoming poured a steady stream of freed U.S. 
prisoners of war Uito their homeland lliursday. 

One arrival said tbey "lived m loyalty" to their 
country during the dark days in Communist 
captivity. 

Tears welled in the eyw of the first man back 
Tliursday, Navy Capt. James Stockdale, as he 
thanked his countrymen for theh* loyalty to 
Americans held captive for years in Vietnam. 

Limping off from the first of two planes arriving 
from Clark Air Base in the Philippines Thursday, 
he said, "The men who follow me down that ramp 
know what loyalty means because they have been 
living with loyalty, Uviog on Ji^t^ the past 
several years." 

STONY BROOK, N.Y. — The orange soil that 
evoked a burst of excitement from the Apollo 17 
astronauts on the moon has turned out to be 
billions of years older than astronaut-geologlat 
Harrison Schmitt thought it was. 

A team of scientists at the State University of 
New York at Stony Brook placed the age of tiie 
orange soil at 3.71 billion years. Scbmitt tdd a 
news conference last Jan. i it looked about 10 
million years dd. 

The orange soil came from an area with a dark 
mantle near Shorty Crater in the Taurus-Littrow 
Valley that looked as though it wm of volcanic 
origin. 

WASHINGTON — The United States and Cuba 
signed an agreement Thursday to prosecute or 
extaradite future hilackers. 

But the five-year accord signed separatdiy in 
Washington and Havana retained the traditional 
American policy of sheltering political refugees. 

Because it was an executive agreemoit and not 
a treaty, tbe d^m^«»<^rt did not require Senate 
ratification and west into elteet iramedlatefy. 

LAWRENCE — Gov. Robert Docking warned 
higher education Thursday ni^t that its share of 
state funds is "again in Jeopardy" in the 
legislature because, he said the Republican 
leadership is threatening, as in 1971, **to rob Peter 
to pay Paul." 

'Hiey are tfareatening to rob funds from hi^ier 
education, from the tuition grant program , from 
the retired teachers program or from the 
University of Kansas medical center to fund a 
school finance formula which will increase taxes 
by as much as 7S per oeitt Ux some familial," the 
governor declared.

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Amnesty? 
Does it matter?

Does an iutividiial reach a stage in Ufe when be can be 
held resimlble tot his actions? 

Hie amnesty question can be argued from sevmt 
points of view. Many of these arguments are valid. 

However, individuals to which tiie amnesty question 
pertains made a decision and acted on that decision. 
They either left the United States or were sentenced to a 
period of confinement. These were the alternatives to 
participating in a war they did not believe in or because 
of a moral objection to taking a human life. 

ARGUING THE validity of such a decision is futile. 
Obviously the individuals believed strongly in their 
purpose to take a course of action of which the end result 
was a trade of citizenship or a period of freedom for a 
release from au obligation to a country. 

The alternatives were "crystal dear." One either 
served a country in time of need or Inaid anotiier 
country. 

Abject refusal to function rarely accomplishes 
anything. Whether a war is immoral, unpopular, 
hrational, illogical or whatever, the situation should be 
resolved and then steps taken to ensure thai similar 
incidents could not occur again. 

A nation and its people learn through experience. Any 
individual who feels the ordeals of his nation are not 
worthy of the value he has placed on himself or his 
conscienoe is at liberty to remove \&aaM from that 
situation. 

These individuals may claim hypocritically that once a 
nation has resolved a terrible ordeal, only then is it 
worthy of their citizenship, even though th^ refused to 
participate in that resolution. 

HIE IDEA behind the cliche, '^America, love it or 
leave it," hardly offers a solution. However, the in- 
dividuals who chose to leave rather than attempt to 
rectify a situation that conflicted so strongly with their 
beliefs or philosophies offers no solution either. 

Amnesty? It doesn't really matter, does it? lliese 
individuals have established a pattern. They can be 
exempll^ed with a Trumanism paraphrase : When it gets 
too hot in the kitchen, they will be the first to leave.

Perhaps it is more accurate to 
say that Johnson's death did not 
marii, but ratlMr ooindded with 
the passing of an era in whidi he 
played many leading nAes. 

Hie most obvious example is the 
ending of American invdvemmit 
in the Indochina war. While the 
stage was set by others, it was 
Johnson who directed the 
escalation of our parUcipation. 



IT WAS he who ordered the 
of airpower against the North and 
it wae he who pratided tmx the 
recruitment of an armed force 
which depended almost solely on 
conacriptioa. 

All ttiese decisions now are 
generally recognized as mistaices 
of greet magnWiMle and Lyndon 
Johnson personally bore the brunt 
of the punishmoit with v^ikli ttie 
Amerioui pdicy rewwdl 



It waa the war which ooft him 
Ua career, and ultimately his Ufe. 

The other major legacy of the 
Johnson years was the Great 
Sodety. The xiietaric of die times 
created a belief that the woes of 
the nation could be cured with a 
massive dose of monqf. 

Under this miaooncepticm, the 
Johinsctti Administratkii promoted 
an expansion of ^ power and 
scope of government that was 
unprecedented in our histtry. In 



die qMUi of (Hily 10 years, the dxe 
of the federal bwlget nearly 
tripled. The bureaucracy was 
expanded to ttie pftot where tt has 
become a force by itself. 

NOW IT seems that the Great 
Sodety, Uke die war, is going to 
fade away. Rather than fulfilling 
the dreams ol its author for a 
poverty-tree nation, the programs 
of the "Society" have probiU^ 
made the situation worse. 

fhe daScIt spending which the 
fvograms required has been a 
cause of the inflation and 
reoessian of the last seven years. 

To do anything lias required 
more and more dollars at a time 
when tlie ta^yer has becomt 
increasing^ rstaotant to pnvlde 
them. 

When we rranember that in IMO 

federal spending wati in the 
vicinity of $80 billion, it is ironic 
that the curroit President is 
regarded as a miser for proposing 
that only $267 billion be q^t next 
year. 

It is indicative ttie eaclml itf 
Uie expansionary trend in 
government Unt to do so win 
require that almost att «^ the 
Great Society programs be 
dispensed with. 

ONE OTHER feature of 
Jduison's life vMdi has gone hito 

eclipse is the strong Cmprees 
which be luiew and to a laq|e 
extent, ran for maiqr years. When 
Johnson and Sam Raybum left 
Qmgress, Congress seemed to 



loae the afaOity to ftmctlon on its 

own. 

Ttaoee who have attempted to fill 
ttMir shoes have come up sorely 

lacking. 

To some extent this can be 
credited to Johnson, tn the days 
when the Great Society first began 
to take shape. Congress began a 
trend of dependbg on the 
taracntive teancfa to iirapioM idl 
legiBlation. 

Further, Congress began at thrfl^i 
time to delegate an increasing 
share of its powers to ttw 
President. The fte dd en t ttwo was 
Lyndon Johnson. 

His successor now is quite 
unwilling to ^e up the powers 
Johnson gained ftr that office and 
Congress seems incapable of 
taking them bade on its own. 

LYNDON JOHNSON'S choeen 
profession was politics — a 
profession in which real pomr 
and success is only rardy attained 
b^ore one reaches W, «4ien most 
men are retired. 

In politics, Johnson was still a 
youag man. It is remarfcable that 
he accomplished so much in such 
a short time. It is unfortunate that 
he adiieved the plnade of his 
career at a time fta- which his 
considerable talents were poorly 
Miited. 

It is profoundly tragic that

and that his death was caused |^ j 
the scorn of aoouttcy wtaicfahem 
dearty loved.

Widi tonight's Founders' Day cd^ration maridng 
the 110th amiiversary of Kansas State University — 
or iCansas Stoto Agrioiltural Collie — or Bluemcnt 
GoUege, shnple arithmetic shows diat the school 
celebrated its centennial at this time of year in 1963. 

Hie pomp b^an Saturday morning, Feb. 16, 1963, 
with a pre-convocation academic procession 
starring delegates from 90 colleges, whohadcomc to 
lionor K-State on its lOOth birthday. 

This was fdlowed \fy speedies by Kansas Gov. 
Jolui Anderson, the chairman of the Board of 
Regents, the president of the AsMciation of Land 
Grant Colleges and State Universities and of course 
President James A. McCain. 

RALPH MARTERIE. who the Collegian called 
"the man with the golden horn" played to a concert 
crowd of 1,000 in Abeam Fidd House that night and 
later to 2,000 at tiie formal eeotomial baB in ihe 

Union. 

The CoUegian staff put together a 16-page sup- 
ptement rapsttltilng the schools 100-year Ustwy. 



Featured in the special ettition were campus 
buildings and memorials erected for die heros of die 
school's past. 

For instonoe, Col. William Alexander Harris, 
whose sculpture stands in front of Fairchild Hall, 
was said to be a soWer, a statennan, a Umm and 
resolute legislator. 

Harris, according to the Cdlegian. served K-State 
as a legislator, by pushing through Congress a 
which ceded the old Ft. Ril^ military reservatioai 
for agricultural experimental purposes. 

ALSO HONORED in the special edition was Mike 
Aheam, for whom tlie fiddbouse is named. Ah^m 
came to K-Siate in 1904 as an assistant professor 
hosticulture, but because of his intnraafc in athletics 
he became football coach hi 190S. 

He continued in both athletics and horticultufe 
until 1929, when he was named athletic directoTt a 
position he held until he retired in 1946. 

Others mentioned by the Collegian were F. D. 
Farrell, Henry J. Waters, William Jardine, Joseph 
Dedson, Ernest Nichols, and Milton Eisenhower, all 
former presMnds yum.

Hysterical laments 
provide little tragedy

Cries of lamentation, screams of agony, and petitions to fate are only 
effective in small dosages. Unfortunately, Michel Cacoyannis forgets 
Ail in M> prodneticn of 'The Trojan Women," wWch sounds after a Wt 
like one continuous wail To be dramatic the emotional intensity of a film 
(or play or book, for that matter) should flow in sine wave patterns, 
pnking oit from ttme to time and then settling into a calmo' valley. 
Only a eontraatbatirceiiliia tiwtcana vflida duB ptettwi agtet 

"...Though the screenplay is an adaptation of 
£uripedms' fragedy about the fall of Troy, It 
a^fenHmes rmtnlmh one fho$e 
after-the-A-bom b-whaf-fhen ? Hicks. ..." 

Because the film is primarily for Genvieve Bujold (Cassandra), 
Kahterine Hepburn (Hecuba), Irene PapfMS (Helen), and Venessa 
Redgrave (andromache), it beoanes a sequence td cameo appearanoet 
each equal in intensity, and each similarly narcissistic. All uf them are 
played in an imitation of the grand style that approximates poor 
Shaicespearean posturing more than anything else. 

Though the screenplay is an adaptation of Euripedes' tragedy about 
the fall of Trc^, it oftentimes reminds one of those after-the-A-bomb- 
what-then? flidts. Perhaps, in a way, this is to the film's eradit. All the 
male inhabitants slain and the city in ruins, it must have seemed like the 
&id of the world for the Trojan women, who were then parcelled <tff as 
Greek ooacubinea and slaves. 

Hie moral is the same as it has been for as long as the Siege of Troy 
baa beoi dramatized — war victimizes both the triumphant and the 
defeated. 

As each woman is sadistically drug off by hairy-legged extras tricked 
out in helmets bwrowed from the "Madbeth" set, she reiterates the 
motaL Tlie mcnologuei are essentially aUie. **Hectar (or Priam) is 
dead and my sons (or brothers) along with lilBl. The Greeks will 
dishonor me in a lustful bed, but th^'U be sorry M» day. No one wins a 
war." 

Snee each speech is just that, and not a dialogue, little chance is 
provided for the characters to interact. In fact, aUfour of tbem are never 
OR Stage at onoe. And raflMr tten one colierait perfermanee, we see fcnr 

separate ones. 

Some of this artificialify, along with the responding chc»rus and its 
choreograplisd fU^ts and surges, is an attmiMpt to reproduce the 
stylization of Greek drama. Tea certain extent that succeeds. However, 
"The Trojan Women" lacks that inevitable momentum toward a 
devaststing climax so characteristic of classic Greek tragedy. 

After watching Troy smolder during the entire production, and after 
hearing an hour and a half at hysterioil laments about its destruction, it 
is no wonder diat seeing tbe eily raxed at tbe end of the film provokes 
um tragedy.

The first 
Act, or Play, or Phase, as ttiey call it, Is "Tbe Flay 
Played Forever." (Apt: it oerteiidy seemed UlEe 
forever). 

Written by Mary Si^le. and directed fay Benwy 

Williams, it has the appearance of a statement on 
war, or War. War, you see^ a PIsy ttat goes on 
Forever. You do what tte dtoeetor tdls yon (be 
wooden and die well), or you are off the stage. This 
whole piece is held together by Jan Allen, as Prop- 
Girl (assume your own metai^or). She has an elfin 
quality that unites the trollish tendencies of her 
fellow performers. She does this foxy little pan- 
tomime dai»e that is a short, quick, and exc^ent 
MghUght of the entire first Phase.

Nathan Grundstein, director of 
the Graduate Program in PubUc 
Management Science at Case 
Western Reserve University, 
urged citizens with an educated 
general intelligence to choow the 
kind of future Qiiey want 

Gnoidstein gave an "academic 
address*' Thursday in the Union 
Little Theator and followed up 
with a seminar for graduate 
studento in business ad- 
ministration, regional and 
community ptanning and political 
science in the afternoon. Wad- 
nesday Grundstein met with 
mraobers of the Manhattan CHy. 

GRUNDSTEIN SAID his 
granation tus created affluence 
ior tte coUege-age genmitioa 
There is enough wealth for tbe 
pmmA gansratioo to go on, he 
said, so the real test will tie the 
generation after this one. 

When asked about the future of 
small, agricullurally-based 
communities, Grundstein said be 
foresees no futaire for the oaaU 
economy by itself. 

However, Grundstein warned 
that you must talk in terms of a 
"conurbation," a group of small 
uriian areas that are related to 
each other. Manliattan, for in- 
stance, would be a conurbation 
that incbies Junction City, Fort 
Riley, many smaller towns and 
maybe even Topeka. 

Hie out-migration of youth from 
Uie c(nnmu nitres will cause them 
to slowly degrade until they 
stat>Uize at a low lev^ of 
economy, he said. Agriculture wlU 
become more Uke business, he 
explained and capital will be 
substituted for labor on farms. 
Because of rapid communications 
and travel, the smaller towns 
would lieeome much - less 

npcfssarv 



GRUNDSTEIN SAID a city 
must have a large enough 
economic base and be big enough 
to regenerate itself if it is to 
survive tn the ftitnre. He rduo- 
tantly set a population of 200,000 
as the dividing Une between 
growing and ^tocUning urban 
centers. 

tn many irtaces people are 
suffering from an iuforiuatloQ 
overload, Grundstein said. It is 
impossible for the individual to 
comprehend Uie grrat numes of 
material that are necessary in 
today's technological society. 

This is not the case in 
Manhattan, however, Grundstein 
cxplaiiMd. Manhattan is suffering 
from iwt enou^ of ttie ap- 
profKiate kind of information. To 
remedy this, many people take a 
token biterest in many things, he 
said. ^, 

Manhattan is happiness, 
Grundstein said. It is without the 
great obvious troubles of the 
eastern cities. It has no 
tranendous taxes. However the 
handnen er^oyed here may not 
stay, he said, because the city is 
never in a stable state.

BUT THE THIRD off icial has played a big role in cutting down on this 
vital aspect of the game, at letst in the Big Eight And by doiqg this, 
ttsgr've cut down on much of ttie appeal of &m game. If s aggravating to 
the fans to be watching two men battle one-on-one in the backcourt only 
to have the play interrupted by an official who saw one player elbow 
aooQier white trying to fight for position und» ttw boards. 

This bothers the fans, Ixit think of what the effects must be on the 
guilty player. He's the one whose been watching the action armind the 
_ taU, tMfdcing about ways to get Mmself open for (he stiot, wondering how 
'W^to get his opponent off his back — when suddenly there's a whistle and an 
official pointing a finger at bim and telling him to raise Us hand. No 
wonder the most common expression in the Big Eight this year la "Hfrhat 
did 1 do?" 

As a result of this acb*a- tight officiating, the quality of play nujst 
suffer. The K-State-Missouri game in the Big Eight Pre^son tourney 
is an example. The long awaited match-up between John Brown and 
Steve Mitchell soon became a joke when Miteh drew foul upon foul, when 
not even dbectly invdved In the (day. The big K-State center has been 
receiving some extra-tough coverage this year, and has often had to 
fight ttack against the knees and elbows used to keep him away from the 
basket As a result, he's often been whistled for fouls that a third oMciai 

can spot, but that two off icia)^ mii^hl have cor!sider(xl insij^nificant.

SAIGON (AP) — The United States fwrnally 
charged the Viet Cong Sunday with shooting down an 
American heUcopter on a paaetfeeeiiing mission and 
ari^ed the International Commission of Control and 
Supervision to unttertake an immediate in- 
voittgatlon. 

The craft was downed Friday north Of Saigon and 
Its five crewmen were wounded. 

THE INVESTIGATION requested Sunday is the 
first the United States has sought from the com- 
ndasionon Its own. Previously, the United States had 
only supported South Vietnamese protests. 

Haj. Gen. Gilbert Woodward, chief of the U.S. 
delegation to the military commission, first sought 
an investigation by ttie military commission itself. 
But he said Lt Gen. Tran Van Tra, the senior Viet 
^ Cong representative, refused. 

Woodward's note to the international peace body 
went to Clnirman Michel Gauvin (tf Canada, Copies 
also went to ddegation cUefk of Canada, IndooMla, 
Poland and Hungary, which make up the Ii> 
temational Commission of Control and Supervisioa

NEW YORK — Prank Costello, a racketeer the 
government couldn't deport and the mob didn't 
kiU, died Sunday at Doctor's Hoqital after nine 
years of seemingly respeetable oiiseurity. Ha was 
82. 

The one-time "prime minister of the un- 
derworld" and boss of multi-million dollar slot 
machine and bootlegging radcets spent his last 
years as a man about Manhattan. 

Authorities believe the mob dealt Coatello out 
after he survived an attempted assassination in 
1957, but refused to identify his assailant. The 
bullet only grazed Costello's scalp as he entered 
his apartment buOdfaig off Ceotral Paik. 

DOCEN A, Ala. — It took nine hours to control an 
inferno of flames around derailed railroad tank 
cars Sunday, and authiMritieB evacuated some 500 
reridents because of the chance of tosic gas fumas 
or explosions. 

Early reports said one of the train's four 
crewmen was injured, but R. L. Akins, superin- 
tendent of Frisco's Kmdngham olSoe, said lat^ 
that no one was hurt. 

Residents were evacuated from within one mile 
of the Frisco Railroad freight train derailment at 
Docena, a small community some eight miles 
northwest of Bfarmingham. They wm told that it 
would be safe to return to their homes bitar in the 

day. 

BELFAST — A sectarian assassin armed with a 
submachine gun blasted two uniformed postmen in 
the back and left them sprawled dying on a Belfost 
sidevralk Sunday. 

As the mailmen fell, the gunman turned his 
weapon on a group of men standing only yards 
away and opened up with another fusillade. The 
bvdlets left a tUrd vtetim woimded. 

It happened hi the city's Roman Cathdic Lower 
Falls area as mUitant Protestants turned down the 
chance of formal peace talks with leading Catholic 
politicians. 

Hie unabated violence and continued hi- 
transigence of the Protestant hardliners dimmed 
hopes that Northern Ireland was finally groping 
toward a sohiUon to its sectarian and nationalist 
strife.

MUXJSR, a Bian known to talce a strong stand on every 
issue, with little flexibility from the law, saw fit to spend 
200 hours of KB I of fleers' time and a substantial amount 
of taxpayers' money to clear the local police force of all 
alkgatioiis made by two former p(^oe officers.

It is important to realize that law enforcement officers 
in Riley County were subjected to several serious 
allegations which appeared in petititm form. 

The accusatioas inchidid: 

— Theft by officers. 

— Misconduct (rf officers. 

— Harrassment of citizens and mistreatment of 
prisoners. 

— Lack of investigation and prosecution of 
prostitu^. 

— Uqunr sale violatim and dnv Mmm. 

WITH ACCUSATIONS of this sort up in t&C air it is the 
right of every citizen to make a serious elfort to find out 
what is going on inside their law enforcement agencies. 
The fact that the police chief asked the KBI to in- 
vestigate the allegations seemed to prove the poUce 
department had nothing to hide. 

Unfortunat^y, however, the two men wlio made the 
allegations have accompUslied a purpose. Tliey have left 
a small doubt in the minds of tlie dttais as to flie in- 
tegrity of the police forces. 

Investtgation into the Riley County Law enforcement 
agencies by the KBI seems tiiorough and conclusive in 
proving charges levied against the pdice force were, 
false. This is not to say law enforcement in Manhattan 
and Riley County is perfect — it does mean that there is 
reason to question the intentions behind ttie original 
allegations and determine why they were made. 

IN A news release from Vem Miller, attorney general 
and James Morrison, Riley County attorney, it is stated: 
"It appears by the record that the Manhattan Police 
Department has seen fit to deal with its own personnel 
problems in an eCficimit and professional manner and 
that in fact it has fulfilled its obligation to protect the 
biterests of the citizens of Manhattan and to give 
prof^sional law enforcement." 

This indicates that law enforcement agencies in 
Manhattan and Riley County have dealt in their own way 
with a case of ''mud dinghig" and maintain e d their 
erettilily.

It's hard to explain what eanaad 
it (NT where it came from, but the 
banjo is returning to the pop 
music spotlight 

For fmn tbt guitar has been 
the rule Everybody but 
everybody played the guitar or 
wlahed they could. Whether one 
got high on Beatles or Jefferson 
Airplane, he needed a screaming 
•tzHMring hooked to a gargantuan 
complex of amplifleni and 
microphones. 

AFTER THAT came the era (rf 
ttie acoustical guitar — the gentle 
coffeehouse sounds of artists mch 
as Crosby, Stills and Nash, James 
Taylor and Brewer and Shipley. 

Now the banjo is pushing ill 
face through the intensely com- 
petitive clutter of guitar pickera. 
And the raapenaa baa been 
deafening. 

Thie banjo has been a major 
contributor to American muale ftr 
a long time; in fact, it has never 
lost favor among certain breedb 
around the country. 

But only in the last few years, 
due to artists such as the Nitty 
Gritty Dirt Band and Credence 
Clearwater Revival, country and 
rock have joined forces and set the 
atage for the inevitable aaoM- 
dancy of banjo fever. 

"The bai^jo has been coming 
into popularity for the past five 
years," Jennifer Tacey, UFM 
banjo instructor, said. 

"I think banjo playing involves 
a lot more skill than the kind of 
pop music that has been gong 
aramd." Tacey said. "I like 
bhi^ass especto^. If • te most 
diallenging." 

APPROXIMATELY 40 bU^ 
hopefuls turned out for Taoey*8 

first UFM class two weeks ago. 
Though the number has dwindied 
some since then, she was forced to 
divide the students into two 
classes. Tacey is the only UFM 
banjo teacher. 

Gin Wall, one of Tacey's 
students, said she received her 
banjo from a friend as a high 
school graduation present, 

"I've always liked the sound of 
the banjo."

Dave 01I»ik^, anoOier of tbe 
UFM pickers, said he got in- 
terested in the banjo because of an 
undo who played.

Ulster violence 
must cease now 

Editorial Writer 

Can nothing be done to halt the senseless sectarian 
warfare that claimed 21 lives in Northern Ireland 
reeanify? Are fhm no toadera in the Protestant and 
Catiiolic comnunltics of UMer with cnonflk rtatm and 
courage to join together and cry "enough?" 

There no longer can be serious doubt that the over- 
whelming majorities in both communities are heartily 
itck oi the vhdeace and desperately amdouB to have ft 
end — whatever tlw poittical Mmm of tnmbled 
province. 

THE CATHOLIC mother, whose 18-year-old son was 
fatally shot after waiting on gunmen at a gas station, 
surely spoke for thousands in her plea that no one try to 
avenge his deetli or the other miixfien slayings. 

Yet, such pleas are unheeded by the vigilantes of the 
Irish RepubUcan Army's provisional wing at one ex- 
treme and the Ulster Volunteer Force and its allies at the 
other. 

Americans, painfully conscious of the increase of 
mindless violence in their own society, must be reticent 
about offering advice to anyone else. But the gravity of 
the situation in Ulster makes it reasonable to call for 
fresh attempts to halt the killing by responsible leaders 
at every level. 

ONCE A PEACEFUL land of pastoral beauty and lush 
rolling hills, these recent ebullitions of Northern Ireland 
have immolated all of peace or God that was once part of 
Ireland. In a country filled with so miich religious 
bigotry and tiatred, ean fiiere atm be aiqr eoBcqyt et 0^ 
left? 

Perhaps, the Rev. Charles Caleb Colton, 19th century 
British writer, best expressed the reality of today's 
IHatw: "Men win wrangle for religion; write for it; figltt 
lor it; die for It; anyOdiv but — Uve it/' 

Concentration must not be centered on Northern 
Ireland's future but on how to halt the killing now ; for, 
unless that can be aciiieved, there will be no future worth 
saving.

BOSTON (AP) — Public 
broadcasting has launched a 
nationwide "Children's Crusade" 
to build a constihiency to save 
"Zoom," billed as America's only 
television show written and 
ptrfonnad enUMir childrea 

The crusade w» extended to 
Public Broadcasting System — 
PBS — television atatlims 
aati(Mia% this week after a lO-day 
appeal in six New England states 
which drew 10.000 carda and 
letters. 

"ZOOM." a 30-minuto, daily 
program completing its second 
year on most of the 230 Public 
Broadcasting System television 
stations, is facing a cutback in 
funds from the Corporation for 
PubUc Broadcasting. This teft 
"Zoom's" sponsors $1 B million 
shy of the funds necessary to 
produce a full S3-show season thla 
year. 

"We know we are going to have 
to go to die corpora dcMM and 

foundations for that kind of 
money," said John Kerr, a fuml- 
raiser at WGBH In Boeton, the 
station which produces "Zoom." 

But before help is sougiit, Kerr 
says, public broadcasting is going 
to ttie people the program serves : 
children aged 8 to 12 and their 
parents. 



"We're going to try to get 
tangible evidoMe of our public's 
si4>port," Kerr says. 

TEN DAYS AGO, WGBH 
broadcast a "Zoom Alarm" 
saying the program was in danger 
and asking for photographs and 
letters of support from New 
England children and their 
parents.

Part ot Its reasoning lies in the fact Oiat this local 
chapter, as many local chapters, have an auxiliary 
organization, Jaycee Janes, which supports the all-male 
group in service work aiKi also sponsors a few projects of 
Its own. 

If these women, or any local women, have the same 
conunimily interests as men and devote the^ ttme end 
energy to the same nrojedts, why shouldn't tiwgr be 
allowed to bdoog to ube same orpnisation? 

AS REGULAR members, women could maintain 
voting rights and serve in decision-making roles of the 
organization rather than serve a subservient function. 

They also would have the advantage of belonging to a 
more widely known and preirtigioiis ergaaizatloa rather 
than a token auxiliary. 

By not allowing women to join, the Jaycees are im- 
plying women are not as important in the community as 
men are. Women can help with tbe work load, but wben it 
i^Hnes to deci^Hooaking power, men take full control. 

An Associated Press survey shows that many cfapaters 
do not object to admitting women, but tliey fear going 
against the national rules. 

IHE ROCHESTER. N.Y., chapter began admitting 
women last year and its charter was revoked promptly.

If the policy were changed, all women wouldn't 
necessarily be forced to join Jaycees.

Birds' deaths 
unexplained 

AUSTWELL, Tex. (AP) — The 
acting manager of the Arlumsas 
National Wildlife Refuge said 
Tuesday be can't explain the 
apparent less of ei^t whooping 
cranes from the flock of 50 that 
wintered on the Texas Gulf Coast 
last year.

THE SCANDAL 
OF SECRECY 

John W, Gardner, Chairman 

Common Cause

One of the weird and nonsensical facts about our 
government — at all levels — Is that much of the pub- 
lic's business is done in the deepest, darkest secrecy. 
Citizens assume that only questions of national se- 
curity and some aspects of criminal justice are dealt 
with in secret. Little do they know I Most of the time 
our public officials act as mough tha way th«y C0n> 
duct our business is none of our business. 

In 1972 roughly one-third of the Senate Public 
Works Committee meetings were held in secret. The 
figure for the Senate Agriculture Committee was 59 
percent, for tfie House Appropriations Committee 
over 90 percent. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which drafts the laws governing every federal 
tax dollar you and 1 pay, is notoriously secretive. Se- 
curity is so tight that even the staff assistant of a Con- 
gressman who is on the Committee can't attend the 
closed maetings. What are thay hiding? 

AU aasaftma of congressional committees — and 
records of alt votes takert at such sessions — should 
normaily be open to the public. Committees should be 
allowed to close a meeting only for considerations of 
national security or invasion of personal privacy, and 
the procedure for closing It ^muld be oarefulty pro- 
tected against abuse. 

In the Executive Branch, virtually everyone asso- 
ciated with national security acknowledges that the 
system of classifying documents to preserve secrecy 
has been badly abused — all too often for the pur- 
pose of concealing bureaucratic error. And the zeal 
for secrecy extends to every government agency un- 
der the control of the Executive Branch, mgutatory 
agencies often meet behind closed doors, omit public 
hearings, and suppress reports the public should see. 

Of course, the secrecy Involved Is only secret-from- 
the-public. The special interest lobbyists know very 
well what goes on in those hush-hush meetings. Quite 
often they're right in there with the decision makers. 
The only one who has splinters in his nose from bump* 
Ing against closed doors is John Q. Public. 

Now there Is a resolution before the Senate — 

sponsored by Senators Humphrey (D., Minn.) and 
Roth (R., Dei.) (plus 11 other sponsors) which would 
open all Senate committee meetings. A bill (S 260) re- 
cently introduced in the Senate by Lawton Chiles of 
Florida and in the House (HR 4) by Dante Fascell, also 
of Florida, would open all Legislative and Executive 
Branch meetings except those dealing wtttt national 
aecurity or involving personal privacy.

This program enaUes foreign 
students to become acquainted 
with American life tiirough ex- 
tended contact with a family, Don 
Cress, assistant to tbe foreign 
student adviser, said. 

HE EXPLAINED the length of 
tlie program depends on the 
student. Tbe famUy may host a 
student for one semrater or for the 
entire time the student is at K- 
Statob which could be up to tiro 
and a half years.

New system proposed 
4or football ticket sales 

students who dread having to fight for their lives each Bfarlng to buy 
football season tickets may soon be spared that concern. 

A tentative propoaal to change the maimer in which football tickets are 
sold will come before ttie Athletic Council Saturday for official approval. 

The impetus behind tlie change was a student recommendatim to 
curtail sooia of the "stampede" of ticket buyers outside Abeam Field 
House, Carol Ade^it Atfatetle Council hcfcet clcrfc, said. 

THE MAIN change in the proposal is the use of a "lottery name group" 

system of selling tickets. According to the proposal, the student body 
president will draw name groups for designated days of purchase. 
Tickets then will be sold by name granp only, similar to student 
enrollment procedure. 

The committee that is presenting the pr<^;>osal to the Athletic Council 
consists of Adolph, Hindman WaU, asalatant direelw of AthMIc Council, 
Ernie Barrett, director ol Adiletic Council, and Ernie Tomaslewlet, 
Student Governing Association Ualson to Athletic Council. 

Tomaaiewies aild tluit student eonoem last year about the hassle of 
ticfcet buying pronaptid hhn loteviitlfats thi poisibilltiai of a ehange. 

"I FELT THERE was a problem last spring/* Tomasiewlcz said. 

"Prom the letters to the Collegian artd from conversing with fdlow 
•^nidents, 1 thought something — a new and better way to sell tidi^ets — 
ought to be loolsed into/' 

Twnasiewicz conducted a study last year to learn how Other univer- 
sities handle the problems of ticket selling. 

"We studied all the Big Eight, Big Ten and Southeast Coofercooe 
schools to find out how they were ddng it," Tomasiewlcz said. 

He said he was optimistic about Atiiletic Council approval of the 
change and noted that the approval at prcaeat was only "a matlor of 
formalily/*

He said that 
step must be followed by more 
basic ref orms, such as revamping 
the world nionetary system to 
make it more flexible. 

Nixon said he would soon 
propose to Congress trade 
legislation "which would make it 
easier for us not only to lower our 
trade barriers when other 
countries lower theirs, but also to 
raise our barriers when that is 
necessai^ to ke^ things fair." 

But he gave no details of the 
trade bill. 

Nixon said that his economic 
pdicies croited 2.3 mtllion jofaa 
last year, cut the rate of inflatioii 
nearly in half from what it was 
four years ago, and taicreased the

LONDON — Britain claimed Wednesday that tbe 
Soviet Union beefed up its air, land, sea and 
missile power in 1972 despite beginning talks with 
the Western allies on lessening tensions in Europe. 

A government White Paper on the nation's 1979- 
74 defense program insisted as a consequence of 
the Soviet buildup that the allies must recognize: 
"Only negotiation from strength is likely to 
produce equitable agreements. There must, 
therefore, be no unilateral reduction in defense 
capabilities hi the West." 

That was advice seemingly aimed at the United 
States, where President Nixon is facing 
congressional demands for a cutback of tbe 300,000 
U.S. garrison in Europe. 

LOS ANGELES — A rolling earthquake shook 
the southern California coast Wednesday morning, 
cracking plaster, shattering windows, starting 
several fires and inflicting property damage.

buildings, was heaviest in Oxnard, a coastal city of 
70,000 persons, 50 miles northwest of Los Angeles.

Oil interests ($) 
influence officials 



Sbid^ ol a partial survey of political campaign con- 
tributions and contributors for the 1972 election explains 
the apparent lack of govemm^t interest in a crucial 
issue — The Fuel Shortage. 

A study released in the Feb. 15 issue of the Oiica^ 
Tribime revaalB several million reasons why we can 
expect fuel to remain in critical supply — ea^ tmatm is 
in the form of a doUar bill. 

Oil and related industries offered massive financial 
support in the re-election campaign of President Nixon 
and at least tOO otlier federal office ca n dM atea. 

THE RESULTS of the support already can be seen. 
President Nixon has appointed a White House task force 
to formulate changes in government policy toward the 
industry. 

Four senators who received industry support are 
sponsoring legislation to deregulate natural gas prices 
(Sens. John Tower of Texas, Dewey Bartlett of 
Oklahoma, Peter Domenici of New Mexico and Ted 
Stevens of Alaska). 

Consid^ation of a deregulation bill is a major ac- 
complishment for the oil industry. There are other 
concerns, such as protecting oil depletion allowances, 
tax incentives, leasing the outer continental shelf for oil 
exploration, relaxing pollution standarils and 
stiengttiening import qiiotas — on which tizable con- 
tributions will have an influence. 

According to the study, the Republican party received 
the greatest attention from oil interests. President Nixon 
top^ the list with over $2 ndUion firom 12 donorsi all of 
which have more than a passing ftmcy for qU. 

IN ADDITION, every Nixon conmiittee analyzed in the 
study received smaUer oil contributions ranging from 
$1,000 to $15,000. 

Now we can easily understand the reasoning of Sen. 
Ttower, a proponent for deregulating the price of a 
commodity already in critically short supply. A 
spdceraian for Tower explained that the Federal Power 
Commission's insistence on low prices actually hurt ttie 
consumer by discouraging exploration. 

Or in other words, we are not going to import oil but we 
are going to give the oO industry the freedimi to charge 
what they consider a "fair" price for their products, 
since ttie consumer is getting hurt by such low prices. 

Even the most uncomprehending economics student 
can determine that when a commodity is in short simply 
with even a constant demand the price will deanitoly 
increase. 

SEN. TOWER received more than |100,000 from oil 
interests for his campaign. 

However the most prominent eomomic issue in the 
news today is the price of fiood. not oU. 

Ni3um has exported all our wheat surpluses. He has 
removed all protective import barriers on beef, 
^ultaneously, his government has destroyed all 
agricultural incentive and support programs. The 
present administration has done everything £easibly 
possible to reduce f6od production which wiU result in 
even higher food prices. . , ^ 

Similarly Nixon cut the heart out of financial aid for 
education next year by removing funds for National 
Direct Student Loans and Education Opportunity 
Grants. 

HK government's consistent inconsistencies ran true 
as he closed the Office of Economic Opportunity. The 
dissolution of an organization enUtliMl "Economic 
Opportunity" should indicate tiie levity ol govemm^'s 
concern for equaUty. 

It would seem that now the only possible opportumty 
for the American people striving for social, economic 
and political equality would be to ai^l to th e oil in- 
dustry which woidd in turn buy a ra^onse inm.

The Federal Trade Commission 
tias recommended banning UtUe 
cigar ads from the airwaves. The 
FTC recommends disclosure of 
diseases associated with smolcing 
and mandatory tar and nicotine 
content on cigar packages and 
1^, which now is done volun- 
tertly. 

"Smoking little cigars may 
result in health effects similar to 
those associated with smiiking 
cigarettes if little cigars are 
smoked in amounts and with 
patterns of inhalation similar to 
those used by cigarette smokers," 
states thePuUic Health Service in 
a recent report 

On the other side, the makers of 
little cigars point out their 
{deducts are classified as cigars 
and not cigarettes by the 
Treasury's Bureau o( Alchohd, 
Tobacco and Firearms. Tobacco 
content determines whether little 
smdkers are cigaiv or cigarettes. 

There is nofhie-cured tobacco in 
little cigars, white that is the 
principal ingredient in cigarettes. 
The manufacturers say that 
cigars are alkaline and are less 
likely to be inhaled than 
cigarette. 

HOWEVER, Sen. Moss, as do 
others, sees litUe cigara as a 
loophole In the law. The present 
law "presents few obstacles to 
any tobacco company which 
diflna todevslopa product which

WASHINGTON CAP) — Joining in President Nixon's push for eventual 
poMwar aid for Hanoi. Henry Klsiinger mid Thursday that the Norlli 

Vietnamese reconstruction program was not a handout or a ransflU but 
rather a long-term investment in tranquiUfy for Indochina. 

In words aimed at congressional opponents of the economic assistance 
program promised in the Vietnam peace agreement, the (Mresideotial 
assistont told a White Honie briefing that his fomslay vMt to Hanoi 
"was part of an attempt to move frmn hostility toward normaltalioii'* 
and was not intended to work out an eoooomic aid program. 

"WE ARE ASKING for support for the Idea of such a pragnm, not on 

economic grounds and not even on humanitarian grounds primarily, but 
on the ground of attempting to build peace in Indochina and tberdore to 
contritNite to peace to flw world,"

The President has chosen to 
subsidize commercial lenders 
witti Federally Insured Student 
Loans, at a hi|^ cost to 
studeiUs. The direct loane cnne 
ttaiou^ ttw schools at a Unoa per 
cent rate with the money being 
loaned by the govemnuM. 

The Insured loans are acquired 
through commercial lending 
institutions at the lenders' 
discretion and at a seven per cent 
Interest rate. The student isn't 
required to repay the loan white in 
school hi either loan program. 

THE PRESIDENT plans to 

replace the terminated grant 
program with a B^ic Opportunity 
Grant program. Under this, the 
student will be guaranteed $1,400, 
less conti-ibutions from parents. 

The parents' conti^tioii will 
be figured under federal stqier- 
vision requiring assets to be tn- 
chided with povonal income. 
Asseto such as a home, land and 
farm machinay, even if mw- 
tgaged or financed, will be in- 
cluded. 

Gerald Bei^n, director of aids 
and awards, said it would be more 
difficult for poorer persons to get 
the federally insured loans. 

"Students who tiave depended 
on the direct loon or toe granto In 
the past now will have to go to a 
bank for their loans," Berigen 
said. 

"Thre problem here is that 
financially underprivileged 
students who have not established 
a banking record or have not 
proved the reliability for paying 
faiUs will have a diffictilt ttsM 
getting tlw faderallir iasured 
loans." 

BERGEN nCURED that aV 

tending K-State for a y^r would 
cost in the neighborhood of $2,200. 
Since the two loan programs will 
be eliminated, Bergen said the 
student will have to And some new 
means to raise the money. 



'Then tiie student will have to 
turn to the insured loan, but he has 
to meet certain roqpidremaoto to 

be eligible for it." 

Those requiremento are that the 
stodent's family incmne fall under 
fl5,000 per year, that he be a full- 
ttme student and, of course, that 
he be a safe loan risk. It is here 
that Bergen said the student will 
have the most problenu. 

"We will still have money from 
loan paybacks, but not nearly as 
much as we had before," Bwfleo 
said. He added, however, that 
emergency loans would not be cuL 

BERGEN SAID he anticipates 
problems next semester when 
parsnto come in asking how much 
help the University eoldd olfer tai 
IcMins and grants. 

"That money just won't be 
there," he said.

In advance of the Friday session, the United 
States told the fbtBrHoation International Qom- 
mission of Control and Supervision that it has 
withdrawn more than 42 per cent of its military 
forces from South Vietnam since the cease-fire 
went into effect Jan. 28. 

VIENTIANE. Laos — War-torn Laos on Thurs- 
day entered a declared cease-fire that instead of 
peace brought reported N<»*th Vietnamese and 
Pathet Lao attacks and the fall of two government- 
held towns. 

Military and other sources reported massive 
violations by the Communist side of the noon 
cease-fire deadline fixed by the armistice 
agreement signed on Wednesday. 

WASHINGTON — Ending doubts about his 
plans, President Nixon told Congress nmraday 
that he will submit a tax-reform bill this year. 

In his State of the Union message on the 
economy, Nixon dealt with the subject in only one 
sentence: "I shall recommend a tax program that 
builds further refomas on those we acideired In 1969 
and 1971." 

His administration has been studying tax- 
reform legislation intensively in recent months 
but, up to now, it has never been certain the ad- 
ministration would offer its own recom- 
mendattons. 

WASHINGTON — The average worker's buying 
power was clobbered last month by the hi^est 
rise in grocery prices in a generation and by steep 
new Bodal security taxes. 

As January's cost of living rose 0.3 per cent the 
average worker's buying power declined l.l per 
cent, the Labor Department reported Thursday.

Many deserve 
prize for peace

President Nixon and the Nobd Pme Priie — what an 
absurd combination. 

But just as absurd is that many govmiment 
along witti tee Prasid«it aad the gullifate American 
masses firmly believe that he ^lould receive this award. 
This inane thinking is iiiitebte tor a "F^ng Fickle 
Finger of Fate Award.'* 

Let's face it. Whether President Nixon is a *'Great 
Maker of Peace" is not a questioa that can be deter- 
mined by a show of hands in the name of Alfred Nobel. 
Time will only decide this. Or perhaps time will not 
decide anything. Or perhaps it will show that the 
question isn't worth trying to decide, for time can prove 
to be both ruthless and quixotic. 

THE PRESIDENT, we have seen recently, is miffed 
that his critics have not let up on him since he announced 
that the war was over and that we had achieved a "peace 
with honor." He said recently, "I know it gags some of 
you (rep(H*ters) to write that phrase, but it is true, and 
most Americans realize it is true." 

He has a point. There are a lot of anti-Nixon people who 
are suliting because it was Nixon who ended the war and 
they cannot decide how they should feel about it. 

On the other hand, the President and his spokesmen 
miss the point when they now daim that the peace ad- 
vocates were "wrong all along." 

In the spirit of Nixon's desire for reconciliation in the 
United States, it might be a good idea il the President 
were to be given the Nobel Peace Prize.

Even a tidbit of the cooperative peace prize should be 
awarded posthumously to Lyndon Johnson. 

MAYBE. EVEN Curtis licilay. After it iras his 
idea to bomb North Vietnam back to the Stone Age that 
President Nixon picked up on in December, just before 
peace was negotiated. 

It would be nice if we could just admit to ourselves : 

— That we don't deserve «qr prizes lor n^t we did. 
—That we got out because we (fid not belong there. 

— That after aU these years, we shouldn't expect to be 
given medals just because we finally decided to quit 
being so monstrous. 

But if we can't admit that, we should at least let 
everyone else who did what tiiey ooiiid to stop the war get 
their share of the prize. 

Perhaps then, this whole thing really could be over.

Unfortunately, much of the 
oontrovefsy is the result of a lack 
of knowledge of tlie basic 
economics of inHalion. There is 
also a disinciinatlop to face the 
fact of what Inflation really Is,. 

It is easy for most of us to gra|p 
the notion that inflation reaults 
IhroRi momipdMtc fectors in ttie 
market. "Big Labor" and nasty, 
money hungi^, greedy "Big 
Business*' are ^ most popular 
culprits. "Big" things are easy for 
us little people to hate: therefore 
it becomes smart politics to tdame 
our problems on the nasty big 
guys and ttiiak up ways to control 
tiiein. 

IT WOULD be nice if these hate- 
worthy institutions were tbe cause 
of the pn^lem, but they are not. 
Inflation is caused by a too rapid 
increase in the money smply. 

Wlqr lids it trot Is dUBeult to 
caqdain. 

An oversimplified, but fairly 
•ccunte^m^tapiitltlBthlB: If a 
Store has 10 steaks and 10 people 
want to buy tbem and each persou 
has 12 then the inrtoe of each steak 
will be $2, If, the next day, the 
store has 10 steaks and 10 people 
eonw faiiritt t8 each ttnt ttasy are 
determined to spend on steak, 
then the price of each steak will 
eventually become IS. 

As I said, that example is a bit 
oversimplified, but the general 
principle ai^lies. If people have 



mere money to spend than they 
used to and the totol amount vt 

goods for sale has not increased 
proportionally, the prices of goods 
wm ineraase (i.e., tiwfe be 
inflation). 

THE PRODUCTIVE capacity of 
the Economy in die United Stoles 
typically increases about 4 to 4>^ 
per coit each year. For the last 
six or seven years tbe money 
supply has been increasing at 
anywhere from 5 to 10 per cent per 
year. Under such conditions, 
inflation is inevitable. 

Tbe money supply has been 
increasing too fast because die 
federal government has been 
spendii^ money much faster than 
it has been taking it in. "Hie 
Federal Reserve has been kind 
enough to print up plen^ of tbe 
green stuff to make up die dif- 
ference. 

Some prices, such as tbe price of 
natural gas, are regulated. As 
such, they do not go up as fast as 
people are willing to pay for ttaem. 
Since consumers have mcn«y left 
over, they spend it on non- 
regulated goods for instance, 
food. This creates even greater 
inflationary pressures than would 
narmally exist for such goods. 

Since the prices that producers 
of n^pulated goods have to pay, 
such as wages, continue to rise, 
profits shrinlL Development of 
new sources becomes a money- 
losing proposition and we have 
shortages when already 
developed auppttes run out

INFLATION IS a little like 
being out of ahmie. It is easy for 
Ae pnMem to devdop, but it is 
bard to get it back under control. 
Even if the whole defense budget 
was durowtt out, there itffl would 
not be enough mon^ to pay for lH 
the programs Preaidaiit Mtaoa to 
^ing to cancel, let akme nntlomd 
health insurance, etc. 

Bight now if you put a dollar in a 
savlnsi account at 4% per cent 
interest, it will be worth less when 
^Mi take it out than when you put 
It in. Tlie United States economy is 
sick with the disease of inflation. 
Rising prices are tough on 
everybody, college stodmta bi> 
eluded.

Quicksand Convictions

In a way, "Up the SandlMnf * Is ft ea|| ent llioasb it 

tacitly prmnistt to be a women's liberation ^m, 
dealing with problems of the trapped housewife, it 
doesn't deliver. loiteftd it reaffirms the position that 
a woman can he a humdnun domssHCf a male 
identifier, and a qwtkiing personality all at ooce. 

Still the film doM raise serious quMttons. eiven 
though it doesn't provide viable alternatives. The 
basic question it poses is, how does a woman cope 
with the strangling dependency of a tamily that truly 
kwes her? Unfcrtunately, the Stole nnmar of 
jaUghtened resignation is a bit pat.

Bftrbra Streisand p^ys the houaewife of an 
aqiiring bistaKy prof and Uberal mother of two, 
Margaret Reynolds, whose discovery that she's 
pr^oant with a third intrudes into the orderly ctiaos 
of her Redboflk eirtsteiipe Ihe flhn oMrtsrs around 
the dilemma this crestM ~ wfasttMr she should 
rtfiy, "Up the sandbox, shove it," or "Up die sand- 
box, boonqr.** She despISM die babjr butte, PaUnm, 
and strained perhrn syndrome and is attracted to a 
Uberatod posltian. On the other 



hand, she glorifies motherliood and is attracted to 
the security of a 75-28 per cent marraige. 

In vivid fantasies Mai^ret imagines h«neU freed 
from the fetter of hearth and home, asserting her 
independence. However, since the film is a comedy, 
these assertions of hor own identity are grotesque 
rather than dignified. For instance, slie conjures a 
bizarre confrontatioo with Fidel Qwtro, in i^ich die 
Qihaii nusstio tiiras oat to be « €!iiwi nditteis to 
drag. 

Margaret also pictures herself as an an- 
thropologist captured by a tribe of warrior women 
while trying to discover their secret for painless 
childbirth and as an activist cohwt of some black 
militants bent on TNTing the Statue of Liberty. 

These female Walter Mitty dreams are a bit too 
farfetched to be good feminist propaganda, for 
they're always undercut t^^ their unreality. It's whni 
her imaginings wander closer to home that they slip 
up on you, and you are unaware that they're not real 
until it's too late. 

Particularly effective is a satirically drawn family 
gathering for her parents' thirty-third wedding 
ftontversary. Photographing the occaslan, mtdoit 
Gsmara looney. Uncle Whosits, blinds everyone with 
Ms Mi^t banks, emtMrrasses the famity drunk, and 
captures for posterllar Aunt Wbatshemaows' 
bawling rendition of "Besntfftll Dreamer." 

The archetypal reality of ^ situalioo is beautiful, 
and Margaret's Imaginary revenge on bar ovet^ 
bearing mother is what you mi^t have dreamed 
^ouself. Furtiiermore, the scene minis out what 
faftipws to duM irtio dion't a In of ttieir own — 
iflee pathetic parasites,

In spite of its quicksand oouvlellons, "Up the 
Sandbox" is entertaining, primarily because 
Streisand is om of die best situational comedieeoes 
in the faustaMss.

Students seek break 
in teaching schedules

Approximately 20 elementary 
student-teacher candidates for 
this semester met with Roy 
Bartel, coordinator of sbident 
teaching, Friday morning to 
protest having to teach over 
spring break this year. The 
schedule is setup so that studoit 
teachers will start keachti^ 
March 12. 

"We want to get them to 
reconsider their scheduling," 
Debby Eckhoff, senior in 
elementary education, said, If the 
break came in the middle of the 
student-teaching period we would 
understand having to teach over 
break. This would split the 
student- teaching period and cause 
more problems, she added. 

THE REASONS for wanting to 
change the schedule were varied, 
tilt the main reason was the loss 
'jfK the chance to interview for J<te 
for next year. 

"One student has to go to 
Califflrnla to iiit«rview/' Eckbsif 
said. 

Other students complabied d 

tbe inconvenience and expense it 
would cause them. A student who 



wished to remain unidentified said 
she would have to find a place to 
Uve because her sorority would t>e 
clesed met bnak. 

"This is something that could be 
avoided in ma^y c&aes," be said. 
The students could possibly 
arrange their schedules so they 
can <b} their stwient teaching in 
the fall semester. 

ANOTHER OF THE students' 
complaints was that the students 
who teach in the Manhattan 
schools will not have to teach over 
break because the local adiools 
have a break ccrfispomdlng With 
K-State's. 

"Meet times I don't (hink they 
realize the complexities involved 
in sciieduling student teachers to 
start teaching in so many dif- 
ferent schofds at the same time," 
he said. We have to sead teachm 
when the individual schools agree 
to it. 

*' We just set the beginning dates 
for which the student teachers are 
to begin.*' Bartel said. "We don't 
have any control over when the 
other schools have their break.** 

Bartel explained the University 
has approximately a 7^day 
schedule to woik with. 



"We usually try to divide the 
semester in half, with Uiefbrst half 
spent here at the University and 
the last half spent ant studiBt 
teaching," he said. 

THIS ALLOWS the Student one 
hour of credit for each week of 
teaching and gives them the 
required ^ht credits, be ex- 
plained. 

Although Manhattan student 
teachers will not t^ch during 
spring break, the schedule is set 
up so they will be teaching enough 
to receive the dlght credits. Those 
teaching outside Manhattan just 
will be teaching for three extra 
days. This is sdmethiitg that 
cannot be helped, Bartel said. 

Bartel admitted that the 
scheduling was probably his fault 

"I rea lly expec ted some 
students to come in and talk to 
me," he said, "but rm surprised 
that they di^*t come in sooner. 

Bartel estimated that by next 
week they would know whether or 
not the schedule could be changed 



SAIGON (AP) — The Com- 
munist side failed Sunday to give 
the United States a Hst of the 
American priscmers scheduled for 
release this week in North and 
South Vietnam or to fix a qiecifie 
day, time and idaoe to hand ttmn 
over U.S. ^dlmaata mid. 

There was no official reason 
given But the Communist side 
was embittered by rock-throwing, 
banneruiravfam, shooting niflfae cf 
South Vieliiainese numbering in 
the hunitoe& who attacked Nnrth 
^etnamese compounds In (be 
northern dties of Hue and Da 
Nang. The demoostrations ap- 
parsnlly were teeitly sanctionfid 
by the Saigon govemnMUl. talltfel 
out of hand. 

SEVEN North Vietnamese 
delegates to tlie four-party Joint 
Military Commission and two 
South Vietoamese policemen were 
reported injured. The chief 
spokesman for the North Vlet> 
namese delegation, Bui Tin, said 
four of the Communist delegates 
were seriously wounded in the 
Hue demonstration. 

Tin told Associated Press 
reporter Carl Robinson, however, 
he did not think the demon- 
strations would affect the 
American priaonor rdiMe, ex- 
pected Tuesday MCor^Bg to U J. 



Although declaring that South 
Vietnam "is now on the verge of a 
very dangerous sitmtion,** Tin 
said North Vietnam is "deter- 
mined to abide by the peace 
agreement and the protocols." 

HE INDICATED that one major 
problem stHI unresoived to a 
dispute between the Communist 
side and the Saigon government 
over ttw nleue ef Vtetnamese 
civilian 



"While we sympathize with the 
families of the American POWs, I 
want to remind you that here In 
Vietnam there are thousands of 
families waiting for their kin to 
return from detention," Tin said. 
"We want to satisfy this sentiment 
and bring them back together." 

Maj. Gea Daniel James, a top 
spokesman at the Pentagon in 
Washington, refused to tie the 
delay in ttie hst to the troubles at 
Hue and Da Nang. 

"We are still expecting the list 
tomorrow/' Jamea said. 

James sakl he imdersloody that 

North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
representatives in Saigon told 
Maj. Gen. Gilbert Woodward, fiie 
chief U.S representative on the 
Joint Military Commission, that 
they were havtng bfeuU* com- 
municating wMh (heir people In 
file field.

This is likely to take tbe form of a con- 
ference declaration. 

— A formula that would put the diatrmaimhtp of 
the conference into the orbit of the four-nation 
Commission of Control and Supervision that is to 
police the peace settlement. Members are Canada, 
Poland, Indonesia and Hungary. 

NEW YORK — Hie FBI, acting OD WUte House 
orders, tapped tbe telephones three years ago of 
"six or seven reporters*' suspected of receiving 
news leaks from administratioii aides, Time 
magarine said Sunday. 

lie magazine did not identify the four govern- 
ment sources it said provided its informatton and 
did not name the reporters. 

Former U.S. Atty. Gen. John Mitchell and Atty. 
Gen. Richard Kleindienat denied the report, Ttflie 
said. 

The magazine said the late J. Eklgar Hoover, 
then FBI director, declined to arrange the 
wiretaps until Mitchell authorized him to do so on 
the grounds of domestic security, a reason tbit 
does not require a oourt otdif . 

NATORE. Bangladesh — Prime Minister 
Mujibur Rahman proposed Sunday that 
Bangladesh and Pakistan immediately swap 
hundreds of unwanted civilians. He Indteated that 
if Pakistan doesn't agree, be might dump 300,000 
non-Bengali Moslems in the li^ of the world 
community. 

Muiib said Bangladesh has no room for the 
meimbers of tbe Urdu-epeaking WUmi minority 
who have told his Bengali govenunent tlMgf would 
rather live in Pakistan. 

If Pakistan rejects them, he said, "the world 
community should purchase an island for them." 

GARRISON, Md. — Hie Trinitarian Fathers, 
who had notable success in recruiting candidates 
for the priesthood from the world of swingers, now 
are turning their search to devotees of rock. 

The Trinitarians once advertised for potential 
priests in Playboy magazine. Now the order has 
taken an advertisement in Rolling Stone, a 
biweekly journal that concerns itself primarily 
with the world of rock music. 

The Rev. Joseph Lupo, director of vocatioDS for 
the Trinitarians, an eight-century old Roman 
Catholic order, said he was ptoased with the 
response to the Playboy ad.

American attitude, 
coverage biased

In today's Collegian, a letter poii^ out the diftorenoe 
between Americans' reaction to the braeUs' shooting 
down of a Libyan airliner and the terrorist slayings at 
the 1972 Olympics. The writer says that American 
reactions, reflected in the mass media, are biased. 

He is rigit 

For example, look at the Associated Press story 
concerning the incident. The story on Itursday says that 
the plane refused to heed warnings, had entered a 
"highly sensitive military area" and "behaved in a way 
that aroused suspicion and concern regarding its in- 
tentton." 

BURIED WITHIN the story is that the Suez Canal — 
where Israeli fighter planes were sent to intercept the 
airliner is seven minutes* Sying time from Cairo airport. 
The Libyan airliner was having navigation dttfSciuties 
and before the pilot could realize It, tlw plane was ma 
Isradi-beld territory. 

Aeomparable situation is taking a wrong exit off 1-70, 
driving for a few miles before realizing tfae mistalie and 
getting shot for the error. 

Later tbatni^t, tiieAP sent a story over the teletype 
speculatii^ on the reactions to the situation. Hie stooy 
came after the Collegian's deadline and it contained 
little news — mostly speculation. 

Friday's paper contained the Israeli version of why the 
plane was shot down. There was too little room in the 
paper to run the entire story, but the first two-thirds 
summarized Israel's justification and explanation and 
the last part was a rebuttal fircmi Cairo offleials. 

This is the way the AP — supposedly non-partisan — 
gets its Uas info ttie story. Tbe **good" side is qpioted 
first; then tbe "bid guys" are forced to act on tbe 

def ensiv e 

This trend continued through Saturday. Most of the AP 
stories were devoted to quoting Israeli sources who were 
justifying tlie attadi on tlie airliner. Moshe Dayan, the 
IsraeU defense minister, said Israd acted out of '*lioeest 
and sincere oon^deration." 

THE AP WAS able to introduce ano&er subtle bias. Its 
stories have IsraeUs "sayiwi" tout Arab sources '•in- 
sisting/' Wbieb is Mgnid to sound more 
creditable? ^ ^ 

During the weekend, the AP had a 1,000-word story 
detailing the events leading up to the plane's crash. It 
reported that the i^ot did not realize where be was at 
fliit. He radioed Cairo, "We are being foUowed by four 
MIGs." He tlwuglit he stUl was in Egypt. 

tbe story also said the plane had turned around and 
was going west toward Cairo before it was shot down. 
During this time, the pilot had radioed that he was 
having "serious trouble with the headings and tlie 
compass." 

Two questions, according to the AP, remain unan- 
swered. Why did the Israelis insist on bringing the 
airliner down? Why did the pilot refuse to obey the 

Israeli fighter planes? 

Meanwhile, the U.S. government has been silent — in 
spite of the fact an American was one of die 100 kUled. 

STATE DEPARTMENT officials met with an 
Egyptian diplomat to discuss possibilities for peace in 
the Middle East, but this meeting had been scheduled 
prior to the incident. 

Other than from Arab nations, there was no con- 
demnation of the Israelis this time — nothing similar to 
the condemnation of terrorism during the Olympics. And 
this time 106 (almost all Arabs) were killed, not just 17 
(U Israelis, five Arabs and a German policeman). 

But in one respect, tbe ^yvemment is simply reacting 
the attitude of the American peofde: As long as white 
peot^ are net beiat Ulled, who eana?

8iKtf4mr hours of dmenit 

courses — courses like chemiitqr, 
physics, trigonometry and 

genetics. This is what the student 
I ive-^reterlnary medicine enrolls 
in for the two years of fttiily prior 
to his aeceptance or rejection into 
the veterinary medicine program. 

And grades count too. According 
to pamphlets put out by the 
college, Kansas residents should 
have at least a B> average and non- 
residents a B average. Ninety 
students are selected each year 
from over 000 applicants, with 
preference gtren to Kansas 
residents. 

"ft 's just a real bummer 
kind of blow for anyone to 
Q€cmpf—fhaf aommbody 
dkmn*fwanf you" 

That means 00 students each 
year probably feel relief, Joy and 

repayment for their hard work. 
But what about the student who 
gets the "Sorry to Mmm you 
. ; type letter? Wm does he or 
Om feel idioiit aet maUng it? 



"IT'S JUST a real bummer kind 
of blow for anyone to accept — that 
somebody doesn't want you," 
according to RuOi Janssn^ senior 

in art. 

Being a woman, an out-of-state 
^ student and coming from a state 
which had a vet school — Illinois, 
Jansen had three strikes against 
her before she'd even begun. This 
led to what Jansen described as 
her "biggest rub" — lU-advised 
advisers. She said she was assured 
by her adviser that even with the 
three factors against her, if her 
grades were high she would 
probably get in. 

Jansen said advisers for the pre- 
vet students are either from the 
College of Arts and Sciences or the 
College of Agriculture and are not 
really familiar with wtiat goes on 
In tiie vet*nied school. Jansen went 
to her adviser after not being 
accepted her soptwmore year and 



said he was "appalled'* to find out 
about her rejection. 

BBCAXJ&R IHfiY pay almost 

twice the tuition and ^ten are as 
well or better qualified than 
Kansans, Jansen said, "I hate to 
see them disorlminate against out- 
af<«tate students simply because 
they are out-of-state. If they're 
going to do that, they at least ought 
to tell freshmen when they come in 
how it really is." Adding, "Two 
yearsisalotofttatte and money to 
be put into something and then be 
told there's just no way." 

On the sex discrimination side, 
Jansen said there are men in the 
ctdlege who are against women 
vets and, since they can't change 
the rules for accepting women, 
they do like to "hassle" girls 
during interviews. She said their 
attitude is that women wiU marry, 
leave the field and four years spent 
in training them will be wasted. 

"I can't say the vet school 
discriminated against women the 
year I applied, as 10 women were 
accepted," Jansen said, but ad- 
ded, eight of the 10 had lower 
GPAs than her own 3.8. 

MARIE ZOPF, senior in animal 

science, also is from a state which 
has a vet school — New York. 
Unlike Jansen, she felt being a 
woman was the main factor in her 
two rejections. 

Zopf said she was asked such 
questions in her interviews as, "Do 
you like boys?," followed with, 
**Do you think this is normal?," or 
**fnmi if you married a con- 
struction worker, how would he 
take it psychologically?'* 

Zopf said she was not asked 
questions over things she con- 
sidered Important, Rich as what 
her motivation was in wanting to 
become a veterinarian. In this 
area she felt the written 
autobiography required with 
application should be considered 
more because this was the only 
place she was able to express her 
ture feelings. 

After being turned down twice, 
Zopi said she was encouraged to 
stay in a related field and try 



again. For this reason she majored 
in animal scienoe but believes she 
wamy not get another chance, even 

with Bs in this area. She said, 
"Aifter four years of struggling, 
they may not even give me another 
telirview." 

ZOPF SAID. "When you get that 
letter that says 'Sorry to inform 
you ... * you really feel shat- 
tered." This may be part of the 
reason Zopf is now considering 
establishing residency in Kansas 
and trying once again to be ac- 
cepted. 

Gary Shire, junior in pre-vet was 
turned down last year and has 
made application this year to the 
vet schools of Iowa, Illinois and 
Missouri.

Also ft-om nUnote, Shire like 
Jansen, said be was mislead fkom 

the start. 

"I never would have come here 
if Fd known out-of -staters with a 



3.6 or 3.7 (GPA) would be turned 
down In &vor of in-staters witii a 
SJ,** sure said. He fdt the pr^ed 

matter put out by the veterinary 
college should clearly say that 
Kansas residents with any 
reasonable GPA will be aeeepled 
over any out-of-state student with 
a high GPA. Shire also said he was 
led to beUeve by his adviser that he 
had a chance for acceptance. 

SHIRE SAID, "There's no way 
of being totally fair in selecting the 
applicai^ — lliere's always going 
to be someone who feels he wasn't 
treated fairly." 

Shire said, due to his pre-vet 
backround at K-State, he felt his 
best chance for acceptance wiU be 
the University of Illinois where ttie 
dean is a K-State graduate. 

UUIRY PARCHEM transferred 

from a junior college in Illinois last 
year, was not accepted into the vet 
school, and is currently a senior in 
biology. 

"I hurt myself by being a 
transfer student. If I would have 
come to Kansas right away, I 
would have bad a better chance," 
he said. 

Parchem said he felt the in- 
terview and application selections 
were handled fairly, adding, 
"They look more at your grades 
than where you're from." 



Enrollment in the College of 
Veterinary M«diiciiie is limited to 90 
well-qualified students who have 
completed a minimum of two ymn of 
college work which include 64 hours of 
pre-veterinary medical courses, ac< 
cording to a pamphlet dlttrttlllfted by 13m 
vet school at K-State. 

The pamphlet makes it clear that the 
90 students are selected from tO^hm 
applicants, with pnterenee gtvtn to 
Kansas residents. 

The College of Veterinary Medicine 
advises that a resident of Kansas should 
have at least a B average (B equals 3.0) 
in order to be competitive for selection. 
The pamphlet also states that non- 
residents from states without a college 
of veterimry medictne need at least a B 
average to receive an application fcr the 
professional curriculum and con- 
side ration tat selection. Non-residents 
from a state with a vet school are ad- 
vised to seek, admission m their home 
ittte.

Riley in May 1968, six mootfaa 
aiiBr me u^iarDneni oi ueieve 
decided "to equip terminating 
servioenun for re-enhiy into a 
nofvmiiitary e uvU 'o um ent" 

Ten course plus an off-post, on- 
tbe-job trainii^ program with 
oatloaal firma araavauabie tothe 
prttcipating soldier. These are 
date prw^ssittg (taught at the 
Manhattan Aroa V»Tadi Scbad), 
automotive body and fender 
repair, automotive motor tune-iqv 
bricklaylBg, dnrftiag, air^ 
conditioning, beating and 
refrigeration aervice, radio- 
televiiion aervtcing, welding, 
automobile air-conditioning, front 
end alignment and brake 
medHuin and poAloe muftomr 
Irabiog. 

The courses are taught 1^ 
Manhattan Area Vo-Tech in- 
structors.

Abortion bill defeated; 
could be reconsidered 

TOPEKA < AP) — The Kansas Senate voted 21-13 Monday to kill a biU 
to bring the state's 1970 abortion law into comjdianoe with the recent 
U.S. Supreme Court decision striking down two other states' abortiOQ 
laws, but a move is likely Tuesday to reconsider the action. 

The abortion bill was killed when Sen. Robert Madden, Wichlla 
Democr^, moved during debato on the measve to strike its enacting 
clause. 

Somev^t snrfNiidngly, the motion carried 20-14, prompting San. 
Joseph Harder, the Senate majority leader, to change his vote so he can 
move for recontideration Tuesday, (hdy a person voting on tbe 
preva iling side can move Isr reooBildsratioii. Barder'i wmUbtb mado Hm 
vote 21-iZ. 

'I THINK THEY (oppoMOts) Completely misunderstand the bill," 
Harder said. "It doesn't open up any gates. Actually, it raslricto abor- 
tions more than the pr^ent law, I think." 

Sen. Robert Bennett, Senate president, said, "We'll have to see who 
voted how before we'll know how it will be reconsidered. I think we may 
have to explain to some of them what the bill does.'* 

Madden, Sen. James Francisco, Wichita Democrat, and Sen. George 
Beil, Kansas City Democrat, l«l the attack on the abortion bill, which 
would impose no restrictions on who could have an abortiim the first 24 
wedu of a pr^nancy , except that a physician would bava to ptrfotm tha 
operation in a licensed hospital or medical facility. 

In the final third of pregnancy, women could obtain abortions In 
Kansas only if a pliyslfflan agreadltiBBiiwfaiiiry to protect the heatth 
of tha woaaan. 

UNDER THE PRESENT Kansas law, adopted as part of the atote's 

criminal code in 1970, a woman can get an abortion at say time of 
pregnancy if a doctor says it is necessary for her mental or physical 
health. 

The proposed changes would still require a physician to perform the 
operation in a licensed medical facility, but would remove viritually all 
restricticiisfor lha first 24 weeks of pre^ncy. The bill was amended in 
committee to exempt from performing abortions hospitals and iOr 
dividual personnel who object to the operation on moral grounds. 

"Our law presoitly is in conflict with the Supreme Court dedWoos," 
Sen- J. C. Tillotson, Nortcm Republican said. 

However, Madden and the otben challenged this on grounds nobody Is 
really positive what the Supreme Court's portion is because rehearings 
are being soi4^ and otber eaoas an «i9aetod to be taken to the high 
court.

PARIS — East-West differences clouded tbf 
start of the Vietnam peace parley Monday. The 
Vietnamese Commimists resisted key U.S. 
proposals for the poatwar era. 

Despite dashes of principle and procedure, the 
13 participants seemed capable of compromise 
and the confident forecast of delegates was that 
the parties involved will sign a '^hands-off- 
Vietnam" promise Friday. 

Secretary of State William Rogers told the 
opening session: ''If each party around this table 
makes a total and unrestrained commitment to 
playing a responsible role in carrying out this 
agraement, tlien peace will be guaranteed." 



WASHINGTON — Invasion of North Vietnam to 
surround and cut off its forces in the South was 
recommended several times by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff but rejected by the White House, tbeir 
chairman has told congressmen. 

The chairman, Adm. Thomas Moorer, said the 
joint chiefs at first recommended an invasion by 
U.S. forces but later by South Vietnam forc^. 

Moorer made ttie disclosure under qoestiaiing 
at a closed-door hearing before the House d^ense 
appropriations subcommittee Jan. 9. A trai^Ma^ 
of the testimony was released Monday.

The Rev. Bob MacUsh, who has 

been stationed in Vienna, Austria 
for the past four years, explained 
the laws of various governments 
toward churches to a Viimnaty 

for Man class. 

MACKISH NOTED that while 
the resections on rel^^mn came 

from the [lational churches of 
each country, the governments of 
the nations were not exactly 
boosting religion either. 

"Although there are provisions 
for religious freedom in most of 
the European countries, they are 
only for show," he said. 

"You will not be persecuted for 
meeting in homes iar singing, 
praying and dialing needs and 
testimonies. It la when your 
service becomes evan0^ttc ttet 
it is bad," he said. 

The Rev. Bob Abbott said tha tin 
Beirut, Lebanon, where he has 
recently been assigned, it was 
against the law to even talk about 
Oiristiaidty to oVtm people. 

"If someone accuses you of 
being a Jew even without prottf, 
you are hanged Qie MXt mar* 
ning," he said. 

THE REV. MR. ABBOTT said 
that 92 per cent of the people in the 
Middle East are Mohammedans, 



so that the few CItristlanB really 

stick together. 

"Tli^ is a high price tag on 
Chrlstiantty,*' he said. **It can be 
your life, or merely the loss of 
your job, family and friends." 

He went on to explain tliat die 
only way religion is spread in 
Lebanon is through the mail. 
There are no churches or pastors. 

The Rev. Mackish said that the 
key to spreading evangeUun in 



Romania was the individual to 

individual approach. 

The Rev. Mr. Mackish em- 
phasized diat the govenunent in 
most of t\w Eurc^ean countries 
does not interiere wlfll religion as 
long as the laws peculiar to the 
country are alrided by. 

Howev^, be noted that it was 
essential sermons stick to reli^on 
and never have any kind of 
political overtones.

Manhattan cop turns private eye

He may notbetutve, possess the good looks of Joe 
Mannix, but sitting Indian-style on a counter top, 
smartly dressed in brown shirt and gold ascot and 
puffing on a pipe, Ken Biasing presents a cdorf ul 
picture of Iitaaliaittift oa|sr Ueanaed prtvate In- 
veatigator. 

"This is a semi-retirement job with me," Biasing 
said. He explained that after retiring from 15-years 
investigative work with the Manhattan Police 
D^rUnent frieixto convinced him he had too much 
ocpCTMnot w nrow away. 

BLASING HAS been licensed with the attorney 
general's office sinoe September, 1972 

A permit to carry firearms is included under his 
license. Biasing's office is adorned with a cardboard 
target in the shape of a body silhouette plugged with 
bullet holes in strategic spots. Biasing explained its 
[resence by relating that he also is available for fast- 
draw hip-shooting instruction and denunstratlfML 

"I could tell you stories about my work that you 
wouldn't believe," Biasing said, but added that due 
to {professional and perscxial reasons he could not 
relate them for print He said the bulk of his caiii 
deal with missing persons, insurance investigatitna, 
divorce cases and runaways. 

Of these, Biasing said, "1 don't like to work divorce 
actions — it's ungodly hours, and so much of it is

During his 15 years with the force Biasing dealt 
with cases including murders, suicides, rapes, child 
neglect and prostitution. 

Drug problems were not too frequent then, but he 
did recall an incident when he and another officer sat 
12-hour shifli wift a man eoniflg aCf berdn "cold 
turkey." 

"It was one of the most hectic 12 hours I've ever 
put in," be said He said if more people could ex- 
perience such altuatlaiiB there would be fairar drug 

(H-oblems. 

BLASING ALSO has handled many eases of 
robbery. 

"One of the b^est robberies I've ever wofkMl^*' 
he began with a grin, "involved six cents." 

He went onto explain thata case that looked like a 
serious break-in hirned out to be a neighborhood 
child getting in and stealing two empty pep bottles 
worth six cents. 

Biasing agrees with Vers HUlar's strict on- 
fcrcement of the law. 

"I think he's great He operates the same way I do 
—a spade is a spade and a heart is a heart," he said 
"1 don't care if he's Mr. Big or Mr. LitUe. " He added, 
"A police officer is just like the attorney general — 
he doesn't make the laws, he just enforces them." 

"A police officer's life is not an easy one," Biasing 
said.

A bill (HB 1243), prohibiting the sale of non-retun«Wi beverage 
containers will be presented Wednesday to the House Fedend and State 
Affairs Committee in Topcka. 

Rep. J. S. Duncan, Wichita Republican and one of the bill's sponsors, 
has fff Kfrf the Environmental Awareness Center at K-State for in- 
formatieu concemtng @m environnieiital hazards of bemaga con- 
tainers. In 1971 the EAC attempted.to craati a MaahaCtan onUnance 
similar to the proposed state bill. 

"The EAC provided Rep. Duncan with information concerning the life 
of an aluminum can in soil, the amount of solid waste provided in Kansas 
and the percentage of sdid waste that is in bevera^ ctHitainers," Ron 
Spangler, EAC coordinator, sakL 

ACCORDING TO DUNCAN, the bill could be a controversial issue. 
Evnironmentalists have been fighting a^ilnst beverage maflufacturers 
and businessmen for some time and are beginning to gain grourKi. Bills 
rimilar to this one have been passed recently hi ottier cities and states. 

If the bill passes, a ftve-eentmlttiinttm deposit will be placed on every 
beverage container by Jan. l, 1974. This includes sud» driidra as beer, 
cereal midt bev^goi, mineral water, soda water and similar soft 
drinks. „ 

"The primary reactiOTi to the bill is Uie concern of financmg. 
Spangler said.'The manufacture will encounter costs in changing types 
of containers and likewise businessmen In rehandUng them." 

These extra costs will undoubtedly pass on to ttie consumer, he ex- 
plained. But once the switchover takes pUce, prices wiU probably return 
to normal.

Previously, the sides in ttie conflict battled with guns. 
Now they're battling with words, but it's stili the POWs 
who suffer. 

North Vietnam's chief spokesman said Monday there 

will be no further release of American POWs untO 
several other points in tlie Vietnam peace agreement are 
honored. 

HERE'S THE North's reasoning: 

— There have been violations ot the peace agreement 
by the South Vietnamese. 

— The United States is an aUy of South Vietnam. 

— Iherelore, American prisoners will be h^ until 
South Vietnam stops vislaiiag ttie tmis of 
SLgFeetaeat. 

What an asinine way to Uiink! 

ttaere is no recognition on the part of NorUi Vietnam 
that the U.S. is upholding its part of the agreement. 
American troop strength in Vietnam has dwindled to 
fewer than 12,000 from 23,500 the day the peace 
agreement was initialed. That's a decrease of almost 50 
per cent. 

Troop withdrawal was the factor, UJ3. officials 
maintain, that was to determine the rate of release of 
American POWs. 

THE NORTH Vietnamese demand '^Strict apptieation 
of the cease-fire." Since the peace agreement was 
signed, there have been thousands of violations of the 
cease-fire. While some of these violations have been by 
the South Vietnamese, the communists have had their 
share of violattons, too. 

Let he who wants strict adherence to the ceasefire be 
the first to stop viidating ^. 

The North Vietnamese demand "a guarantee of im- 
proved woridng conditions for the four-party Joint 
Military Conmiission.'* Yet, the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong have balked repeatedly at cooperating with 
anything the joint commission should have been con- 
cerned with, induding an taivestigatloa of the reeent 
dovndog of ap Amerioin plane. 

But there is something about this latest move by the 
communists that makes it seem like more of an 
emotional issue than one that can be argued using facts. 

THERE STILL are mm Chan 400 American POWs and 

civilians in communist prison camps. 

Meanwhile, hopes of parents, wives and friends back 
home have been delayed. Now, ttiey again must wait, 
uncertain of their sons' and husbamto' fate — and wbea 
reunion wiQithebrmMi seemed so Immintnt ipurweeits 
ago. 

The U.S. has demanded that the onnmunists stop this 
latest propaganda ploy and return our prisoners. 
. If this "demand" does not show any results, then it's 
time for us to get rough at the conference table. 

Unless we cto — unless we support and provide for tlie 
safe and immediate return of our POWs now —it will be 
difficult to justify any of the reasniing boUnd 1% these 
men went to war in the first place.

This is too bad when you con- 
sider that this bill —which implies 
that it will protect vmmam — 
will, in realUar, imteet ttie people, 
not the press. 

SHIELD BILLS, which really 
should be designated more as "the 
public's right to know bills" have 
been appearing both in Congress 
and the statehouses as a result of a 
controversial decision \^ the U.S. 

me iiib- 
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sequent jailing of two reporteVi Ib 
sepovte cases last fall. 

Briefly, the court found tint 
newsmen are not exempt from 
revealing information or sources 
accordhig to the First Amend* 
ment. The court did find, however, 
that legislation can be enactgd to 
cover this area. 

Consequently Peter Bridge, an 
unemployed New Jersey reporter, 
was jailed 22 days for rcAning to 
revrail information obtained f^gm 
a news source and a Los Angeles 
newsman, Bill Farr, was detained 
for 42 da^ when lie nhtaed to 
reveal his news sources. 

Itie press, according to the 
court, has fallen from the mercy 
of the constitution to tfaemocy of 
the politicians. 

ONE PROBLEM with enact- 
ment of shield bills has beoi that 
only an absolute bfU can pos^ily 
protect news sources. Newsmen 
must not be under aqy legal 
obligation to reveal their sources, 
just as doctors have the right to 
protect their patients and lawyers 
tMr cUents. Both Bridge and 
Farr wa*e in states with qualified 
shield laws, but both were sent to 
JaQ on teeluiealltlei. 

Unfortunately the general 
public has a hard time un- 
dmiandfaig these flue points of 
law and again, much of tiwt blame 
has to fall on the press. 

Tlwre wwm hardly any coverage . 
of the Kansas shield bill or its 
effects, just as there has been only 
minimal ooivHige by the national 
media on the committee hearings 
on proposed shield bills in 
Coi^ress. 

Few know that at least 34 of 
these bills have been introduced in 
ttie House and Senate. Few know 
the insiders consider an absolute 
shield bUl impossible to pass in 
Oangrew UriB year. 

THE PRESS just hasn't 
bothered to tdl Its readers mudi 
of this information in any detidl. 

There is one factor however that 
(he press doem't even know mueb 
about — the number of news 
sources which are drying up on

With tlie idea that cancn- may be affected tte vartous hn- 

purities within the human body, Jack Lambert, professor of 
chemistry, spends much of his spare time doing ind^>endent 
research. 

Behind a myriad of books, essays and paper weigbta. Lambert 
analyzes his past research and plans for the future. 

"We are examining the trace elements in the living organism to 
see if they, in any way, oooh^bula to llie growth at &memm 
cells," Lambert said 

"Many hospitals are dmng tMli at birth fay checking the amount 
of sodium in fingernails. Too mudi aodlttm may hava anefletf on 
the body's metaboliam," he said. 

LAMBERT BELIEVES that trace elements may ccntribute to 
cancer and diseases. By mlag a neutron activatiim analysis, he is 
able to bombard traee donents with neutrons to make them 
radioactive. 

When this has been accompliriied, Lambert can d^xrmine the 
amount and type of dements dia t exist In the sample. He can tell 
this by the energy the radiocativp elements emit. 

Mter the elements have been foumi, Lambert neutraUaes them 
with a dielating agent, then diedES for ilruaas or «qr otiber 
components which may affect cell growth. 

So far, Lambert only has worked with baelaria and Uood 
samples fkwn Lafene Student Health Oentsr, He noted fliat 
research is being done by veterinarians who compare the trace 
elements of cancerous animals to those of normal ones. If suc- 
cessfid, Lambert Is siara these eiiieihueilis eatfd be mamaOf 
beneficial to humans.

TTieodore Bass pleaded guilty to giving a 
gratuity and the third defendant, William Higdon, 
pleaded guilty to a limited count of conspiracy to 
defiraud tte govcf nment. 

WASHINGTON — Acting FBI Director Patrick 
Gray said Wednesday his agency sent to the White 
House information obtained in the FBI in- 
vMtigatlan of fhe bogpig of DeniocnUlc 
headqiiailen dnrinf the praridenUitl ftg ftipii 
campaign. 

Gray said the investigative report and in- 
terviews conducted by the FBI into the Watergate 
beadquarters bugging wm MOt to the White 
House after the data were requested by Joiia 
Dean, presidential counsel, last July 19. 

The 56-year-old Gray also told the Senate 
Judiciary Conmiittee that one month earlier, he 
had killed a letter addressed to H.R. Haideman, 
White House chief of staff, containing information 
about the Watergate investigation. He did not say 
who on his staff prepared the letter which came to 
him two days aft^ the June 17 bugging was 
discoirmd. 

WASHINGTON — Farm prices, led by further 
increases for meat animals, jumped three per cent 
in February and averaged 22 per cent more than a 
year ago, &e A^rtaitture Doporlment said 
Wednesday. 

Although the February report did not mention 
retail food prices, the increase signaled further 
pressure on consumer meal budgets and on ad- 
ministratioQ attempts to hold down rising prices at 
supermarkets. 

Over-all, the department said, farm prices rose 
to another record during the month ended Feb. IS. 
Price g^ns €f five per cent each were reported hi 
December and Jaimmry. 

MARSEILLES, France — A thief battered a 
guard unconscious and stole six paintings by 
Rubens, Corot, DuSy and Ingres from the 
Longchamps museum Wednesday evening. Police 
gave $600,000 as a rough estimate of the paintings' 
value. 

The tiiief hid himsdf in the museum at dosing 
time, strud^ down the ni|^t watchman and 
carefully removed the paiotingi from their 

frames. 

WASHINGTON — The Air Force received a go- 
ahead for production of its new F15 air superiority 
fighter plane, but spending was limited until an 
engine problem is cleared up. 

Top Pentagon officials autliorized the Air Force 
to buy the first 30 production models of the F15, the 
Air Force announced Wednesday. The Air Force's 
ultimate plan calls for purchase of 749 Fl5s at a 
cost of about |7.8 billion. 

However, William Clements, deputy seoretary 
of defense, ordered that the funding be limited to 
about $40 million until "successful completion of 
the 150-hour endurance run on the . . . engine now 
in progress.'*

The legislature of our fine state pulled off one of the 
cutest little tricks in the history of student involvement 
in state govemment recenllisr. tt Ittmlly slammed its 
doors in tbt laee of K^ts^tCooRiiiwr Rdationt Board 

~~ twice. 

CRB complied with all the ink and paper rituals en- 
tailed in requesting "audience" before an omnipotent 
Htase bearing oommittee. CRB's purpose was to present 
iMormation j^inent to consumer legislation which the 
committee was reviewing (the same bill, The Uniform 
Consumer Credit Code, they have been reviewing for the 
last six years). 



TWO CRB spokesmen arrived at the appointed 
|)laea on schedule last Thursday. A K-State professor, 
who had been invited to testify due to his expertise in the 
field of consumerism, preceded the *'siq^posedly" 
sebedided CRB statement Hie professor's concluding 
statement introduced the CRB spokesmen. 

However, lo and behold, the chair did not recognize 
them because they were not scheduled on the dodcet 
(legislators' term for coffee-break schedules). 

Since there apparoitly was no one sdieduled to testify, 
the committee waited ten minutes (the time lapse 
caused by a blank space on the docket) for their "star" 
witness for the day — a finance company representative. 

However, the finance company spokesman failed to 
appear on schedule. Hie committee was to vote on the 
l%islation in its next session — last Tuesday. 

The hearing committee met Tuesday, not to vote but 
rather to hear the testimony of the tardy finance com- 
pany representative. The CRB spokesmen were ignored 
this time, too. 

K-STATE*S CONSl^MER Relations Board, the first in 
Kansas, has been a niodel organization for development 
of several other community-level consumer protection 
groups. 

TYie CRB has testified before legislative hearings

To see wiiat interart rates are 
available for regular savings 
accounts, we surveyed local banks 
and savings and loan institntloai 
this week. We chedted how often 
interest is compounded, how often 
interest is posted (actually 
figured and added to account) and 
what the clurges for account 
writhdrawals are, if any. 

WE ALSO chedted the intemt 
rates for certificates of d^Msit 
which are special savings ac- 
counts for long-term deposits. CDs 
require a minimum depost of $500 
or $1000 and must be deposited for 
a definite length of time such as 
six months, one year or two years. 
CDs pay hifi^er interest rates 0uia 
regular savings accounts. 

llie passbook savings account 
interest rates are the same among 
the banks. So are CD interest 
rates. The rates offered by the 
savingi and loan companies are 
similar to each other. But there is 
a difference betweoi rates of 
banks and ttw rata* nC lavtagt and 
loan comjpKinies. 

Ill ere is no minimum amount 
for most savings accounts, 
Iwwever most inetitutiwis require 
a miidmum of $5 or 110 bctfcre th^ 
pay interest. 

AU of tlie banlts and saviitfs and 
loan institutions on flils survey 
figure int^st on a daily basis. An 
account holder can deposit and 
withdraw money at any time and 
receive interest on the amount 
which was actually in the account. 

Even though the interest is 
figured on a quarterly or semi- 
annual basis to simplify tlie 
bookkeeping, a depositor can 
withdraw savings at any tinM and 
still get the interest earned. 

THE FOUR savings and loan 
companies make no restrictions 
on tlie number of withifrawab 
wlikh can be made from paia> 
book savings accounts. 

The four banks do make 
sti[Hdatioitt on the number of 
withcfarawals. Citizens State Bank 
and the First National Baidi aUow 
two &«e withdrawals per mimtli. 
if a third withdrawal is made,

In addition to fluoride, lime and 
ferric sidfate are also added to 
airften the water. 

What demands will be put on 
city water roources in the future? 

"WE HAVE 13 wells, each 70 
feet deep," Shineman said. "Of 
course it depends on die wator 
table, but right now we are 
pumping water from 30 to 35 feet.

Cuts could slash 
University budget 

Pmident Nbtoe's recent impoundment of funds and proposed iMidBet 
cuts may result in a loss of fS million tu K state for ttis year and nnit, 
according to President James A, McCain. 

McCain said the impoundment of funds has cut out $270,000 of expected 
federal aid to K-State. Most of this amount is teaching Itonds with the 
remainder earmarked for other op^ting expense. 

If Congress accept* Nixon's recent budget recommendations, cuts in 
several programs, such as research, student loans^ and the w<Hit«ttt^ 
jUOSram. may amount to $2.3 million tot the next year. 
FaIso part of the oit for next year is 1400,000 previously expected to be 
appropriated for biological science facilities, 

McCain has sent letters to Kansas' congreasmea and senatofs 
outlining the cuts and their effect on K-State and asking fur rein- 
statement of federal aid. 

McCain said K-State also is cooperating with the National Association 
of State UniversitieB and Land Giant CoUegSi in fli^ cttcrii to get

He 
wanted to find outwhatBfeinildaa menaditiid ivm 
really like. 

'*l4opletend to take on thecharactorisda of dwir 

surroundings," Cain said. "For example, a petty 
criminal is sent to prison and may come out an ar- 
med robber." 



Tfm same diings tends to be true of tlie mental 

patient, he said. 

"The institution was run for the convenience of the 
staff," he said. The patients were treated as 
elementary children, be added. 

Cain also found that the instituti(Hi did not en- 
courage spontaneity in patients' helping other 
patients. 

"Helping other patients may help the patient in 
assuming some of the responsibility of being a 
human being," he nM. 

Cain said he saw "no dramatic chaises" in the 
opwation of the institution after his stories were 
published, bat ht cind tUfti to mmtaOm aa im- 
portant. 

"MANY PEOPLE Started treating the patients as 
himan beings iistead of ddldren in elementary 
school," he said. 

In reporting a story of this kind, Cain said a 
rqiorter needs to combine the use of ''precision 
journalism" — the use of statistics and surveys — 
and "humanistic journalism," deaUng with people 
and their proldems.**

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Careers important 
to women, too

WbUe the women's movement has tried to destroy the 
myth that all women are concerned only with marriage 
and a family, this idea remains fixed in the minds of 
many employment recruiters. 

Hie attitude that Uring a woman is a bad rtek because 
"she'll only be with us until she finds her man" is 
exhibited in the type of questions female job applicants 
are asked during interviews. 

ONE OF THE FiRfiT qneirtioas a c<»ed here was asked 

when applying for summer employment was, "Are you 
in love?'* Other applicants were asked: "Do you have a 
boyfriend?" "Are you engaged?" 

Only then did the interviewer move on to such 
relevant questions as:"Why do you want to pursue this 
field as a career?*' "What are your career amUtknS?" 
or "Why are you qualified to fill this position?" 

Recently the Collegian reported that a woman student 
applying for admission into the College of Veterinary 
Medicine was asked in an interview such irrelevant 
qu^tions as "Do you like b<^s?" "Do you think this is 
normal?" "What if you m.arried a construction worlcer? 
How would he take it psychologically?" 

She was not asked about her career motivations or why 
she wanted to become a v^erinarian. 

THE LINE OF questioning pursued by the interviewer 
imficates that he was more concerned about her future in 
terms of marriage than in terms of a career. 

Perhaps he was aswiming that if she became a 
veterinarian and married a construction worker her 
husband's broken ^o would cause her to leave her 
profession Thus, four years of training in vet school 
would be wasted > 

Employers make mMmt assumptions of both seiEes. If 
a female appMcant- is engaged or married, tti^ im- 
mediately assume she will leave work and follow her 
fiance or husband if he finds a better job in another 
geographic location. 

EMPLOYERS ALSO assume that if a male applicant 

is married, he will have "settled down" and will be more 
likely to stay wiHi the company for a longer time than a 
single male. 

Employers have had cases where these assumptions 
proved true. But past exp^eoce does not merit 
generalizing the situation with every applicant, 
especially at a time when marriages are moving toward 
a more equalitarian relationship between husband and 
wife. It is no longer true that a career-mhided woman 
will always leave a promising position of employment 
for the benefit of her husband's career. 

An mplpyer does, of course, have the right to know a 
potential employe's marital status. But he does not have 
the right to make assumptions about an applicant's 
future on tlie basis of his mr Iwrmaritalrtatus.

One criticism of the new |H-oposals which may be 
valid Is tttat It wlU be more difficult to get a loan 
from a bank than through the University. 

This certainly is true for any out-of-state student 
trying to get a loan to a tmivendty towa llito is 
understandable.

The prmmi 12 GPA electicn requirement 
might seem abnost fair compared to the 
reqiiiremait six years ago that the studenti must 
pass the qualifying test before tiielf naOMS could be 
placed on the election ballot.

However, before they couM be sworm in, they 
would have to again take the qualifying teat and pass 
it. 

But the test was notte onfy confusion surrounding 

the electicm. 

The primary election on Feb. 22, 1967, was 
declared void by senate because of several errors in 
tenting the ballots and because one voting booth, 
registration book, ballots and ballot boK, was left 
unattended for four hours during election day. 

But ai»thy surrounded the Section so onfy 1,438 
students voted in vain in the primary.

Senate also debated two other 
proposals craceralag money 
allocations. 

NIXON'S LOAN programs 
recommend no additiCHial funds 
for the National I>ire^ Student 
Loans or the Eduaifiaml Op- 
portunity GraiUs. 

The Senate resolution urged all 
students to write to their 
congressmen to express their 
concern over the new loan 
programs 

Senate chairman Kurt Lindafal 
wtU write letters to Prerident 
Nixon and to Kansas' 
congressmen as a result of 
s«nte'8 ftctioos. He atoo will send 
ca|riei of the porposal to other 
uaivenities and to the National 
Student Lobby encouraging them 
to put pressure on Congress. 

A proposal to waive Student 
Governing AsaoeUtlon 
regulations was defeated. The bill 
involved an invitation received by 
Owne Wrigley. prcttdant of the 
honors program, to attend the 
National American Association at 
Higher Education eooference. 

EXISTING REGULATIONS 
allow 13.50 per day for lodging and 
$3 per day for meals. Wrigley 
projected total cost of the trip for 
a five-day period at $3S00.

"Capricious Summer" 
untasted delicacy

Oxch fihw are all too oCten uiUasted delicacies. It's a sbame too, 
because we uaoally ttiiak omoidi, SwedWi, and Italian fOma atanoat 

exclusively as "foreign,*' These all have their distinctive national 
character, yet still, to a great extent, th^'re all tied into raaUnn, 
pessimism, and a Uoattr orieotatkm, no maltar Iknp hard iMgr fry to 
unbind tbamdvas. 

"...humorous like a gaggle of clowns, and 
mysterious like elephant dung. In a world 
where peasants elbow myths and allegory 
marrimM ilapsftek, humanliy abovm all 

But Czech ftlBH maintain a separate residence — a residence in a 
circus run by Gyfialss. They're big-top fantasies, the kind with dandng 
bears that roar and raUle and three generation families &mt walk the 
tightrope or swing the trapeze. Th^'re serious with the reservation that 
no one is permanently li^ured, tumorous like a gaggle of downs, and 
mysterious like elalAtnt dung. In a world where peasants dbow my As 
and allegory marries slapstick, humanity above all prevails. 

Czechoaloirakian Jiri Meoael'a "Curidout Smnmar" Is a typical 
three-ringer. Mensd (who dtnetod **doaefy Watdied Trahis") plays a 
rag-tag magician-acrobat, Ernie, whose nomadic existence is shared by 
Anna, a gjirl lovely in the Slovakian tzaditiim — soft and beaming, not 
onadated French dilc. 

Ite other characters — and this is one of the charming things about 
Czech films — are equali^ human. They resemble nothing so much as 
Majcr Hoople and fall motley crew. Aaa mattor ef Cict, Antaidn. the bath 
house attendant, even looks like old Hoo^ dumpy and cigarish 

Hit daily companicns, the Mi^or and tho Canon are straight from the 
OMOles too. The Major is a verltsUe carlcatuFe of Humphrey Bogart and 
An Canon mitfht have wantoned out of "Gasoline Alley." Then there's 
Antontn's qMuae, Katharine, a mJqilaoed Bnmhilde, whose heft can't 
hide a beauty wUch you only become aware of as the fDm progresses. 

Well, the film doesn't reaDy progress, it rather delightfully dallies and 
lounges like a pleasant summer day. And Katherine becomes infatuated 
with Ende, whUe the three men tal» turns courting Anna. Out of 
jralousy more than moral outrage, the town's card slapping retirees 
mUdly harrass Ende and Anna's au«van untU the traveling UlusioQ and 
his deceptive handmaid move on. 

The cteracters speak in aphorisms, and Oiii wandering couple 
INrovlda the experience for new saws. Somewhere in here, between 
"Oh! You lecherous poets!" and a magician's pret^ girl begging for 
pennies , lies an allegory abbut art ^l^erei'i alM a atatemant about low 
and how it changes with age. 

But they don't blare outatyouaa In a Godard. Nor do tbey depress you 
as in a Bergman. Instead 0MyeaiiNy«a, and you fealwnnn and wlio 
and aaqr and human.

Phenomenal musical virtues

Hank Harrison, author ef "The 
Dead Book: A Social History of 
The Grateful Dead," says, 
"Possibly the most remarkable 
change to take place in tiie 1960s 
was the transformation of con- 
sciousness exporimoed by tlie so- 
called American youth culture. 
Virtually ev«y aspect of this 
transformation — cultural, 
political, psycolo^cal, musical 
and metaphysical — is embodied 
in the Greatful Dead; a family, a 
brotherhood, a rock band and the 
vanguard €t tbe new culture." 

With the release of "Europe 72" 
the Dead have Oaally acquired the 
public recognition ttiat Uiey have 
deserved since the mkt^Os. Along 
with the Jefferson Airplane and 
Quicksilver Messenger Service, 
the Grateful Dead perfected a 
musical experience that was 
conceived on acid, born in San 
Frandsco and christened by Km 
Kesey and tiie add teats. 

The album repcesents ten years 
of nuiuc and gnwth that has 
made the Dead the force that tbey 
are. They perform early material 
like "I Know You, Rider" with an 
ease and relevancy that Is not 
often seen in the muUble world of 
rock music. "Epilogue" 
represents the labyrinth that 
characterized the mind bending 
music of '67 but it is no leM potent 
today. The melodies run from 



room to roona. The dootp are 
opened. 

The knowledge that comes of 
experience brought the Dead to 
another plateau with "Sugar 
Magnolia." The chemically in- 
du<»d high now mellowed out and 
with thia new stage came country 
music. The high was as natural as 
the music. The Dead added their 
mittical c<»nplexity to traditional 
American music and captured a 
greater following among the 
nationar public. The final 
perimeter of their country music 
seems evident In the inclusion of 
Hank Williams' country classic 
"You Win Again." 

But no other wag on the album 
expresses the euphoria, the 
paramNa and the concision that 
characterteed the counter-culture 
like "Truckbi* " "TnieUn* — got 
my chips cashed in Keep truckln' 

— just Uke the doo-dab man^ 
Together— more or less hi Une ^ 
Just keep truckin' on." The lyrics 
capture life on the road. As a band 
or a Pranlatv or a Kerouac, 
"Uvin' on reds, Vtlamtn C and 
cocaine."

The clarity 
of Jerry Garcia's lead line and the

Yet the slightly-out-of-tune 
harmonies always serve to 
remind the listener that the Dead 
are human. And now added to the 
band is frfanlst Keith Godchaux. 
The importance of his con- 
tribution is especially evident in 
Pirn's version of "Hurli Me 
Too," a blues standard. 

Without a doubt "Europe '72" is 
one of the finest and most Im- 
portant albums avalU>le. Hie 
three record set captures all that 
has gone on in youth in the last ten 
years. From the Haight ic 
Woodstock to Altamont. From the 
Warlocks to the Grateful Dead. 
From the revelation of acid to the 
porch-swing philosophy of 
country.

"Cabaret" is a case in point. 

Now that it has been nominated 
for a phenomenal number of 
Oscars, it has been brought back 
to make evm mere money {ir the 
kml theatre certell. While mcli 
obvious commercial tactics 
gHMral^ anofly, the local revtval 
of '■Gabarer* it • happy ooetatoa 

And a fine film it is. Lisa Ifin- 
nelli has develop«i her own style, 
quite separate from her modier, 
whom she resembled for a while. 
She uses that style in a stunning, 
ctiarming performance. Michael 
York, who manages to lode a 
perpebial 25, is equally stunning, 
though in a much more subtle, 
rdOiwd waor. 

SEXLESS HIGHLIGHTS 

The highlight of the film, and 
damn near the highlight at the 
entire year, is Joel Grey, who 
plays the master of ceremonies. 
Throughout the film, we are 
convinced this femalo, im- 
personator — M.C., tills stylized 
voioe of a culture hi decUne, ii gay 
or perhaps even sexless. 

In one of the final scenes, we see 
Joel Gray copping a very 
hetrosexual feel of Sally Boles. 
While it may be that the M.C. is 
bisexual. It does not really matter, 
for the superficial aura of gaiety 
(no pun) offset by the sadness of 
backstage sex, is in part what this 
film is about. The setting of Berlin 
in 1931 is oae ot lau^ter, albeit 
decadent, which is oaJy a coverup

THE KIT-KAT CLUB 

The Kit-Kat Club is the focus of 
the film; the several events, the 
efrisodes, are etdmliiated by aeH 
in the cabaret, which telescope 
what is going on in the world. The 
musical numbers are absurd, 
grotesque metaphores for the 
action ol the pl(^ ' 'Cabaret' ' is not 
a mttsienl; it Is a fitan tiiat uses 
musical numbers as aDolhtf 
cinematic device. 

As the film opens, ttie Midlenoe 
is a laughing circus, a microcosm 
of pre-Nazi Germany; as it closes, 
the attdhtifft is dominated by 
grim, severe black and brown 
shirts, in spite of the feeling of 
doom, the cabaret plays on. 

If you saw "The Damned" a few 
years ago, you will remember how 
it showed the isolation and 
decedance. the "it can't happen 
here" attitudes, of tiie dying 
German aristocracy. This same 
idea is given even more punch in 
"Cabaret." Bryan and Sally, the 
lovors, become involved with a 
baron, Maximillian, who does not 



recognize the Nazis as a tiuwat to 
Ms way of life. 

They are, after all, commoners; 
and further, they are against 
Oomnnininn, so bow bnd can thsy 
be? Besides, they are few and can 
be easily eliminated whan the 
time comes. Wsm Miji ImBms 
the adiial ttrant, he itiveSt 
escsp^i to AxSMttntt for tliat It 
the ptivUeie ol his dsss. 
BISEXUAL DECADENCE 

He is, as you might suspect, a 
tnie decadant, and truly bisexual. 
WbOe this ultimately shocks the 
American Sally and only 
somewhat suprises the English 
Bryan, it is accepted as a matter 
of course by the German people, 
fir such b^vior is, after all, a 
privilege of class. All of these 
privil^es lead to one big kkk in 
the brad: the entire German 
society, only just mended from 
Workl War One and the several 
woes of tiie twenties, is very 
rapidly falling apart. The people, 
whom the baron takes for granted, 
are deqwrate (or aqy form of 
organized deliverance. The 
"Watch on the Rhine" is coming. 

Saify and Bryan's landlaify 
says, "I wish the Kaiser were sUll 
alive: everytisQg made sense 
Hm}* Max and Bryan go to a 
country tavern, where a Hitler

Belongs to He." Bryan is

All eauept a 
few older people, to whom ttts 
makes no sense. 

"EVERYTHING IS 
BEAUTIFUL" 

Joel Grey says over and over 
that everything is the Cabaret is 
beautiful, even tiie "aU girl** 
orchestra. But it i.s beauty that 
comes from make up and lighting 
«Mch Mde tiie uglhieas. And so 
with the cabaret itself. It is the 
conscience anl soul of its time, 



but it is also die surface of make 
up which just barely covers the 

grotesque misery of the world. By 
the tiine Liza Mtnnfdli f**^ the 
tide song.

•President defends cutbacks 



WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Prraident Nixcni officially gave up 
his long-troubled welfare reform 
plan Thuraday and defended 
cutbaclLS in other aoelal 
programs. 

Nixon also offered one of his 
most caustic appraisals to dale of 
the Great Society initiatives of his 
predecessor, Lyndon Johnson. 

"Well-intentioned as this effort 
may have been," declar^l the 
President, "the results in case 
after case amounted lo dtanal 
failure." 

NIXON SAID his reUbacks in 
the human r^ources area had 

provoked "intense controversy 
and considerable misun- 
derstanding." But his proposed 
expenditures of $125 billion 
represented "both a gen«'OUS 
budget and a r^orm budget," to 

^ Moreover, he noted, the total is 
"nearly twice the amount tliat 
was being spent on such programs 
when 1 took office in 1969." 

The President said "the welfare 
mess cannot be permitt«l to 
continue" and acknowledged he 
was abandoning broad wdlare 
reform "since the legislative 
outlook seems to preclude passage 
... in the immediate future." 

Nixon had wanted to replace 
categorical welfare aid with the 
family assistance plan. It would 
have guaranteed a minimum 
annual income to pear temSttaa, 



while bolstering work 



THE PRESIDENT said he 
would foUow tlirough, however, 

with vigorous steps to strengthen 
the management of payments to 
families with dependent children 
through both administrative and 
unspecified legislative proposals. 
The system now, he said, is 
"inequitable, inefficient and 
inad«iuate." 

His remarks came in a 17-page 
document sent to the Congress as 
one of a series of State of the 
Union reports. 

The President said that even as 
he is "irrevocably committed . . . 
to fumiUng the American fteam 



for all Americans," the best place 
to begin is '*by recognizing that by 
almost any measure, life is better 
in 1973 than ever before in our 
history." 

NIXON SAID he was not so 
much interested in "simply a 
system of government h^tng 
people," but rather one "under 
which government helps poor 
people to h^ ttraaariNrar and ene 
another." 

Nixon said he would ask 
Ccmgress for a new law to relieve 
the "often crushing burdens wiiich 
property taxes place on many 
older Americans," but gave no 
hint of what he had in mind or 
when the legisiatitm would be 
fortbconiin^

WOUNDED ENEE. S.D, — Hie JUBtioe 

Department announced Sunday night it has agreed 
to allow Indians holding Wounded Knee to leave 
the village without threat of mass arrests, 
begbmlug Mooday. 

Hie peace proposal stipiilatet tlii^ ti» Indbuii 
surrender their weapons, and that all malei 
identify themselves to federal agents as they leave 
the village. 

Ibe federal auOiorities will remove tlie 190 

lawmen surrounding Wounded Knee once idl 
nonresidents of the village have departed. 

The proposal meets one of the Indian demands 
that no mass arrests be made without grand jury 
indictments. But the Indians also had proposed 
Saturday night that the federal marshals and FBI 
agents withdraw prior to the Indiaii evacuation. 



BRUSSELS — Commoli Market finance 
ministers decided Sunday night to dose their 
money exchanges all week and call a meeting of 
major trading nations in Paris to plan a soluttoa of 
the monetary crisis. 

Closing foreign exchanges took the pwinire eft 
European central banks that were forced to 
support the dollar last week by buying up billions 
at the newly devalued rate. 

The moves also gave Commoii liaifcet nations 
additional time to solve the crisis without formally 
floating their currencies — cutting them loose 
from the official excluu^e rates in effect since 
President Warn devah^d ttie dollar Feb. 12 by 10 
pw cent. 

LONDON — Half a million British families were 
told Sunday to stop using as supplies fell to a 
'^critical" level because of strikes by gas workers. 

"Pressures are being reduced to the absoiule 
minimum compatible with safety," reported a 
spokesman for the state-owned industry in tlie 
industrial Midlands. He said housewives must 
exercise "the most stringent economy" and 
stagger their dinners. 

It was the worst day yet in a three-week cam- 
paign of strikes and go-slows by 47,000 gasmen that 
has reduced gas pressures in four million homes 
and cut off aoout 4,800 industrial users entirely. 

WASHINGTON — With the Uberation of U.S. 
war prisoners on track again, the United States 
resumed the withdrawal of American troops from 
South \^etnam and moved a naval minesweeping 
force back into position off Haiphong Sunday. 

Both the troop pullout and the clearing of mines 
from North Vietnam*s chief port were suspended 
last Wednesday after the Communist side delayed 
the freeing of another batch of American 
prisoners. 

For the North Vietnamese, perhaps the most 
visible sign of U.S. displeasure was the abrupt halt 
in the clearing of explosives from the Haiphong 
ship channel Wednesday after it had barely begun. 

SAIGON — North Vietnam reported Sunday it is 
making a speedy postwar recovery from the 
devastation of American bombing and is 
rebuildbig bridges, shipyards and factories during 
the cease-fire. 

The biggest accomplishment to date, a Radio 
Hanoi broadcast reported has been reactivation of 
the mile-long Paul Doumer bridge, the most im- 
portant in North Vietnam.

North Vietnam's official Communist party 
newspaper reported that many docks, jetties and 
berths have been restored in Haiphong, "in 
preparation for new ships to sail out.^*

ALTHOUGH U.S. troop wfflitawil is ahead dt 
schedule, few of the oOier proiristons of the accord have 
been implemented, and an average of 200 persons have 

been killed since the cease-fire period began. 
The Associated Press reports that, as of Friday: 

— South Vietnam had claimed 5,425 enemy violations 
of the cease-fhre, with 10,315 soUdera on both aides and 
190 civilians Idlled. 

— About 78,000 persons remained cease-fire refugees, 
according to U.S. authorities. Some 182,000 more were 
reported displaced temporarily, and many returned to 
find homes leveled by fi^itii^. 

— Several U.S. aircraft on peace-keeping minions had 
been fired on, and one had been shot down. 

— The International Commission of Control and 
Supervisifxi had investigated four incidents but r^orted 
on nmie. Twice tlie ICCS considered invertigating 
reports of new surface-to-au> missUe site in Commtmist- 
held territory, but both times its unanimity-or^Mtiing 
bylaws prevented action. 

— The four-part Joint MiUtary Commission — the first 
body to inves^te alleged viidatii»s — had investigated 



THE PARIS agreement is not being implemented. But 
it was sold to us as THE agreement that would bring a 
lasting peace hi Vietnam. 

It*s the agreement that we were told was worth waiting 
for — the agreement, in Nixon's words, that would afford 
"no misunderstanding which could lead to a breakdown 
of the settlement and a resumption of war." 

If it were the answer to an end to the war, as we were 
told, implementation ol its provisimis would not be the 
joke that it is now.

Rainy days on Monday 



Saturday mormng Uie genUe 
ratn tapping on ttie roof of my 
mobile hone nudged me awake. 

As I lay there listening to the 
ndndrqpt tlpto^ig overnqr bind, 
a feeling of warmth enveloped me. 
At first I thought it was from the 
deep lense of ncurify I felt bdng 
dry and comfortable, safe tsom 
the cold and wet outside. 

Then I resUnd it was irom 
leavii^ mgr heatiag pad piugied 

It would have beraa good day to 

stay in bed and listen to the rain. 

Occasionally, a gentle wind 
would toss a handful of raindrops 
against the outside metal wall and 
let them race along die side. 

THE RAIN had a certain rhyth- 
m—its own meter, its own 
characteristics, its own per- 
sonality It seemed to remind ra» 
Qi good timra past, like an old song 
or an old friend Oist was hard to 
forget 

And I realized that it was not the 
same rain that fells anywhere 
else. Each part of this country and 
each part tA the world has its own 
unique type of rain. 

The rain is so different 
wherever I have traveled, that I 
could wake up In some strange 
place and determine where I was 
sim{dy by listening to the rain. 

New Mexico rains are sly and 
elusive. They sneak down from 
the mountains, race across the 
flatiand. sprinkle an area 
thoroughly, then - retreat like 
guerrillas. 

Often, New Mexico rains are 
selective. It is not unusual to be on 
the edge of the rain, like standing 
on one side of die atre^ oon^ 
ptetely dry while raindropa dlate 
people across the way. 

BUT IT doesn't stay wet long. 
The sun seems always to be near, 
ready to jump out and dear 
ev^ thing. 

Southern CaUfornia has a 
completely different type of 
precipitation. Contrary to the 
lyrics of the popular song which 
proclaims, "It never rains in 
Southern California," it does rain 
there. However, it doesn't rain 
down, it just sort of appears. 

California has strange weather 
anyway. In the mountains you 
Nive a choice of freezing to death 
in the night or roasting in the 
intense beat of the afternoon. The 
stivnge rain fits the pattern. 

In the coastal towns between 
Los Angeles and San Diego when 
the weather decides to rain, a 
huge fog bank will wash up on the 
shore. It's a heavier cover dian 
Sanfaurg's Chicago fog or Lon- 



don's **Pea aotip.'* Buildings 
disappear before your eyes. 

Sow, visibility fai dMm to abettt 
half a block. 

AFTER THE FOG haa 
thidtened, a fine layer of dew 
aUurts formh^ on everything. 
Then the fog starts spitting rain 
from every direction. Soon 
everything is wet, as if tihe ocean 
had swished over the area. 

When the fog finaUiy stmis 
spraying it lingers for wtmim 
making sure notMng llM 
to dry up too soon. 




On the East coast rain is moee 
traditional but it is always cold. 
North Carolina rains are cold and 
dreary. It's a heavier rain than 
most and it's cold, cold, cidd. 

The rain doesn't pitter patter or 
sprinkle, it stomps. It's {MTobably 
because of all the cokl the dra|d^ 
have to carry but it makes a sound 
tike a club-footed weigh tlifter 
trying to catch an uncoordinated 
Clydesdale with rubber hor- 
seshoes. 

But mainly it's just a cold raia 
Whenever I think of North 
Carolina and rain, I shiver. 

Still, it's a lot nicer than what 
they've got on the other side of the 
world. The Orientals have a rain 
that is a grandfather to Chinese 
water torUire. They call it mon- 
soon. (When the Oriental people 
say that word they smile slightly 
and speak with a slow rising en- 
thusiasm, as though they had just 
slipped bamboo shfiots under your 
last fingernail and were ready to 
start on your toes.) 

FOR DAYS, weeks, montlii, the 
rain drops from the tfcy. It doean't 
tumbSe or roll or flitter, it just 
falls. Imagine turning a budcet of 
water upside down quidcly, only 
it's a huge bucket and ean never 
be emptied. 

And the rain falls and falls. 



Forty days and 40 nights come and 
go, then come and go again. And 
still the ratal iaUs and falls. 

After the first coi^ile of weeks 
!iothii« is dry. That wMeh hasn't 
been touched directly by the rain 
has absorbed gailoos of mnsture. 

It is an evil rain, forebo<fing and 
threatening. And when darkness 
teams with the rain, spirits stalk 
the night (Even oU Irish prayers 
don't provide protection from the 
"things tliat go bump in the 
night'*) 

And the rain falls and felb. . j|f 
It rains here, too, but Kansas 
rains are more beautiful than any 
on earth. The variety, the ex- 
citement, the splendor more than 
make up for die disappointniait of 
a spoiled picnic or the slight in- 
convenience of having to find 
some protection. 

IN SPRING the rain tumbles 
down and does a dance in the 

meadows. Everything it tou<dies 
suddenly comes to Ufe. Green 
leaps out from everywhere as 
Nature throni off her wintw 
slu-oud. 

Then the sun pedts throi4{h the 

clouds to join the frolic and soon 
the sunbeams and raindrops join 
in a clvnte line and go high- 
kicking off into never-never land. 

The act that follows in the glory 
of the summer lightning storms. 
G(xl's own psychedelic light show, 
which is more fantastic than any 
Fourth of July pyrotechnic 
display. 

"The patterns leap across the sky 
with the grace of an Olympic 
gymnast and the power of a billion 
spark phigi. the rain is strong 
and forceful enouf^ to awe and 
humble the bravest mortal. 

Even in autumn, when Nature 
prepares for a long winter slaeft 
Kansas rains stUl are beauttfuL 

THE AimiMN rain lugs die 

cr)m,son and yellow leaves and 
pulls them gently from the trees. 
Hie rain falls s^dy. but ftaroly, 
concerned only with the 
housekeeping chores of the 
s^son, giving tlie land <me last 
deaning before winter. 

The winter rain has its own 
beauty, but it's a savage beauty. 
The hard, driving sleet tests the 
strength of man and beast and 
only the strong survive. 

The winter rain is harsh and 
brutal.

NACV seeks fund release 



A suit filed recently by the 
National Association of Collegiate 
Veterans could mean sno^aoo In 
federal aid to K-State. 

NACV filed the suit in a 
Washington, O. C. federal court in 
an attempt to force the release of 
$25 million appropriated by 
Congress under the Cranston 
Amendment to Public Law No. 92» 
138 and impounded by Nixon 
administration. 

THE CRANSTON AMEND- 
MENT provides money to colleges 
and universities at the rate of $300 
per veteran attending that schod. 
Another provision <tf the amend- 
ment provides that the schotd be 
given an additional $150 per 
veteran if the school receives no 
matching ftmds from the stete 
ffiveniment. 

Since Kansas provides no cost of 
instruction fUnds to colleges for 
veterans, Kansas schocds would 
be eligible for $450 per veteran 
enrolled. According to K-State 
Veterans' Services there are 
approximately 1,025 veterans 
enrolled at K-State both as un- 
dergraduates and graduates. 

The suit charges that the Office 
of Education has "failed to take 
even the first step toward the 
law's ImplemenUtion — the 
issuance of guidelines^ to aid 
colleges in i»«paring and sub- 
mitting appUcatlam for ftindi 
under the program." 



THE SUIT ASKS that the 
commissioner of education be 
oompdled to issue the necessary 
guidtelines within is days and that 
his office begin accepting and 
approving applications for such 
payments and dispensing funds to 
qualified applicants. 



James Mayer, NACV president, 
said the suit "is the initial action 
to regain programs and ap- 
prc{H*iations passed in the 92nd 
Congress, but, to date, not 
initiated or rdessed because of an 
adminislntive in^Mundmeiit of 
hinds."

A new policy to catch students 
who pay other students to take 
tests for them is being enforced by 
the mathematics deparbnent. 

Each student in intermediate 
Algebra, College Algebra, 
TrigonoiKtry, Cakuhis 1* 11 and 
III and Sarin uid Differential 
Equations wUl be required to show 
Us or her K-State student ID card. 
The instnictor wtU check the 
name and picture to make sure 
the tof^ was handed by ttie 
correct' stiktent 

••STUDENTS HAVE been 
oomptaiiring about otiwr studrats 
% taUng tests for students in the 
' classes/' John Maxfield, head of 
the matematics departmoit, saM. 
"They feel it is unfair to those who 
have learned the material to have 
ottwr students just pay for a good 
grade." 

Maxfield said he has caught a 
few students cheating and ttaqr 
have been charged through the 
student court system. This 
process semetiiiies takes several 
months, He would prefer to have 
the students not cheat than to have 
to press chai^BS. 

He believes the students taking 
the tests, also known as 
"rii«ers," slmrid rsefelv* Urn 
punishment. 

"They are the ones who ImA the 
ottien astray - they are thi 
tn l i np rt iieurs," he said. 

Tim ID card system has abo 
been used in the criminology 
class. Students are required to 
show their ID cards to get the 
exam and must hand in the card 
.^Irtind quesUoo sheet when tfaey are 
titfough. 



**1 FIRST became aware of the 

problem when 1 had a couple of 
students take the test who were 
not tn the efass." Alfirad Sclnv, 
sociology and anthropology, 
professor, said. "The students 
were probiddgr tfawie for the 
purpose of getttng a tapf ef the 
exam. This aduQy cBdn't do 
them aoy good, because the t^ts 
contain all new questions." 

Schnur admits tiiat he is not 
happy with this sytem and would 
like to find some way to protect 
the innocent from the dishonest 
He first tried Qie ID card syston 
in his corrective communities 
ciaiis which has only W students. 
He also needed some kind of exam 
control in ttis crimhiology class of 
300 studmts. 

Another alternative considered 
by Schnur was having a seating 
chart and to distribute the teats In 
that manner. 

'•THIS PRESUMES there will 
not be any students absent, which 
is not Ukdy to happen," Schnur 

said. "Someone could come in and 
sit in an empty desk or another 
stndsot could still take the test for 

the student who is actually in the 
class by simply sitting in his 
place." 

Schnur pointed out that the 
picture un the ID cards are not 
foolproof either. The pictaires, 
taken before the freshmen year, 
usually do not look much like the 
students who are seniOTs, he said. 

"I have had students I know 
well but would never know they 
were the same as the student 
picture on the ID card," Schmir 



slndent pointed out that he wauM 

rather have students cheat than to 
bother all students with the ID 



MAXFIELD HAS tried other 
methods of sto^ag llie cheating. 

"We tried to proeeoite as hard 
as possible," he said, "but there is 
no way I know of to ealdi the 
'ringers' ibort of positive lda» 
tification."

The Alma Trio played to a partially filled auditorium tart w^ai at It 
closed out the I3th season of the KSU Chambv Btusic Series. 

Formed in the Santa Cruz MounUhis of CaUIMa at the Alma Estete 
of Yehudi Menuhin, the trio performed Beethovai's "Ghost Trio," 
Ravel's "Trio in A minor" and Schubert's "Trio in E Flat Mnjor" before 
an appreciative audience. 

Hie Ghost Trio got its name from the second movements etrie 
trenoolo, William Corbett Jones, pianist said. 

REVEL WROTE HB TOIO just as World War Two broke out, Gabor 
Rejto, cellist, explained. Ravelburried to finish the piece in order to join 
the army, only to be told he was too ritoft. He became an ambnlanoe 

driver instead. 

Schubert's trio was written the year before his death, Andor Toth, 
violinist, said. He (Schubert) partlctpaled tn the first performanee of his 

trio in 1827. 

"We were here five yean ago,'* Rejto recalled, " And the day after wo 
played, the old auditorium (Nichols Gymnasium) burned down." 

The Alma Trio has played for audiences in Qiba, Canada. Alska, New 
Zealand, Australia, Europe and the Soviet Union. In tiw fhU of 1963 they 
spent two months behind the Iron Curtain, playtaig for the people of 
Russia and Czechoslovakia. 

"Tlw audiences were superb," Toth said. "We were in Moscow when 
the nudear artns treaty was signed with the United States. R was a gala 

son of thi^.*' 

THEY TOVRED SOUTH AFRICA in 1971 and spent New Year's Eve 
on the top of Mount Killaiaiitare in Baal Afriea, fauii^ 
Toth said.

On the basis of national numbers, an American 
has the second best chance of being elected the 
next Pope. The last non-Italian Pope was Adrian 
VI , who reigned briefly in the 16th century. He was 
Dutch. 

WASHINGTON — The bodies of two slain 
American diplomats were returned Monday to a 
rainswept capital aboard a preiddenttal jet that 
carried them from Khartoum. 

A military honor guard and a 19-gun salute lent 
high drama to the brief ceremony attended by 
Secretary of State William Rogers and about 500 
stote department ccdteagues. 

The diplomato, Ambassador Oeo Noel Jr. and 
his deputy, Curtis Moore, were slain Friday by 
Black September Palestinian guerrillas in the 
Saudi Arabian Embassy in Khartoum. 

The assas^ are in toe hands of Sudanese 
authorities^ wito their ultiniate fate stiU to be 
resolved. 

Noel and Moore will be buried in side-by-side 
graves Wednesday at Arlington National 
Cemetery.

Former POWs 
pawns of business

This weekend, 136 American POWs came home from 
captivity to another heroes* welcome from the weeping 
and rejoicing American masses. Now, half of the Viet- 
nam-era POWs are once agaiii on American turf. 

And once again, America breatfaleisly watched their 
return At Clark Air Force Base, a red carpet was spread 
for them. Each POW will have an option to use a new 
automobile for a year without cost. And in these 
DBstionate moments of gratitude, America and big 
business will clamor to shower tbne P0Ws vitb ipeetal 
bonuses, benefits and gifts. 

THE PENTAGON reports that it has persuaded the 
nation's biggest employers to find jobs for the POWs who 
chose to leave the niilitary service. The news media has 
again painatafcingly covered every intimate sHn^ of the 
return and so the recurrent scene goes on and on and cm. 

Once political pawns of two opposing governments, the 
returning POWs are now the commercial pawns of 
American business which displays the double standards 
of old-ftisliion patrioton and the buBineB84ike norm of 
publicity. 

Let's face it. All this gaiety to returning POWs may be 
well -deserved. Yet, as we pom- our hearts out to these 
men who were unfortunate enough to be shot down and 
imprisoned, we never shed a single tear for those who 
writhed, retched and died as the result of the bombs 
droi^ied by American pilots and POWs. 

BUT THIS IS just common frailty of war. American 
POWs are our "guys" and those other unfortunates of 
Vietnam aren't as real, are less human and less 
deserving of our affection, compassion or that single 
tear. 

Then, in what way are the returning POWs more to be 
honored and preferred than the 250,000 Vietnam-era 
veterans who are currently unemployed in America? 
Few hands have helped them find jobs. 

BY WHAT standards do the released prisoners 
deserve so much honor while only 20 per cent of the 
estimated 100,000 drug-addicted Vietnam^era veterans 
are reo^vhig or had received treatment for their 
**service-ccMinected*' disability? Moreover, fiscal *74 
budget has no increase in funds f6r the treatment of 
these addicted veterans. 

Does anyone really care or offer any gratitude to these 
veteransi 

Yes, President Nixon did rescind the recent VA order 
that would have reduced disability payments to Viet- 
nam-era veterans. Yet, numerous other examples can be 
dted of official and public reluctance to pay sufficient 
attention to the ordhury and unsund veterans who have 
been coming home all along. 

So let us honor the POWs and be glad their ordeal is 
ended. 

But let us also remember those others who bore the 
marks of battle. Those who arm't recelvhig a new car on 
a silver platter. Those who are relentlessly seeking a job 
today without the Pentagon or big bushness help. Those 
who returned without blaring bands, press coverage and 
red carpets. 

And those unaided veterans for whom ^ only 
decoration received was in the f«in& of Vklnam-era 

needle marks. 
Remember, America — but remember them all.

forcement agencies when they are 
sbortbanded. AU campus 
patrolmen are abo Riley County 
deputy sheriffs and hold a state 
commission issued by Presadnit 
James A. McCain and Ihe Board 
of Regents. 

Chief Paul Nelson, head of 
campus security, tolced about ttw 
unique nature of the f WfMi 
securi^ organization. 

"We faavea dty of our own here 
at K State. The majority of our 
people are in the college-age 
gronp but HMy are no mate 
ficult to wok witii than ei|rone 
else." 

NELSON EXPRESSED ap- 
proval of the prevailing attitude of 
students on the K-State campus. 

"The great majority of students 
today are reasonable. Younger 
people today want to know a 
thing is done and I think an ex- 
planation is in order," he said. 

Patrolman Lowell Baker eK> 
pressed agreement with Nelson. 

"I think the general attitude of 
students toward us is very good," 
he said. Baker noted that those 
students who show resentment of 
the (ampw patrolmen ara a 
minority and patrolmen are net 
bothered by them. 

Although campus patrolmen 
carry pistols, the purpose is more 
psychological than aggressive. 
According to Nelson, no 
patrolman has ever firwl a 
weapon while on duty. 

IN SPITIC OF this patrolmen 
believe a pistol to be an important 
item of equipment 

"The pistol is important for 
psychological effect, ' ' Capt. 
Everett Carlson said. "You never 
know when you'll stop stnneone 
who is dangerous." 

When asked about iUfferoioes 
between being a campus and a 
city policeman, most patrolmen 
belii^ liiingi were }3m same in 
many although a different set of 
rules is enforced. Baker noted one 
important difference. 

"We try to help students more 
than the sheriff's department or 
Manhattan poUce will*'* he said.

SDtWEBC poUee school 
Includes doaens of subjects in- 
cluding first aid, firearms, police 
and minorities, communications 
and the erindnal code. The 910 
hours of classroom work require 
eight houra per day attendance for 
sht weeks. Guest speakers hrom 
the FBI, KBI and local govern- 
ment are sometimes added to the 
curriculmn. 

Campus patrolmen are paid 
according to a stete scale which 
allots about $500 per month to a 
new patrolman. The pay rises 
gradually as the patroinun gehit 
rank with top pay being around 
$638 per month. 

The patrolmen qoeattoned said 
the pay was generally adequate 
for their needs although new men 
sometimes have problems ad- 
justing to the living esiienaei hi 
Manhattan. 

When asked if they believed 
their job had other rewards, the 
patrolmen unanimously answered 
yes.

His major interests are poUtiGal 
science and history.

"The extremely arrogant 
person or one who relegates civil 
rights laws to insignificance are 
those who usually fet cai^ltt," 
Nicholson added. 

HE SAID people who 
discriminate are highly com- 
petent people who i^ace them* 
selves in keen places. 

Discrimination and landlord- 
tenant problems ure the two most 
common areas of complainte. 
Last year, 32 cases w«re filed in 
these two areas alone. 

"The discrimination cases 
cover housing, employment and 
public accomodation," he said. 

His general responsibilities 
include supervising and par- 
ticipating in field surveys for 



gathering information for human 
relations activities; investigating 
complaints concerning 
discriminatory practices, and 
utilizing the soviet of the city 
staff. 

"I also deal with anything that 
iias racial overtones or com- 
munity tension supposed," be 

said "I'm supposed to keep a 
pulse on the community problems. 
I monitor public housing and 
urban renewal meetings and otter 
related ones."

Boggs said he had been told by "a man whose opinion I tnst^' 
that Hartman wiU take the job after the NCAA toumament 

K -State won its second coneecutive basketball title Saturday and 
Hartman was quoted as Hytqg ha mi "kiMMy AtitStelB and not 
seeking any other job." 

Hartman alio |akad aftar lataidigr*t gnw that it was sporta 
writers who were speculating on his gainf to the Stilhiator 
campus, and that he was not interested. 

HOWEVER. BOGGS wrote that Hartman had been "a close 
friend of Floyd Gass (OSU athletic director) for a qUarter of a 
century or more" and added that "Oklahoma State is 'home' to 
Hartman, and ni«i aod pvpgr doga qutto often infar to wind up 

going there. 

"Based on what I have heard," wrote Boggs, "Hartman has not 
definitely accepted the job at Oklahoma State, but he is wttUn a 
nod of his head of doing so.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Hidiert Humphrey said Tuesday 
that President Nixon violated the 
«\aw in cutting domestic spending, 
be urged Congreaa to insure 
funds for the nation's problema. 

At the same time, House 
Democratic leaders joined in 
sponsoring legislation against 
what they called Nixon's "un- 
warranted invasion of the

ON ANOTHER MATTER, Rogers assured the committee that any 
aa^tance program for FMrfli Vietnam would require prim' 

congressional approval. 

"There will be no attempt to hide anything from Congress," he said in 
the face of aotne evident ^oatUltsr. 

One committee member, Rep. Waynt Hays, Ohio Oemeerat. told 
Rogers: "I'm not going to accept money for North lOMnam irtMn ttore 
is no money for housing for the elder^.*' 

Hays also threatoied to stall his soAwommlttee's review of the Stele 
Department budget and said he might sponsor an amendmMttobarray 
funds for Hanoi without direct approval of Congress. 

Rep. H. R. Gross, Iowa Republican, said blunUy: "I would not give 
Nordi Vietnam one coch^Fed dhne for reparations." 

ROGERS AGREED. He said "No one in the administration would give 
them me cockeyed dime for reparations." But he said a rehabiliUtkn 
program was another matter and ttie adrainistratian probab^ wiU 
unvtil its proposal hi a monOi. 

"We will come to Cmffemt to ask tar autiiortty for such a program," 
he added.

WOUNDED KNEE, S Jl. — The Indians holding 
Wounded Knee threatened to call off their cease- 
fire with federal marshals Tuesday night unless 
tlie Interior Department hitervenes immediately 
In a tribal dispute among the O^ala Sioux. 

Lawyers representing the 200 Indians who seized 
Wounded Knee a week ago met briefly with an 
Interior Department official and said there must 
be an immediate suspension of the tribal con- 
stitution and a feferenaum to hold new elections. 

American Indian Movement leaders in Wounded 
Knee demanded the immediate removal from 
office of Richard Wilson, president of the 13,000- 
membor tribe. Tbey also wanted protection from 
what they allege will be Wilson's stnnig-«rm 
tactics against penooi involved in the Wounded 
Knee action. 

CLARK AIR BASE, Philipphies — Hort 
American war prisoners who signed anti-war 
statements during captivity did so under extreme 
duress or because of torturei military informants 
said Tuesday. 

Itie sources said one prisoner told Hiem the 
North Vletnameae frequently used a minor 
grievance as an excuse to bear down on one man in 
an attempt to break him. 

In one case, they reported, an American 
prisoner was forced to sit in a cell on a small 
wooden stool fbr days at a time without sle^. 
Others wm put tn stocks like Pilgrim sinners. 

DANBY. Vt. —Pearl Buck, author of "The Good 
Earth" and scores of other books on a China she 
knew firsthand, died Tuesday. The Ndbd and 
Pulitzer Prize-winning author was 80. 

Buck, who had been in falling health since last 
summer because of pleurisy and a gallv bladder 
operation, died in her Danby home less than a 
week after publication of her 8Sth book, "AU Under 
Heaven." The novel is about an American 
diplomat forced to leave Peking after the takeover 
by Mao Tse-tung.

The athletic 
department didn't even have the 
decency to give Coach Samuelson 
a chance to do that.

*'I liave the same goals of the AIM, but I can't 
agrat with their tactics," Ralph Simon, junior in 
prMtw, said. "I woidd suggest th^ do the same 
as I aro ~ gobig to scfaooi and getting an 
edhicatkn. You can't compete with wliUee If ym 
are not on their scale." 

THE EDUCATION route is a slower proceas, 
Smoa said. Some Indians don't want to wait tliat 
long. Simon works at the K-State Minority Centv 
and he^ recruit Indians to the University. 

"I dont know what they were trying to prove," 
aaid l^nn Morris, sophomore in si)eech pathology, 
"I think it is ridiculous. There are a large 
majohty of Indians with a lot of raaeolnuot imo 
are Anally proving 1^ bat flMy an gi^ idMnt tt 
in the wroog way.

CRB investigafion uncovers 
fradulenf advertising scheme

An investigation by the Con- 
sumer Relations Board and the 
Consumer Protection Division of 
the attorney general's offioe has 
laicovered a fhuhilent advertising 
scheme designed toiidatodMili of 
their money. 

A classifled ad whidi amieared 
early in February in the Collegian 
promised students a two ai^ one- 
third return on their oritfbial in- 
vestment if flNf taneated 1^ leMt 

1200. 

WHEN THE Consumer 
Relations Board investigated the 
ad, members found that a 
graduate student was asking 
sti^nts to invest their money in 
an oil production business. The 
student told callers he could back 



their investments with land he 

owned in Hutchinson. He said the 
land was worth $1& to |17 
ttwusand. 

The Ccmsumer Rdations Board 
sent the evidence to tlie Consume 
Protection Dlvtston. After 
examining the evidenoet Emery 
Goad, a qiecial agent of that of- 
fice, decided to have a talk widi 
the student al>out his investment 
plans. In addition, the Kansas 
Corporation Ccmmiaelon became 
interested and decided to And out 
whether ttie student was licensed 
to seffl sectarities in the state. 

When questioned, the student 
could not subetantiate Us claims 
that lie owned land. The Kansas 
Ctxporation Commission found no 
evidence of his having a broktf 
dealer's license to sell securities.

No, it's not a boy named Sue 
Nor is it anybody, just yet. But the 
Big Eight faculty representatives 
Saturday allowed women to try 
out for all varsity sports when it 
voted to remove the word "male" 
fiom an conlerettce eH^faili^ 
rules.. 

THE At TI(>.\ tame in the wake 
of a similar decision made last fall 
by the NCAA to allow women to 
c«npete for positions oa varsity 
trams on an equal basis witfi men. 
But the NCAA and Big Eight 
actions have been prompted by 
recent federal court decisions 
making it unlawful to 
discriminate on the basis of sex. 

Although women can try out for 
any sp^rt offered by a Big Eight 
school, the K-State sports in- 
formation department said that 
varsity women competitors would 
probably concentrate in tennis, 
track, gymnastics and swimming. 

But if a girl is 6-foot-3, 290 
pounds and can |day offensive 
guard, she can try out for any Big 
El^t foott>all team. 



K-STATE WOMEN'S basketball 
coach Judy Akers explained that 
the decision doesn't really mean 
that much. It was unrealistic, she 
said, to expect that women could 
compete with men because of 0ie 
differences in strength. 

Wcttnen, Akers said, are not only 
smaller, but they have less muscle 
tissue in relation to body fat than 
men. 

"A woman could develop herself 
to the fullest possible extent and 
still not be able to compete with 
men because of sto^th," ^ 
said. 

Women would rather be able to 
compete with others (rf com- 
parable ability, Akers said, than 
to h7 to break taito tbe male 
athletic ranks. The Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women, which K-Stato is a 
member of, has been formed for 
this purpose.

Numairi demands

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) — President Jaafar el Numairi decreed an 
antiguerriUa crackdown WednMd«y and his judicial team was refMirted 
interrogating the tamristB wbonvdmd taro American dipinmnts and 

a Belgian. 

Numairi said in a statement that he has ordered a roundup of all 
Sudanese suspected of working with spies and terrorists of tlie'ldnd win 
assaulted the Saudi Arabian Embassy here last week. 

THE GOVERNMENT-CONTROLLED NEWSPAPER al Sahafa 
reported that five Sudanese men already have been arrested on charges 
of conspiring with the Palntinian guerrilla organizatirai Al Fatah 
against the secnri^ and sevwaigntsf of Aldan. A aixtli ia being taunted, 
ttie paper added. 

Numairi said the assault — in wdieilUJI. Anribassador Cleo Noel Jr., 
U.S. Oiarge d' Affaires G. Curtis Moore and Belgian envoy Guy EUd were 
killed —was part of "an effort to destroy Sudan." 

i will not be lenient with destructors and those whoanpnldagMlii*' 
Numairi said. "1 shall nitism ttw bkm twofold." 

HE DESCRIBED the killings as "the massacre at the Saudi Em- 
bas^" and said they constiluted "a dear crime wfalch was committed 
inside Sudanese territory." 

The president had said in a inroadcast Tnm^ night that he will 
"leave justioe to take its course" in punishing file eight pieiriUaa wbo 
surrendered after occupying the emlMssy for 60 hours. 

Egypt's Middle East News Agency reported that a three-man judicial 
committee began questioning the eight soon after that broadcast 
Secretary of State Wflliam Rogers has said he betters file deatti sen- 
tmee would be appropriate for them. 

A promineit Khartoum lawyer said, however, that although death 
penalty remains hi force in Sudan he doubted the killers wtn be crecuted. 

HE SAID the Sudanese criminal code spells out exceptiims to capital 
punishments, including "grave provocations." Defense attorneys could 
argue, he added, that the guerrillas are at war with Israel and the 
murdered Americans r^resented tbe govcrament Aat is Israel's chief 
anw suppli^. 

If they are convicted of murdering the Belgian envoy, the defense 

undoubtedly will appeal for executive clemency from Numairi, he said, 
pointing out that the killers of Sen. Robert Keuiedy and Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. wmm allowed to live. 

The appeal could revdve around Arab soUderity against Israel, an 
argument Numairi may find hard to reject. In his broadcast Tuesday 
night, however, Numairi blamed not only tbe extremist Black Sep- 
tember gumUlas wbo nmnlBrad the dplanats, but also Al Fatah, the 
largest PatestMan resittsiioe group. 



Engineering complex: next in line

K-SUte is getting ready to erect 
a mountain for two departmoits 
thai have outgrown their mole 
trills. But like most mountains, 
parts of the endeavor remain 
hidden by clouds, making Mme 
people uneasy and unhappy. 

A $2.5 million chemical and 
industrical complex is the number 
two iton on the K-State con- 
struction agenda. And its 
becoming a reality d^iends only 
on the Kaniw Legiilature. 

m ADDITION to file tM mimon 
request for the new music wing, 

the 1973 legislature will pass 
judgment soon on a ^.54 million 
petition to begin ccHistruction of a 
new home for K-State's chemical 
and industrial engineers. If fiw 
money is granted, construction 
will begin this fall and the building 
will be ready for use by the 
^ summer of 1975. The three-level, 
modular-frame structure will 
occif>y the field north of Ahearn 
FlOd House. 

The necessity of such a project 
has been evident for years. 

A survey by the Kansas Board 
of Regents classified the spaces 
current^ occupied by the two 



departaiMits as "obsol«t«." 
Accreditofion visits have long 
indicated the inadequacy of 
chemical and industrial 
engineering facilities on ^e 
campus. 

"THE NEED is apparent to 
anyone who walks in the doors." 
Vincent Cool, assistant vice 
preiddent for University planning, 

said. 

"When the space starts falling 
in around you, tlie roofs leak and 
the buildii^ is a fire hazard, it's 
time to do something," Cool said. 

Chemical engineering presently 
occupies the Chemical 
Engineering Hall directty east of 
Farrell Library. Ttw btdlding, 
built in 1904 as the Dairy 
Manufactures Laboratory, was 
described as "shabby" md a "&e 
hazard" by Lian Fan, head of the 
diemical engineering depart- 
ment Fan said K>State's 
chemical engineering school is 
"internationally recognized" as 
among the better schools but 
added that its facilities were bur 
behind other schools. 

INDUSTRIAL engineering 
hides out in the shops uid crfCioes 
south of Lafene Student Health 
Center. Frank Tillman, {Hrofesaor 
of industrial engineoing, said Ms 
department is "grossly" over- 
crowded and in need of adequate 



ai»oe for classrooms^ offices, lab 
gpflcy fnA especial^ machine 
diops. 

Tillman said the dqiartmait 
would still be short of space even 
in the new building but said that 
the expanded space in the com- 
plex would be "tietter functitmally 
— and we have a better utilization 
of ^>a£e." 

Both departments appointed 
committees to draw up detailed 
explanations of their activities, 
the status of their current 
facilities and all requests for new 
facilities and space. Young's 
office then evaluated the 
departments' requests in ac- 
cordance with the available and 
projected money. Approximately 
fl60,000 in planning money has

Upon inspection of the 
preUminary plans for the 
engineering complex, several 
student members of the com- 
mittee raised objectims on the 
grouids that the plans lacked 
important environmental con- 
sidlerations.

E^igineering Building, a three- 
man team, commissioned by 
Student Governing Association, 
submitted detailed (Ajeetions to 
the plans on four gromids:

— The extensive use of glan on 
the structure's exterior. 

— The lack of consideration 



given to the use of eiteiior land

TOM KUEHUNG, fifth-year 
student in architecture, member 
of the Long Range Planning 
OommiUee and a member of the 
task force, said be does not know 
M4iat weight was given to the 
report because Cool and Young 
never sufficientiy discussed the 
report with the committee. Cool 
and Young said the objectioiu had 
bean taken into consideration. 

Kuehlingsaid, however, that Ms 
major objection is to the use of 
glass at called for in the plans.

He said not enough is known yet about the effects 
on humans oi low-level radiaticni over an extended 
period of time. Althou^ the ovens meet govern^ 
ment radiation standards, he said CU was urging 
tiiat the federal standards be stiffened. 

SAIGON — The U.S. military force in Vietnam, 
once numbering more than a half^nillion men,

A U.S. spokesman said the United States was 
speeding its redeployment of troops to set the 
stage for more American prisoner releases which 
are contingent on the rate of American ttwup ^iritb- 
drawals, under terms of the Vietnam 
agreement signed in Paris Jan. 27.

Wounded Knee : 
history of deceit

History took a giant, tra^c step backwards last week, 
today and probably tomorrow. Wounded Knee has been 
revisited by Indian militants. They hijacked America's 
ttme machine, confronted the nation and white ram wilii 
a "trial of broken treaties" and voiced their dissent. 

Many Americans were surprised two years ago when 
Dee Brown's book was published. *'Bury My Heart at 
Wounded Knee" tokl a vtrsion of the cowboys and In- 
dians and cavalry adventures that movie and television 
producers had tended to overlook. It was the story of the 
white man's deceit, treadiery and a t r o citi e s against the 
nation's natives. 

BROWN QUOTED an Indian who summed up the case 
agauist the white man in these words: "They made us 
many promises, more than I can remember, but they 
never kept but one: tb«y promised to take our land and 
they took it" 

Once again, the Oglala Sioux have been surrounded at 
Wounded Knee. However, this isn't a rerun of Dec. 29, 
1890 when 300 unarmed Indian men, women and children 
were massacred by the US. cavalry. This is a different 
chapter drawn &om the same tragic history. 

^t it shows how little progress there has been in the 82 
years since the massacre and how much progress is 
needed if justice is to be done. 

THE WBStOBY of Defect and abuse cannot justify tlie 
resort to violence of these Indians at this time. The 
taking of hostages only denied the Indians themselves 
some of the sympathy and attention they deserved. But 
that must NOT divert fbe natioa firom tiie quwtloas they 
are asking, ttie dmaads they are maiing and the 
remedies they are proposing. 

Tliese Indians are talking about self-government. They 
are asking for an official examination of the record — the 
recinrd of the day-t<Hiay dealing with tlieir people by tlie 
Bureau of Indian AfCahrs and the record of the year-to- 
year respect or violation of the treaties that the white 
man used in his conquest. 

THE INDIANS AT Wounded Knee are desperate men, 
desperate for a reform that has yet to take precise shape 

in their minds, and are militants who may not even 
speak for all of the more than 11,000 of the Pine Ridge 
Reservation. Of course, A.l.M. voices may speak for all 
Indian masses. That It took this action for Uiem to be 
heard says somettiing about tiie ttdngs ttiey wanted to 
change. 

Perhaps, Wounded Knee '^revisited" may bring 
positive results to the long unlieard cries and unseen 
damnations of the Indians. PeriiapB, noltibic will be 
solved. But American figm are onee again opened to 

their pleas. 

Or perhaps, or^y another chapter can be added to 
Brown's book tiUed "Bury my Broken Htert at Wounded 
Knee '73." Time can only teU. 
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If it needs fixin'...

ANNIS URGES consumers to 
keep aurbon copies of any letters 

cf complaint they send dealers or 
manufacturers. Consumers 
shotftlalBO keep copies of reoeipto 
and records of repairs maitlM 
under wan'anty, Annis said, 

Comi^l^ to the denier riiould 
be made in writing. Annia 
suggests sending a roistered 
letter to the denlff as soon as the 
problem arises. 

"In mai^ cases we recommend 
full r^ir of ttie product at »» 
cost, or a shared cost 
arrangement where the 
manufai^urer paya for the parts 
and the consumer pays for labor. 
In other cases we suggest an 
extension of the warranty to cower 
the repairs, or suggest the ap- 
pliance be returned for a refund, ' * 
Amdssaid. 

The MACAP has had some 
influence on the industries 
IIWHiBBliai in the area of product 
safety, Annis said. The panel 
received a lot of complaints about 
tile surface temperatures <rf 
ranges and hopes to get com- 
panies to adjust the ranges' 
surface beatbig tamperalnre, 
Annis said. 

Very few complaints are left 
unraoived. MACAP fidlows up on 
all cases until satisfactory 
arrangements have been made.

Some of them express uneasy feelings over the apparent 
lack of consideration for management in the park.

THE RANCHERS represent only one point of view. 
Wildlife biologists, range biologists, researchers, outdoor 
mthusiasts and the general pUoUc aU have a stake in the 
park. In some cases the stake one group has eonflietsiitfh 
interests of the other groups. 

I am not arguing the case for or against any group. 
Consideration must be given to every point of view. 
Oommunication between groups is essential to wrtve at 
Urn best possible solution. 

Right now, lack of knowledge is the biggest stumbling 
block to the solution. The ranchers may have a legitimate 
complaint when they say that sufficient planning has not 
been done. 

II the planning has been corafileted, the people 

responsible should feel compelled to publish their plans. 

Public understanding should be a primary concem to 
those who want a park. 

THE POINTS which seem to be least understood are 
' ^ose Involving land acquisition, management of ttie park, 
location of the park, size of the park and the benefits to be 
derived from the park. 

While some of (heoe areas may be subject to change, 
I'm sure the people responsible for the achninistration of 
our parks are capable of maJoog at least an intelligent 
estimate. 

A national park is something that affects everyone 
whether he uses it or not. The public pays for the park and 
should be aware of the costs and other impUcations belore 
the park is established. 

We should make sure that we want it, and in what form 
we want it, and then go ahead. We must understand it 
first, though, and that is where the people in ehavge of 
fianning have fallen down. 

Tlie pubUc must know and understaiMl the pailc before it 
can become a reality or a success.

Indians, officials

WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) 
— Nego^tions between militant 
Indians and government officials 
resumed Thursday night and a 
cease-fire has been declared, the 
Jiistice Department aanounced. 

Metliodist Bishop James Arm- 
Strong of Abmieen, S. D., one of 
die mediators, aaid, however, that 
gunfire had occurred in the 
Wounded Knee area after the 
cease-fire took effect at 6 p^m. 
CST. He gave no further details.

Senate files protest 
over wrestling trip 



student Senate went on record last night 
protestii« actions taken by the Adiletic DepartaMOt 
toward wrestling and other minor sports. 

The Athletic Department denied funding for three 
K-State wrestlers to participate in the National 
Collegiate Atfakttc Aaaociatlxm WzestUag Tour> 
naments. 

The senate dm appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the Athletic Depa rtment and ita poUcies, to 

be reported by the end of April. 

EARLIER IN the meeting. Linda Rischmann, 
past representative on the Athletic Council, said that 
the Athletic Council had approved the policy that 
new scholarships will be given out only in basketball, 
football and track. Minor sports such as tennis, 
wrestling, and baseball win not recrive new 
scholarships 

Also explamed was tlie lottery system to tw used in 



buying K-block tickets for next year. Name groups 
will t>e drawn and only on a designated day will 
students within that name group be aUe to bay K- 
block tickets. 

Long Range Planning Committee expressed 
concern over the uncertainty of its powers in regards 
to University development. Plans for the 
engineering project were formalized Wednesday 
afternoon without the knowledge of the Long Range 
Planning committee. The ccmimittee promised to 
check into what the finalized plans entaUed. 

In other business, senate defeated an amendment 
to tiie Student Governing Association's spending 
ngulations. Hie bill would have allowed $4.00 per 
person for meal expenses and IS.00 for lodging while 
travelling. 

Senate also passed a resdution congratulating the 
K-State basketball team hi capturing the Big Ei^t 

Championship. 



K-STATE HAS received a 
$250,000 gift to buUd an In- 
ternational Center. Though details 
for the content of the center tiave 
not been laid down, the bulUUng 
will serve basically as a gathering 
place or "union" for foreign 
students. 

Thou^ K-State has been given 
authority by the Kansas 
Legislature to build the center, no 
site has been chosen, Paul Young, 
vice president for University 
development, said. 

"Long range planning has 
discussed four or five sites, but 
nme had a ma)orlty of si^port. 
Ttie consensus was not to decide 
imtil we know what the project 
actually is," Vhicent Cool, 
assistant vice president lor 
University planning, said. 

John Payne, sophomore in 
p^ydudogy, Phil Neel, sophomm-e 
in business administration and 
Tom Ku^ing, fifth-year studoit 
in architecture, all members of 
the past Long Range Planning 
Gommittee. gave sqjarate and 
coinciding reports that the 
committee did vote on possible 
sites for the Interna tiooal Center 
and came up with a majority vote 
piority list. 

THE THREE students said that 
each committee member sub- 
mitted his choices of sites. The 
sites that got the most votes were, 
in decreasing order, the parking 
lot north of Waters HaU, a section 
of land near Thompson Hall and 
the parking lot north of Haymaktf 

A new education building h^ 
been talked atwut and promised 
around K-State for years. Yet no 
building exists. 

Young said ttiere are plans 
through his office to build an 
education building "sometime" in 
the Aiture. He said the structure 
wotdd be located "somewhere in 



the center of campus." He said it 
would be a general offices and 
classroom building but would be 
particularly planned to meet the 
needs of the Odlege of EducatioiL 
Young explained that the 
building, a $6.5 million project, 
would also include the Depart- 
ment of Psychology and possibly 
some offices for the Divisi(»i of 
Student Affairs. He added the 
ret^iest tar such a project has 
been made to the 1973 legislature. 

COOL SAID there is "no 
decision at the present time" as to 
a site for the educatiin building. 
He did say there have been 
"possible considerations" by his 
department which might involve 
"razing obsol^cent buildings." 

Kuehling said that Cool, at one 
time, indicated to him a desire to 
tear down Hoi ton and Dickens 
halls and put the building in the 
areas, now oceupted b^r tbaae 
structures. 

However, Kuehling said he was 
sure any such proposal would be 
voted down by the planning 
committee. 

"Those are two of the most 
beautiful buildingi on campus," 
he added. 

All this means that the Long 
Range Planning Committee hat, 
or should have, plenty to occupy 
its time and energy for some time. 

Howev^, several members of 
the past committee predict the 
future in terms that range from 
mild optimism to itrong 



ONE ACHIEVEMENT by the 
cmnmittee that has pleased most 
of the members has been the 
omipletiMi and approval of an 
eight-page environmental 
guidelines document.

TOPEKA — After a long and sometimes stormy 
debate, the Kansas Senate passed Thursday a biU 
desi^ied to put tbe state's abortton law In con- 
formity with the recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
which removed virtually all restrictions on 
abortion during the first 24 weeks of pregnancy. 

Basically, the bUl would allow abortion on 
demand up to the 14th week of pregnancy. After 
that time, the abortion would have to be perfocmed 
in a licensed hospital. 

TOPEKA — The Kansas Senate passed 21-19 
Thursday afternoon a bill which attempts to 
exempt common carriers in interestate oommme 
such as conunwcial airplanes and Amtrak trains 
firom the state's eonstitutlonal ban on the "open 
saloon." 

Sen. Cale Hudson, Chanute Republican broke a 
20-20 tie by changing his vote firom no to yes to pass 
the biU. Sen. Ed R^lly, Leavenwcwtb Rcpdiltean, 
had changed his vote from yes to no to create the 
tie vote, wbich would have doomed tbe bill to 
defeat.

— CqoI made the statement that Bemd Foerster, dean 
<i architecture, approved of the idans tor the con^ilex 
and was ''pleased" with the design. 

— Foerster denied Cool's statement point Mank and 
said he had not even seen the plans.

UNFORTUNATELY the 
leaders oi the Aroerlean Indian 

Movement have come to the same 
conclusion that Andy came toi. 
Unfortunately becaine ttiey are 
probably right. What "Reac- 
tionaries" like myself have tieen 
trying to get aotiss is that 
bureaucrats are primarily in- 
terested in self-preservation. In 
pursuit of that goal their in- 
sensitivity to the needs of the very 
people they are charged with 
serving can be appalling.

'Age old' problem of parking

The year was 1953, communist wtteh hunts were 
still in, Josef Stalin died of a stndw In Moscow and on 
the K-State campus students were oancemed idNmt 
IBikii« — specifically the peiMng problem of 
Everett Browning. 

Browning, a senior in ag journalism found himself 
confronting the newly organized Student-Faculty 
Tribunal. The motion before tribuanl was to (tismiss 
Browning from school fat seven parking tiekels 
which Browning had ignored. Bach of the tickets, 
among other violations, was for not registering bis 
out-of-state car with traffic and 'security. 



ACCORDING TO 1963 ^ffic regulaticn tf , a 
student was placed on probation upon receiving the 

third parking ticket and would go l>efore tribunal, 
which had the option of dismiasing the student on his 
fourtti vkdattott. Because of diftfculties In tracking 
down Browning's Nebraska car tag, he coountttod 
seven vidatioafi before he met his 



Browning argued that as a Kansas Cify Star 
oorre^ondent, be did not use Itis car on campus in 

the capacity <rf student. 

Rather, as a Star correspondent, he said he needed 
to sue liis car to fUe his stories quickly to compete 
with other newspapers. He did not register his car on 
campus so he could enjoy the privilege of visitor 
stotos Oiat other reporters have enabling him to tear 
up tickets received for having no registratloil and te 
parking in restricted parking zones. 

TRIBUNAL'S VERDICT was that Browning 
sboukl be dismissed. However, President McCain, 
htddbig veto power over tribunal overturned ttit 
dedMon,tallowing Browning tn nootinue in school if 
lie wou^ refrain from using his ear. TUs Browning 
a^raed to. 

The Collegian pointed out hi an editorial on 
March 4, 1953, that not only was Browning on trial 
before trflmnal, but in iriiat was tarftmnars seeond 
public session in ito history, tribunal itself also was 
on trial before K-State students. And tribunsi lost

It is 
presmdy owned by the sdiOQl 
board and serves as the main- 
tenance dq;iartment for Unified 
School DIatrtet No.

This is one of ieveral programs being devdoped by the lOd-America 
State UniversttlaB Association, a cooperative group of seven state 
wlvavimes Indudhigt K-State, Iowa State, Unlvenl^ of Kinsu, 
Univently of Missouri, University of IMbCMkn, Ultfwi l l^ of 
and Okkboma State Univorsity. 

THE ffilVEN schools are already cooperating by exchanging students 
in several undergraduate and professional programs enabling the 
indents to complete their propws at an ont^if-itate school without 
paying out-of-state tuition. 

The system also seeks to avoid duplication of programs in profMsional 
and doctoral fleids. 

President James A. UeCtiat mnAy olectad president of MASUAt 
outlined the programs. 



AMONG PROGRAMS outlined was a oomortium among the par> 
ticipating schools form^ to bring cultural altlictions to perform at the 
s^toob at a reduced cott. 

Other programs indnde cooperative efforts, under the Erection of tme 
of the memibv schools, to inltiale imivrasity programs in other coun- 
tries.

Corrections facility planned

Although the time of arrival is uncertain, 
MufaBttan soon win have a community-based 
correction center for men fresh out of prison. It will 
offer a structured environment for those with no 
family or home. 

The center, known as a "halfway house," now only 
extsis as a [H-oposal befiH% the Governor's Com- 
ndttee on Criminal Administration. It was written 
and ozonized by a diverse group of Manhattan 
dtizens whose interests are in helping the ex-convict 
readiuBt to die eomaiaiiiar emdronnoei^ Among this 
ffwp are dergynien, 
housewives and dfy officials. 



THE PROJECT is financed, hi part, by tbe 
community with help from the fiedoral government 
Several people have pledged to donate either money, 
goods OT sendees, wch as medlGal aid, constructton 
work and hmiber. 

Initial plans for the center were formed last year 
and were to be put into effect during January or 
February of this year. But die proposal never nude 
it to the governor's committee by the Deramber 
deadline, so the establishment of the oento' was 
postponed. 

According to Caroline Peine, member of the group 
planning the center, the proposal was not completed 
in time because of difficulty In writing it 

"There was a lack of time on the part of the 
members for putting this tiling tt^ether in 
required forin," Peine said

"We want to keep die men fai touch with m 
community after they are released," Dreher said 

He pointed to tbe high rate vi recidivium as a 
fiiUure of die prisons for not helping dw paroled men 
jceaiQttst to the sodety dMgr bwt bom amgr from io 
kng. 

"This will be die community's chance to offer a 
helping hand to men wifh no future, fiunlty or 
home," Dreher said. 

Topeka and Wefalta pf e aeu By are 

with the community-based correction center. 

"They've had a few problems," Drdier said, "but 
dnee they are subjected to yearly review, ttMgr piove 
some success by their existence." 

DREHER ADDED that there has been a fine 
reception to the idea on the part of the Manhattan 
Police Department. He explained the overall 
community reaction has been positive. 

Lawyers presently are negotiating for a site for the 
omter. When a location is found and shop is mit vp, 
the government wlU^ pay the rent. Dreher said 
Manhattan can expect visual results in late April or 
early May. 

The halfway house will employ three full-time and 
three part-time workers. There also will be two live- 
in counselors at the omter. 

The rules will not be rigid for tiie former prison 
inmates. They will be allowed to live freely within 
the community and Uiere will be relaxed visitation 
policies. However, the men still will be subjected to 
die various stipulations of partde.

British cinematic humor, at its best, is a fme n»e that gives so much 
beauty and «ijoyment, but sttU manages to prick your fln^. It also la a 
rare champagne giving such sweet sips, then bashing you in the fsoe 
with the empty bottle.

It would be unthinkable to Uame the crinie flU a 
member of "the ruling class.*' The whole family begins to fall i^art 
about here.

Jack's character, however, finally coalesces as the film comes to 
fruition. In a closing scene ridden with death imagery and true 
apocalypse, he pours forth in the House of Lords with bitter, invective 
over the lack of law and order due to "the aboUshmoit of puUic whip- 
pfaigB and hangings." As his cousin, who can oidy aapke to the House of 
Commons, says, "Congratulations, Jack. Now you're really one of us." 

The film is two and a half hours Imig, but cannot really be crlticiaed.

It finds its ancestry in Buffalo Springfield, as does Poco, 
la eharaetnrind by close harmony, competent instrumentation and 
CKcellenoa. Under the leadership of Richie Furay, die band has 
progressed through country ruck and now presents an albimi that is not 
centeredfo much on the country aspect that made them famous. 

The country influence is definitely there, especially evident in songs 
like "Hide the Country." But there is more versality involved in "A Good 
Feelin' to Know" than in previous Poco albums, as is evidenced in the 
title song and in Tim Schmidt's lilting ballad "I C:^n See Everything." 
The high pitch di the harmonies adds the tension that is required for 
excellence in any music. 

Like the New Riders of the Purple Sage, Poco tans grae beyond the 
initiation phases of country-rock and dropped the comniicelat gimmicks 
that instituted the genre. llMgf an noir ahla to praduea BRMle that wefl 
displays tiieir talent.

jmt two of the growing number of 
profanioiul athletes Out are 
ratumiiii toeoilege to secure Mr 
degrees. Their actions point 
toward greater emphasis that is 
potmeAieatSoneveiito the sports 
mrld. Both are now members of 
pnicssional football teams, Best 
iia Hnobacfcer for the Kansis City 
Qiiefs and Butler a fullback for 
Ibe New Orleans SalnU. 

WliUeatK-State, they both were 
standout players at their 
respective positions. However, 
now ttey are studmts trying to get 
their degrees. Best is majoring in 
Art Education while Butler is 
stwlyiiig for a nqrHeal IMttwilien 
degree. 

However, now after one season 
of professional football, they have 
returned to school at K-State and 
have some interesting tlrautfits 
concerning an education, cdlegeb 
life, professional football and 
college football. 

What are your feelings aboat 
your education now that you have 
I oat for a while as opposed to 
yen were hi school before? 
BuUer: "Right now I feel that 
my education is the most im- 
portant thing becmise now that I 
am in prafearionsl football, I know 
that is is not something I can do aU 
life. I've got to have som^faing 
tofaU badt on. I feel you have to 
have a college education to get 
amrntere in the world today. 
Imm I was here I did not diink my 
education was really that im- 
pntant. It wu not until I got out 
for a while ttiat I realized that it 
was the moit inportaat thiiig la 
my life." 

Best: "During my junior and 
senior years here my education 
became ot prime importance, 
ntrf^tmal football not a very 
stable occupation, it can end any 
y^. You're not guaranteed five 
or six or ten years of playing, so I 
thinlt education is very important. 
You must have something else you 
ma do when you'rt finliM widi 
football" 

What dWeronees did yea tbid 
between esli^ ant prsftiSiinal 

football? 
Best: "My expectations as far 

as pro ball were when I first went 
there, ttiat you first hear bow big 
and mean everybody is and my 
thoughts ran along those lines. I'm 
not what you wcndd call a great 
Cootbdl fan. I am not a student of 
football any means. I like 
joying and ttiat is about it. So far 
as the tfifferences between die 
two, during training camp in pro 
ball, it wasn't so much physical 
.work as it was mental fvesiure. 
Hie system in pro ball is a lot 
more complex than it is here at K- 
State. As far as ^fterences in 
playing, it is a lot more relaxed 
playing Cor Kansas Ci^ than here 
and a UH more reiponsibillly is put 
cn you yourself.'* 

Butler: "WeU, I played offense 
and th«pe is a lot of Terence for 
me between the two. mainly 
tiecause there are so many 
defenses they throw against you in 
pros as opposed to college.

Butler : ' 'The main thing is 
Iiobably a lot (tf them feel th^ do 
not have to go to class. They have 
to realize that they can not learn 
as much by just reading the 
material alone. Hie teacher is 
more qualified to explain the 
material and th^ will get more 
out of it rather than trying to pick 
it up by themselves." 

Best: "1 thmk what players 
need here is more acadonlc 
counseling and they need to 
becone more aware of what is 
available to th«n. iUso I diink 
they should try to get more in- 
volved. I think their freshman 
year instead of playing footbaU 
th^ should just go to school and 
gtt settled. Then when spring 
comes, go into the footbaU 
proffwn." 

Can you pin down any cause for 
alienaUon between students and 
athletes?

Dollar faces market alone 



LONDON (AP) — The U.S. dollar — battered, 
devalued and now floating — faced ttie rigors of the 
market today when foreign exchanges opened for the 
first time in 17 days. It lost ground in its first test in 
Tokyo. 

For the first time in 29 years the dollar is on its 
own, with no govemment committed to defend ai^ 
set vahw for it. Hie test of emergency measures to 
haltmwietary turmoil, which were ratified Friday in 
Paris by u na tions, could be crucial for world money 
and tn^ rdadooa.

IN 1971, a team of American (k>ctors examined 116 prisoners at Con 
Son, but concluded that all those claiming to be paralyzed were either 
teUiig or were victims of hysteria, source said last week. 

It was not known if those mea in tlw boq^ were among tlioee 
checked two years ago. 

According to tbe sources, die doctors' report said there were between 
100 and 200 prisoners claiming to be paralyzed on the iaiagdat the time gC 
the examination. One claim was as high as 300. 

Stories by the former prisoners echoed thone wbkA Om Son vetorans 
told in July 1970, when two U.S. congressmen managed to jpt into the 
tightly guarded island prison and saw ttie "tiger rages.** 

THE FORMER inmatea interviewed in the tao^tal told of being 
beaten by criminal prisoners on ordoito frim 0iards; <rf bavlng water, 
tear gas and other things thrown on them, and of being chained for long 
periods in crowded, filthy ccnditiiins — five to eight persons to a single 
cell. 

They dalBied that many prisoners died from illness and from wounds 
iitflicted bi the beatiniCB. Otlieiii suffered broken limbs. Food was 
meager and meifidne otbsn nonexitent, they said. 



Kansas POWs return home

For years, the nation's null Mndoe has hem « 
dum^F, slow Qpmtioe, which some crtttct havfe said 
contpares unfavoraldy with even the old pony eqress. 

Meanwhile, postal rates have climbed from five cents 
per ounce for regular mail not so many years ago to eight 
cents per ounce today. Another raise may not be far In 
ttie fkitnre. 

THESE HIGH rates have crippled companies and 
organizations which mail a large volume of letters, 
leaflets and newsletters each year. 

Continiially upward-epiraMng postal rates have been 
factors in the folding of several well-known magazines in 
the last few years — Saturday Evening Post, Look and 
Life among them. Of course, high postage cost wasn't the 
only factor leading to tbe demise of tbe geDeral4ntere8t 
magazine, but It was oM factor — any of pubttahers 
of Hieae magaiilnea will teU you ao. 

The public is getting tired of paying high rates. But 
tiiey are gettbig especially tired of pas^ Ugh ratoa lor 
poor service. 

Hie U.S. Postal Service — created, supposedly, aa the 
answer to the bungling old J9.S. Post Office Depeotn^t 
— is relatively new, but it's still bungling. 

Even that inconvenient little entity, the Zip Code, has 
done Uttle more than bring in some money from the sale 
of those huge Zip Ooile <jBrectorie8 on desks e ve r ywl wr e . 

IT*S TIME someone in this country started con- 
sidering some alternatives to the present pitiful oostal 
plan, l^e Magazine Publishers Association, shocked by 
tbe 1971 second elaas postage rate Idke, baa dona jurt 
that. 

These proposals have a long ways to go before ttney can 
be implemented, but they are somethhig to think about 
and could be seeds for other ideas on how to move the 
nation's mail faster and more economicaUy: 

— Quasi-postal systems. Companies diatributbig 
advertising circulars to millions of homes weekly ana 
monthly could take over daily genera! mail delivery. 

— Sample distributors. Companies which disperse 
phone books, samples and oUier items directly to the 
door of the recipient could help deliver mail. 

— Magazine wholesalers. They deliver magazines in 
bulk to newsstands but believe they could just as easily 
deliver door to door. 

— Oonunodity dealers. The door4o-door delivery of 
milk is an example. Milkmen now carry more than 200 
items other than milk to homes and apartment buUdings. 
The 201st could be mail. 

— Clustered deUvery. In rural areas, mailboxes are 
frequently grouped near the roadside. Similarly, mail 
could be d^vered to a central neighborhood location 
where people could pick up their mall rather than having 
it deUvereid dDor-tcHioor. 

WHO SAYS the government has to ddlver mail? With 
this responsibility removed or alleviated by independent 

companies, the government would be minus at least one 
bureau in its huge bureaucracy. That in itself would be 
an improvement.

Program, 2 per cent Rural 
Electrification Administration 
toam and Parmera HtKM Ad- 
miniatraUon emergency loans. 

Ihe budget also shows no fundi 
for rural water and waste disposal 
grants, forest protection and 
utilization programs. Ironically 
firior to the 1972 presidential 
election, the administration had 
approved all dL the terminated 
prograBis by dgning legislation 
which authorised and funded 
them. 

Many of these programs are 
essential and worthwhile, not only 
to the farman but to everyone. 

lOUU* la one example. REAP is 
an environment-oriented program 
in which federal funds finance 50 
to 70 per cent of varloua con- 
servation projecte, such as the 
amstruction of poodat terraces, 
waterways and drainage ptta lor 
feedlot runoff. 

These projects benefit everyone 
in that they help curb erodon and 
water pollution. However, without 
federal aid, many farmers will not 
eenstnict these pro|ecta. 

I urge students whose parents 
operate farms and students who 
are acquainted with farmers to 
(Bacuss the farm cuts with tliem 
and learn their opinions.

A city ordinance prohibits dogs 
running loose and lists maximum 
fines for conviction up to HQQ or SO 
days in jail 

"Up until last week it was $m 
policy to bim all stray dogs over 
to the veterinary hospital," Police 
Chief Willis PenhoUow said. 
"Recently we have felt if the 
owner of the animal could get his 
animal out of the hospital within 
48 hours of the pick-up time, it was 
notin^rtned 1900 the owner Oat 
he as vMattng a dtgr srdlaan^" 

THE FOUCV practiced by the 

police department now incl 
three dulMlels d action. 

First, if the stray dog 
cannot be identified by a 
registration tag, which is also 
required by dty onUnawa, ttie 
dog is taken to Dykstra 

Second, if the dog's owner can 
beidentlllod. it Is returned to him. 
AI! officers carry with them

The third step of action con- 
cerns a situation in which a dog is 
found running loose for the second 
dme and tin owner has 1>een 
previously warned In this case 
the information is presrated to tbe 
dty attomqr for Mtfon In ttia 
municipal courts. 

In one exception information 
was given to the city attorney the 
first time the dog was picked up. 
Penhdlow said this was because 
the dog had bitten saeMone. 

RECORDS SHOW that in the 
majority of cases brought to court 
for dogs running at large, ttie 
owner has tieen fined $25. 

City Attorney Ed Home agrees 
that putting dogs in the hospital 
hasn't produced great results. He 
anticipates more cases will be 
brought to court. 

The increase in stray dogs, 
which caused the crackdown, is 
shown in statistics at Oykstra. Dr. 
Jacob Mosier, director of 
Dykstra, said 80 dogs were ad- 
mitted to Dykstra in February. 

"This is an increase of 30 p^ 
cent," Hosier said. 



the change hi policy, 
Mosior has noticed a smaller 
number of stray d^ being ad- 
mitted. He said the n urt ber s are 
running about the same as in 
February, but he attributed that 
to Oie lai^ number admitted tn 
the first week before the new 
campaign had gotten under way. 

AT THE FIRST of the year the 
Manhattan Police Department 
aikled one manand ooe motor unit 
to the existing one«irit humane 

department. 

But since the recent increase of 
strays, these niai liave been 
w<»'king extra and equalize the 
work of three men, Penholiow 
said. 

The harm and damage done by 

stiays vary. 

Penholiow said damage to 

nei^bffl-'s yards, flowefs and 
gardens are often caused by stray 
dogs. Record at the police station 
show that citizens have com- 
plained about stray do^ barking 
during the night. 

One complaining citizen said 
she could not get out of hsr house 
because a dog was bloddng toe 
doorway.

Escrow still 
unprotective 

A one sentence revision to the 
Manhattan escrow dause was 

stalemated in a recent Gity 
Commission work session. 

The proposed addition to toe 
clause would have altowed a large 
change in tbe intopretotioo of the 
clauae. It would have protected a 
complaining tenant from eviction 
for 90 days regardless if las 
homing was labeled substantord 
fay ti» housing inspector. 

"The clause is too new to 
change," George Bedcenbauer, 
city housing inspector, said. "It 
has only been in effect since 
October.'* 

Chairman of the Consumer 
Relatimis Board, Dick Retnun, 
was surprised at tiw decision and 
at the Ic^ic not to change the 
clause until it had been in use 
longer. 

"How can the ordinance be 
effectively used if the tenant sliU 
has the fear he may be evicted 
just for complaining?" Retrum 
asked. '*The whole idea of eso-ow 
is that it provides protection for 
the tenant, allowing him to 
complain without fear. If it (tbe 
sentence) is omitted, what good is 
the escrow clause?" 

The sentence will not be con- 
sidered again unless mote than 
one case comes up chaBi9l|^ it, 
Beckenhauer said.

Connecticut, the second state to 
veto the ERA, changed its mind 
and ratifled it by a vote of 27 to 9 in 
its Senate and 9B to 47 in its House. 

Nebraska, the second state to 
ratify the ERA, reversed its 
deciaioo by a 31 to 17 vote o< Us 
unicameral legislature. 

KANSAS TRIED to reverse its 
ntUlcattoii last nuntli, but the 
leietiiding bill, in&oduoed by 
n^p. Harley Huggins, was 
defested by a vote of 17 to by the 



House Federal and State Affairs 
Committee. 

Hie Kansas Supreme Court has 
nded that once an amemfanent is 
ratified, the decision canoot be 
reversed. However, the ruling 
does not affect vetoes, which may 
be changed later if needed. 

Ten statu are needed to ratify 
the ERA t>efore it can become the 
27th Amendment to the United 
States Constitution, said Carol 
Chalmers, state president of the 
Kansas League of Women Vnrters. 

Even though the current Kansas 
legislature defeated tlie faiD to 
reschtd the ERA, c wlnw ei my 
over the proposed amendmenl is 
going stroog in Manhattan.

Gea John Mitchell testified 
Monday that all bugs he and his staff authorized were If^aL MitcbeU 
ai^ieared at a hearing on a lawsuit diellengtng man ttian 9M Justtea 
Department wiretaps. 

At issue was whether Congress allowed only Mitchell and eight 
MSistants to seek wiretaps from federal Judges or 
could authorlae other persees to M^iast wiretapi.

Asked if anyone else was authorized to sign requests, Mitchell 
responded, "Not to my knowledge, although I have since been informed 
I here may have hem w or bvo cases to which someooe else signed the 
documents." 

Mitchell repeatedly said he did not remember any documents shown 
him at the hearing by defense attorneys The documents included 
mt;moranda from his staff and the FBI regarding wiretap requests. 

IS TIIK COURTROOM were 27 attorneys representing numerous 
persons arrested across the country in narcotics, gambling, extortion, 
racketeering and Uix cases based on wiretap evldeioe. Blany were 
charged in "Operation Eagle," a major fedenl narcottos sweep to 1968.

Cmc YOUNG died last week at 
^e 72. Behind him he left a legacy 
of laughs, which began during the 
Dapresaloo and contlnuea today — 
although during moat of the last 25 
years, the famous comk strip has 
been drawn by Young's 
coUaboratcrs. They will 
to draw tbe dally atrip. 



Just about everyone thinks he 
knows everything about life 
wround the Bumstead residenix 
and about the "Blondie" c(»nic 
strip. The "Blondie" strip has 
appeared in more than 1,900 
newspapers during the last 40 
years and is syndicated in 60 
foreign countries. 

Yet there are some facts about 
"Blondie," especially at its 
beginning, that may Intwcat some 
of you connoisseurs of the comics. 

"Blondie" first appeared in 19W 
in the now-defunct newspaper, Oe 
New York American. At that time, 
Dagwood Bumstead was tbe son of 
a millionaire and Blondie 
Boopadoop was a pretty, empty- 
headed typist for Dagwood's 
tycoon CattMT. 

But this arrangement didn't 
work during the Depression, wlien 
money was tight and, as Yoimg 
said, "playboys and flappera 
suddenly weren't funny."

Geit Rtehard Kleindtent and Preeident 
Nixon has given what he called a "black eye" to 
Gray, who testified before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee during hearings on Us motion to be the 
FBI director. 

Sea John Tunn^, California Democrat, said 
Kleimlienst's action **clearly demonstrates ttut the 
attorney general is concerned abmit revelatioiK 
contained in the Watergate file. We have learned 
some things from Infonnatioii provided by Mr.

AT THE WHITL House, a Nixon administratton 
spokesman said support of Gray for the FBI post has 
not diminished and that Nixon had not abandoned 
him, as alleged in a newspaper account. 

"I have the improsioii Ifaat tiie President's sup- 
port is exactly the same as when he sent it 
(nomination) up, and that is full, " said Sea Hugh 
^Rqipott, Peiuaylvania Itepublican, a leading «!• 
mintotr»ti«ii i|wlt«tinan on Capital Hill. 



Scott said, however, that the administration 
su|^t of Gray "doM not include Om tateviriim 
spectacular on Capitol HilL" 

"The White House has nottring to hide," he said.

GRAY DECLINED to discuss what he called 
"matters of substance." In his five previous ap- 
pearanea. Gray has discussed data contained in ttie 
F'BI files and supplied, upon request from committee 
members, the information pertaining to In- 
veatlgAttons conducted by Us agency. 

Under orders given to him Monday, Gray said, he

U.S. diplomats and a Belgian in 
Khartoum, Sudaa 

Fedingi among tbe Arab and 
Israeli students at K-State vary 
from trying to understand the 
motives behind the killings to 
outright condemnatiim of the 
Kadi SeptettlAMr 0roiip. 

ARAB STUDENTS* reaction to 
the incident was disapproving. 
"On the whole, we didn't like 
Zahi Magberbi, president of 
Arab Studeitt Aaw^tion, 



Magherbi said be couldn't ac- 
curately speak for the whole 
group bat said agreement among 
the Arri9 students Is that the 
nuirders were unnecessary. 

"They didn't accomplish 
anything," he said. 

However, he tried to explain 
why the Palestinians acted as they 
did. 

For 20 yenn, be said, they have 
been hometoss, ever since the 
Israelis took over Palesthie hi 
1948. Refugee camps in Egypt, 
Syria, Lebanon and Jordan 
together bold ai^irosdniatefy 1.5 
nlnieB Pakatinkm. 

THEY FEEL the only way to 
attract attentioo, after more than 
20 yean of intenuttonal ne^ct, 
is to turn to terrorism, Magberbi 
said, especially againat the 
t^^fsraelis. 

He pointed out that since me 
"nobody says ai^tting about 
this." 

The shooting of a Libyan 
airliner over SInal was barely 

mentioned in the papers, he said. 



Another was in 1970 when the 
Israelis killed 52 grade school 
children in Egypt, using 
American pbnntoni |Mi to do tte 
job, he said.

PANAMA ~ The United States said Tuesday it is 
ready to conclude a new treaty with Panama on 
the U.S. -run Canal Zone, but is not yet willing to 
give up control and defense of the waterway itself. 

U.S. Ambasrador John ScaU, making his first 
full speech before the United Nations Security 
Council, acknowledged that the currenf, 70-year- 
old treaty "needs to be brought into Une with the 
realities of the world today as well as with the 
mutual interests of both countries." 

Foreign Minister Juan Antonio Tack of Panama, 
replying to Scali^s speech, accused the United 
States of wanting only "to diange the name but 
maintain the status*' <rf tbs Ftaiiama Canal. 

MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va. — One inmate was 
stabbed to death and two others injured Tuesday 
when prisoners at the West Virginia Penitentiary 
took five guards hostage, Gov. Arch Moore Jr., 
said. 

Moore, in Charleston, said the body of the 
unidentified inmate was found in an area of the 
prison swept by fire soon after the disturbance 
broke out. Officials would not raeculate on tat 
circumstances of the slaying and ft was not kMfWB 
how the blaze began. 

Two inmates were hospitalised for stab wounds 
in the chest, apparently received during a scuffle 
with other ^toners, officials said. One man was 
listed in fair CQoditiiin and fiie otiier In serkm 
condition. 

NEW ORLEANS — Mrs. Hale "Lindy" Boggi 
overwhehned her Refiublican opponent Tuesday to 
win a special election to pick a successor for her 
husband, who was House majority leader when he 
vanished last Oct. 16 in an Alaskan plane crash. 

Mrs. Boggs, who won the Democratic 
nomination last numtti without a runoff, heoame 
the first woman ever eleded to Oongnsss from 
Louisiana. 

With 135 of the 279 precincts in the 2nd 
Congressional District tabulated, Mrs. Boggs had 
20,538 votes to 5,090 for Bohert Lee, an atloRwgr 
from suburban Gretna. 

TOPEKA — A member of the Kansas 
Republican Women's Caucus said Tuesday an 
abortion UU which hitt been sent to a Kansas 
legislative conference committee would be worse 
in its present form than no law at all. 

Mrs. Gordon Hurlbut, Jr., Tonganoxie, Kan., 
released a letter to Sen. Robert Bennett, president 
of the Senate, commending ttie Senate for sending 
the measure to a conference committee. 

"It is good to know the Senate will not com- 
promise with the newly granted constitutional 
right to health and life granted women by the U.S.

During the Vietnam war, Nixon claimed secrecy 
necessary to protect American POWs, to keep in- 
formation from leaking to communist enemies and to 
keep military posittons and plans under wraps. 

THIS CLAIM is both understandable and acceptable 
during a time of war, even though at times during this 
war this administration's no-talk policy seem^ un- 



Hie secrecy this time, however, surrounds a 
oongreirional inveatigattoa of a Nixon nmninee to head 
the natimi's top crime inveailgati«n iMdy —ttie VBH, 

Since L. Patrick Gray became acting directtn- of the 
FBI, there has been concern in some circles that the 
actions of the formerly non-partisan FBI were becoming 
more and more politically motivated. 

Soon after hearings on Gray began — hearings in- 
volving discussions of the Watergate affau: among other 
things Nixon claimed "^recutive privilege*' protected 
his aides and stalf menibeci from toattfyiBg before 

Congress. 

The member of Nixon's staff that keyed the 
President's claim was John Dean, to whom Gray said he 
had ^ven reporto on the FBI's investigaticm of the 
Watergate in^dei^. 

THE SENATE Judiciary Committee invited Dean to 
appear before them, but Nixon said no. 

That was last week. Still no Nixon aides have appeared 
before that S«iate committee. 

It KsieUs fishy —to the public, to members of the press 
and toSen. Sam EIrvin, Judiciary Committee chainnan. 

President Nixon challenged Congress to put 
"executive privilege" to the Supreme Court test, so 
Ervin has recommended that if the matter becomes a 
court battle White House aides be arrested if they refuse 
to testify before his committee. 

Hooray for Sen. Brvhi! 

The growing secrecy in the Nixon Administration must 
be stopped. The veil covering activities in the White 
House must be removed. 

The United States is no |dace for a secretbe, sneaking 
under-cover government. The Ameriean people nunl 
know what's going on in theu: government m order to 
make intelligent decisions concerning that ^ivenuQ^ 
when th^ go to tlie poUs every four years. 

AND CONGRESSMEN, above everyone else, must 
know what is taking place in the Executive branch. 
That's what the system of checks and balances, 
described in our Constitution, is all about. 

President Nixon has challenged Congress to test 
pretidential power.

Senate votes 
to restore 
rent controls 

-if^^ WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Tuesday a pproved a nother 
year of prasidential authority to 
r^ulate wages and irices after 
voting to restore wtmt Sederal 
rent controls. 

But theSenate generally backed 
away from moves to listen 
President Nixon's approach to 
controltii^ inflation. 

THE FINAL version of the bill 
was passed 85 to 2 and sent to the 
House. Tbe "no" votes were cast 
1^ Sen. Marlow Cook. Kentucky 
Republican, and Sen. Mark 
Hatfield, Oregon Republican. 

Before approving the bill, 
senators rented, S2 to SS, an 
amendment to freeze wages, 
prices, rents and interest for six 
months. 

Tbe rent-control amendment, 
spomored by Sen. Clifford Case, 
New Jersey Republican, would 
apply to low and moderate rental 
housing in some 60 metropolitan 
areas, rolling badi rent Mket to 
early January when Phue 2 
ended. 

Luxury housing would be ex* 
eluded, leaving poshness to be 
defined by the Cost of Uving 
Gaincil.

Sweet Adelines' ambition 
to 'Harmonize ttie World'

the past few years, the Sweet 
Adeline have t>een singing to 
World War I vetvans, military 
trases, nursing homes and 
festivals around the world for the 
pure joy of singing. Tlieir goal as 
tbeir dienie song indicates, is to 
"Harmonize the World." 

The Sweet Adelines, an in- 
ternatioBal women^s barberriiep 
muric organization, is about 23,000 
strong. Founded in 1M7, the 
organization has grown until it 
now has 543 chapters in 20 regions 
located in Ausu-alia, Canada and 
the United States. 

The Blue Valley chapter in 
Manhattan has had its charter for 
four yean. Recently It became 
affiliated with University for Man 
in hopes of getting some new 
raemMm. Tbe group is oonq^oied 
of women from ages 31 ta 10 from 
all walks of life. 

"MANY STUDENTS WERE 

interested t>ut had to refuse 
because it takes too mucb time," 
Betty aark, president of the Blue 
Valley chapter, said, "but 
■tiMlents (female) are alimyi 
wdcome." 

Presently the Blue Valley 
chafrter hw 21 m«nbas but only 
17 are active. There are three 
sin^ng combinations in dw group, 
two quartets and the chmis. The 
quartets, "Sentimental Sass" and 
a new unnamed foursome, appear 
s^arately or with the dMri» at 
performances 

The local group has performed 
at several Ft Rili^ puttos, area 
nursing homes and maqy tinies on 
campus. 

The women sbig about any type 
of song — blues, folk, popular, 
ballad, gospel and spiritual. Many 
of the songs of the early decades of 
the 20th century are revived by 
arranging them in four-part 
harmony. 

"It adds harmony in the form of 
a tenor, baratone, bass and a lead 
section carrying the melody,** 
Clark said "Arrangement is 
ageless — you can use many old 
sonff now. when arranged hi die 
four-part hamuny/' 

THE SONGS sung by the group 
.'iren*t all golden oldies. Some 
have ctHne right off the top 40 list. 
One is "I'd Uke to Teach the 
World to Sing," which is one Of the 
i^roups favorites. 

Performances by the Sweet 
Adelines aren't restricted to 
benefits and parties. Every year 
the groups around the world get 
together to compete against each 
other in regional and later 
national competition. 

Each of the choruses and 
quartets go to the regional, where 
they compete with groups from 
the same district. The winner then 
goes to the national competiUon to 



winners around the world The 
national winner carries the title of 
"Queens of Harmony" for the 
following year. Last year this title 
was won by the "4th Editi(m," a 
grot^} from Otiio. 

"The goal of each chapter is to 
enter competition," Clark said, 
"but it in't mandatory.'* 

The only musical ac- 
ccHnpaniment used by the group is 
a fdtiA TfipB. 

"THIS ALLOWS the singers to 
get in tune together," Clark said. 
The rest of the time dwy ni^ oa 
their tiarmimy. 

In order to pay f «- such dilngs 
as costumes and travel expenses, 
the group relies on dues and 
donations received from 
engagements, and if necessary, 
the members provide for some of 
their own expenses. 

Formal musical experience 
isn't required to get into the 
group. Although some of die 
members have had musical 
training, a large percentage of 
them are self taught and sing for 
the pure «ijoyment of it. 

The theme scmg of the Sweet 
Adelines is "Harmonize The 
World," which relate to the 
proposed objective of the 
organizations. Their original 
theme song was "Sweet Adeline" 
from which the organizaticm's 
name was derived. Because of 
certain references to drinking in 
it, die group decided to drop it in 
fiivor of a more rtfned

"I have no information whatsoever on ttfi nAject," said a 
spokesman for the U.S. delegation.

THE UNITED STATES has been unhappy with the failure of the 
commission to implement a true cease-fire and to check the 
alleged North Vietnamese infiltration and other violations of the 
peace agreement.

Although the fighting of the Bangladtash conffict oeued 14 numths ago, 
92,000 Pakistanis — including 22,000 civilians — are still being held as 
prisoners of war in India, Pakistan's Ambassadw to the United Naticms, 
Iqbal Ahmad Akhund, said at a press conference here Wednesday.

Hall. 

AcconUng to the Geneva Convention, prisonert of war are to be 
rdeased after hostilities of a conflict have stopped, Akhund uid. 
However, India still will not release these prisoners, he added. 

INDIA CLAIMED SOON after the close of the war that hoedlities could 
arise again, which according to the Geneva Convention would allow 
tbem to retain the POWi. Tbore la no possibility of that now, AUnnd 
said. "We lost the war Md iWMndand. tlitn wmt Im uqmoff* 
hostility," he said. 

Pakistan had unilaterally released all its Indian POWa by November 
last year. India says release of the 
Pakistan's recognition of Bangladesh. 

India claims Pakistan surraidered to tha Joint ccmnnand of India and 
Bangladesh , Akhund aaid. "We didn't fvecpiw BanglirtBah or the joint 
command," he said. 

"We will recognize Bangladesh at some time, but right now it is not 
politically feasible," Akliund said. "We won't recognize it while our 
POWs are still in India. We tiave asked inctia for talks, but have gotten no

Concerning the new government in Pakistan under President Bhutto, 
Akhimd said there is an accumulattim of unresolved problems facing the 
new government 

The failure of Pakistan to write a new constituticm is one of them. "We 
hope by this time next month the constitution will be written and ap- 
be sidd. 



PROBLEMS OF SOCIAL justice also exist, he said, including 
econnnic development Pakistan wants a mhced economy in whkfa the 
state intervenes to ensure ttiat IndtKbry is woriting well, be said. Land 
reform and eduction are Ihnrttiflr proUems beta^ tadtled 1^ 

Akhund commented en the daiilnslanment of many countries with the 
United Nations as an effective power. "There is also self-doubt in the 
U.N.," he said. If people would look b^ond political and security issues, 
the good of tfaeir.N. is apparent, be said.

MCCONE SAID he relayed the offer on in- 
structions from Harold Geneen, ITT board chair- 
man, at a time when Allende fa^ a runroff 
presidential dection bi CMte. 

Then, as now, McCone was a director of ITT and 
also a consultant to the CIA, although he tdd the 
subcommittee that officials of the company were 
unaware of Ids coHttHMid tlMMHrtiaw Willi Ilia 90f 
agency.

That was seven days after the FBI general 
counsel advised that FBI information for the White 
House should go first to Atty. Gen. Richard 
Kleiadienst as bead ef i3m Justiee Department. 

WASHINGTON — A U.S. District Court judge 
Wednesday threw out an attempt by RepubUcii 
party officials to force 11 newsmen to reveal their 
sources and other unpublished information 
relating to the Watergate bugging case. 

Judge Charles Richey quashed all subpoenas 
issued by attorneys for the Committee for the Re- 
election of the President against representatives 
of the Washington Post, the Washington Star- 
News, Time Magazine and the New York Times. 

The newsmen had been ordered to appear for 
depositions k>eing prepared on tlie GOP*s side of 
three civil suits arising from the break-in and 
wire-tapping of Democratic national beadqpartars 
last June. 

BELFAST. Northern Ireland — Northern 
Ireland's militant Protestant groups formed a new 
political party Wednesday for an assault on 
Britain's plans to reorganize the province by 
giving Roman Catholics a greater role in govern- 
ment affairs. 

At the same time, Catholic groups, including 
guerrillas of the Irish Republican Army, observed 
a "propaganda truce" that was suggested by 
moderates to prevent violence from erupting 
around the peace proposals. 

The Protestant leaders went into four hours of 
joint talks and emerged with the new political 
party — called the United Loyalist Action Group — 
and an avowal of outright opposition.

COIN-OFERATEUdry cleaning 
is growing but do^ not yet equal 
the popularity of prcrfessional dry 
cleaners. Some consumers prefer 
the professional finishing offered 
by regular dry cleaners. However, 
coin- opera ted, self-service dry 
cleaners make it possible to do a 
large bundle of dry cleaoillg for ■ 
relatively low price. 

Manhattan has six coin* 
operated dry cleaners. Most 
charge $2.50 for eight pounds U 
laundry. The pnieeii tidtes irilHwt 
45 minutes. Ccmsumers must load 
and unload the machines them- 
selves, but attendants are unia^ 
on duty to assist customers at 
most of the establishments. Any 
iroiing needed has to be done by 
the consumer at home after the 
garments are cleaned. 

Manhattan does tave several 
laundries which are not men- 
tioned in the survey. Only dry 
cleaners are included. All of ttie 



dry cleaners surveyed also do 
laundry, so price of laundering 
shirts is inc^ided a«.a further 
comparison. 

One-bour servkse Is ottered by 
two dry cleaning establishments, 
Cinderella and DeLuxe. Ideal and 
Manhattan can give same-day 
service. Backman, College, 
Sowell and Stickel ^fer next-day 
SCTvioe. 

MOST OF the establishments 
will pick 19 and ^ver dry 
cleaning. An extra charge of ioH^ 
cents per garment usually is made 
on delivered items. dndareOa and 
Sowell do not offer delivery ser- 
vice. Allow an extra day for 
cleaning when items are to be 
picked up and delivered. 

Following is a Ust of prices only 
— not a survey of qtuUty. The 
conmmer would do well to shop 
around to find a diy cleaners 
wMch do» a job that suits hhn.

The Traffic and Security Committee passed a motion Wednesday io 
raise tin |irke M pwrUng pennlto as fdlows : faculty and staff permits — 
t2S; student permito— $10; residence hall permits — $15; s4iour reserve 
stalls— total of tip, tododtog permit; and ai^iBigfiiiania italli— im, 
inchidtag permit. 

The Committee acted on a report by ^^noent Cod, vioeiiraident for 
University development, which listed a need for $100,000 in additional 
revalue to bring all paiidng ktto 19 to the condttkn of ttie kMs east of 
KSU Auditorium. 

ACCORDING TO the report, the increased fees would raise abOQt 
$105,000 — $55,000 from faculty and staff, and ^,000 from students. 

The bill must now go through all University channels before it is sent to 
the Revisor of Statutes in Topeka for apiHXival. 

In other action, the committee formed a sub-committee to study the 
establishment of a routine fwm of questionnaire for reserve stall 
requests.

THESE SITES are the Topeka 
Veteran Admhiistration Hospital, 
the Kansas Neurological Iretitute, 
Capper Foundation for Crij^iled 
CUMrm, and the Parscms State 
Hospital and Training Center. 

In addition to speech and 
language difficultieB, die speech 
clinic works with organic speech 
problems such as cleft palate, 
laryngectomlea, mental retar- 
dation and patients who have lost 
their use of language due to a 
stroke. 

"We are also concerned with 
aural rehabilitation," Wallace 
said. She carefully speilod ttie 
word because it sounds like "oral 
but meaitt haviog to do with the 
ear. Aural rehabilitation hieluda 
speech reading and n^ig hoorlng 
aids. Speech reading is commonly 
refOrred to as % rendfaig.

Prison disruption 
ends; guards free 



MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va. (AP) 
— Five guards held captive for M 

hours were released by West 
Virginia Penitentiary inmates 
Wednesday after aiitlimities 
agreed to moat of the prisonen* 

demandto. 

Gov. Arch Moore Jr. wafted 
from the gray, fortress-like in- 
stitution with the guards shortly 
before noon and said agreement to 
20 of 22 demands had ended the 
uprising in which one prisoner 
was fatally stobbed and two 
others wounded. 

The govenior identifled the 
dead inmate as Willy Hale of 
Charleston. When asked how Hale 
died, Moore said, "I can't respond 
to that It was very brutal." 

The two other prisoners, who 
apparently were stebbed in a 
scuffle Tuesday with other fellow 
inmates, were listed in guarded 
condition at a local hopsital. 

Soon after the release, Norman 
Yost, an aide to Moore, said a 
"minor disturbance" between 
black and white inmates started 
as officials were removing the 
body of the slain prisoner. The 
trouble ended quickly and 
prisoners returned to their cells 
under the eyes of National 
Guardsmen and stete policemen. 

Associate Warden Robert 
Gunnoe said 30 to 35 inniates 
many with homen^de knives. 



were beiiind the trouble, but 
added that up to 200 of the 
facility's more than 500 inmates 
had lodted tiiemselves in the 
prism's south wing. 

Damage In the wing included 
broken furniture and televisions 
and burned mate In an athletic 
storeroom. There appeared to be 
mimiiial damage within cells.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union gave another group of Jews 
permission to leave Oie SffvlatUiitai wUkoit paying an ed ncatt o n 
tax that has drawn criticiuB in ll» UJ. CenVplM and CaoM flb- 
sirucl U.S.-Soviet trade. 

Moscow Jews reported Wednesday six er seven more applicants 
were told th^ could leave without paying the tax, bringing to 
more than SO the number of wodd-faa emigrants exempted from 
the tax so iar this 



UNUSUAL MOVES to draw attention to the exemptionB in- 
dicated they were part of an official campaign to offset objection 
to the tax in the U.S. Congress. Legislators in Washington have 
threatened to block the granting of mostrlavored-naluo trade 
status to the SovietUnion because of the tn and oflier dbstades to 
emigration. 

The latest step in calling attention to the suspension of the tax 
was an article by a highly placed Soviet joumaUst to the Israeli 



VICTOR LOUIS, a Soviet citizen who normally writes for the 

London Evening News, said Russia plans to stop charging the tax 
imposed last Aug. 3 as repay mait for free education given to 
emigration applicants at Soviet tostitotes and universities. 

Louis, thought to convey on occasions messages that Soviet 
officials don't want officially attributed to them, sidd the "tax will 
not be canceled, nor wUi any changes be made in the law — but it 
wis not ba enCoretd any

Sixty-five to 75 per cent of 
released prisoners return to Jail, 
yet 80 per cent of the country's 
priionera could be rebabUitatedL 
That is the opinion of Earl IMir, 
dtoirict state parole officer. 

"Priiom are holes and crime 
breadiag plaeea,'' Meocdb^ to 
Dreher. 

Fifty probationers and eight 
parolees in Riley, Clay and 
Manfaall (Munties are respotuible 
to Mber for their behavior. 

"We lose a great many of 
tbem." the parole offioir nid, 
"for Mveral reasons. 

"MOST HAVEN'T completed a 
high school education; most are 
untrained or unskilled; 
•ometimes they are unable to find 
an interetUng job, and this 
creates many, many other 
problems; and alcohol and otliar 
drugs are a problem." 

The dilemma between 
rehabilitation of criminals and the 
protection of society from in- 
corrigibles is one the United 
States has not dealt with 
adequately. Dreher said. He 
thinks tlie reaiKMitfblUty for 
treatment of the prisonen to • 
community responsibility.

to their coromuaittoe to re- 
integration centers. 

In theory, the convicts would 
work for a civilian employer for a 

full wage, enabling them to 
support their famiUes.

Hanoi Hilton prisoners 
practiced iron discipline 



. 4KDREWS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Md (AP) — Americans jailed in 
the Hanoi Hilton tapped secret 
moiages, tossed notes between 
cells, yelled out commands and 
maintained iron discipline which 
thwarted th^r North Vietnamese 
cftfrturs, one of Ihe senior com- 
manders said Wednesday. 

"Our communication Uik was 
at times tenuous," conceded Air 
Force C(A. Norman Gaddis of 
Dandri(^e, Tenn. "But we did 
manage by tapping on the table, 
through the walls, by tossing not» 
and at times just yelUng out vital 
information to the camp, so that 
we directed the activitiea of the 
wing. 

"AND IT WAS, we believe, a 
very effective military 
organization," Gaddis said at a 

news confrrcnce. "And because 
we were organized, we were able 
to thwart the efforts of the Viet- 
namese as they attempted to 
exploit us for propaganda pur- 
poses. 

"We had problems of discipline. 
They were not major problems, 1 
thiith the same type of problems 
you would encouter in normal 
military organizations." 

Gaddis, 49, said the moral force 
of several hundred tightly knit 
professional officers quickly 
pulled strays bade In Une. 

THE PRISONERS of war in the 
dd Frendi prison in the heart of 
North Vietnam's capital city 
organized themselves into the

Gaddu said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme Cowt i 
Wednesday there ii no GoosUtutiaul ri^ to 
educatiaa. and Una no oonotitiitknal rcroe^jr for 
disparities between rich and poor school districts. 

Tti e Umd mark five to four decision left intact the 
toeal pnpirty tax sjntom that plays a large part in 
HMlldn g school systems in all states except Hawaii 

The court reversed a three-jud^ federal panel 
that ruled the Texas sebool ftaandng system 
violated constitutional guarantees of equal 
protection because it conditianed education on the 
wealOi of loeal odMNi diotriete ttmmgh the prapfrty 
UutraUier than on the wealth of the state as a whole. 

The need for tax r^orm is apparent, Justice Lewis 
PoweB a«ld for the Bujorfty. **buit the ultimate 
solution must come from lawmakers and from the 
democratic pressures those who elect them." 

JUSTICE TIIURGOOD Marshall, in dissent, said 
the decision "can only be seen as a retreat from our 
falltarle oommHment to eqaaUty of edueatfonal 
mortunity . 

Oritics of the lower court had ^edicted what 
^FtmSt called "an uap i mnd e iited mfayri to pafcMc 
'iilticatlon" if it was iqihdd. 

ISw wiUxn^B general of 9S states joined in teUing 
the high eourt last summer that "a genentkm of 
litlgi^oil" would be spawned by the lower court 
ruling not only on education fioanoe but hi ottor vital 
government services such as police protecfion. 

Powell was joined in the majority by Chief Justice 
Warren Burger and Justices Han^ Blackmun, 
WiUiam Rdtnquist and Potter Sts«f«rt 



The majority denied its decision "in aqy way 
detracts frcKn our his^ic dedication to psUSe 
edncattm." Pswdl reetOed that the Ugh eourt 
described education as "perhaps the most important 
function of state and local governments" in its 
famous lfli4 decision onHswtag seM ds s og 
rogation. 

BUT. HE NOTED, "it is not the province of this 
court to create sulistanlive constitutfainal rights m 
the name of guarooM oqml proteettoi uodv the 

law." 

Education, he wrote, "Is not among the rttfita 

afforded explicit protection under our Constitution. 
Nor do we find any l>asis for saying it is implicitly so 
protected." 

The Texas system provides about half of all 
education revenues from the state funds. Tbe 
reoudatog portien it tatopd IB hwal dtetrleti ihniu^ 
the property tax. 

The system was diuHeaged in 1968 by Demetrio 
Rodrigues and 14 other Meriean- A m e riean parmts 
and their children who lived in the low-income 
Edgewood Independent School District, one of seven 
sdiool districts hi San Antonio.

San Antonio's wealfldcst district, which had 
property values of $45,095 per pupil.

THE MANUFACTURER dinted

HCP, once widely used in 
popular deodorant pnidiicts sold 
over the counter, was banned 
from all but prescription products 
in Septemlter. 

In announcing Urn bui. tte FDA 
cited the deatl^ of 38 French in- 
fants and a univeisity study 
correlating Ikvqtient battilngs with 
HCP solutions and brain lesicms in 
premature infants. §ut the agency 
did not tell newsmen of HCP's 
associatitmwith the 15 U.S. deaths 
even though it was aware of them.

"Just because someone happens 
to be bathing with 
hexachl(riH>hene at the time he 



dies doesn't mean be dies frsm 

hexachlorophene,*' said Dr. 
Mixiroe Trout, Sterling's medical 
director. 

The FDA records on fatal 
reactions associated with HCP 
cite instances in boqiitals of Ihe 
use of pHisoHex on burns and in 
enemas and vaginal packs. Tlie 
dead inelnded boUi adults and 
children. 

Taking its strongest action 
i^lmt HCP last Seplonber, the 
FDA noted reports that the 
French infants died as a result of 
bat^ powder acclctoitaily ooo* 
taining 6 per cent HCP, dotible the 
intended dose. 

Earii«r, bi December 1971, (he 
FDA sent a drug bulletin to 600,000 
doctors and other liealth 
professionals, warning diem to 
discontinue use of products such 
as pHisoHex in routine bathing of 
infants and adults. 

The bulletin cited studies by 
Winthrop which showed that 
monkeys bathed In a 3 per omt 
HOP solution for 60 days had 
developed brain lesions.

Kansas State 
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Pakistan on road to peace

Pakistan hW hem to three wars 
<)^ith India since its todependence 
in 1M7. Iqbal Ahmad Akhind. 
Pftkiiton's United Nations Am- 
beaiador. said, to his speech 
Thursday. 

"Three times we have been at 
each others throats," hesaid. "We 
can't afford it and we can no 
longer qieak of ai^ war except 
the one against poverty and un- 
dervelopment of Pakistan. 

^'We have realized the eoets of 
war and the mortgage It pato on . 
the future generatiiHis." 

THE EVENTS of 1971 and the 
breidcup of FakisUn are stUl 
remembered OuMigli, AUuind 

said. 

Pakistan had been geo- 
graphically leparated toto two 
parts for a long time and the 
problems this had caused were 
dtafecOy retoted to the Bangladesh 
conflict, he said. The East 
Pakistanis believed Oiey had no 

^^re of the fktilta of the country. 

^i^re was never any deliberate 
exploitation of the East by the 
West, he safal, bill it is true that the 
East had litOe hand to FaUataoTs 
affairs. 

With the govemmMt centered 
in the West, the West Pakistanis 
were in a more favorable position 
than those in the East to receive 
the ben^its and aid they needed, 
Akhund said. The distributiwi of 
jobs and income should have been 
more equal betwem the East and 
West, but it wai never that way, 
he said. 

In 1969 Pakistan's leader for 
more than 10 years was forced out 
and Yahya Khan, a military 
leader, took over. When the revolt 
to East Pakistan took form, Khan 
sent troops in to quiet it Beit^ a 
military leader, that was his way 
of haiMlHtig the situation, but his 
was the signing of the deed of 
«^^truction for which Pakistan 
paid with dismemberment, 
Akhund said. 

Foreign interventloa caused 
this dismemberment. Akhund 
said. 

"If India had never entered it, 
Qm eoifUct woidda*t haY* ' 
vtoM^'ltoMM' 



INDIA WAS harboring refugees 
tnm Pakistan, he said. The 
Security Council offered help to 
try and settle the problem and 
Pakistan even offered amnesty if 
the refugees would return, but 
they would not, and India con- 
itoiied to tot tonn stoy. he said. 

"There was no other way open 
but war," he said. The crisis was 
of our own making, caused by the 
rivalry Pakistan and Indto have 
long felt for each other. 

"We're at a turning point now 
and can turn our back on the past 
hostility and take the road to 
peaee." iUtfaund said, President 
Bhutto, new leader of Pakistan, 
released Mujibar Rehman, 
Bang^desh*s leader, who was 
held prisoner for most of the 
conflict, Akbund said. This was a 
move of peace and Mmtto ex- 
pected to meet with Rehmen soon 
after the conflict to discuss a 
settlement, but nottitog of the sort 
tooke place, he said. 

Bhutto and Indira Ghandi, 
prime mlntolercf India. <fid meet 
and signed an agreement. 
Pakistan withdrew its troops from 
Bangladesh, but further 
provisions of the agreement 
haven't been earned out There 
has been no restoration of trade or 
diplomatic relations of the 
countries, Aklmnd said, because 
of the continued detention of 
Pafcistanto POWs to Indto. India 
says tbdr release depends on 
Pakistan's recognition of 
Bangtodesh. 

AKHUND EXPLAINED that 
Pakistan was wary of recognizing 
Bangladesh without fhrst having 
release of lis POWs. When Bhutto 
released Rehman, neither todto 
nor Bangladesh responded. 

"With this to mtod how couU 
Pakistan be assured of the return 
of its POWs if it recognized 
Bangladesh?" Akhund asked. 
India could slm^ choose not to 
respond a^to 

•There is a tack of trust, butitis 
imderstondable," he said 

Pakiston proposes to recognize 
Bangladesh, which is evident to 
Bhutto's continued efftrts to have 
talks with Rehman, Akbund said. 

"Th^ are problems we need to 
discuss and until we've sorted 
, we mMk't rscdCiaise it** 



In response to a student's 
question, Akhund confirmed that 
about 30,000 Bengali soldiers and 
civil service personnel who were 
stationed in Pakiston at the time 
of the conflict are being held in 
Pakistan.

An Indian student questioned 
Akhund about Pakistan's faihtre 
to recognize Bangtodedi. 

"India has repeatedly been 
prepared to release the POWs. By 
not recognizing Bangladesh, 
you're trying to put the cart l)ef ore 
the hnse," the student said. 

Akhund repUed that tUs to 
further proof that talks are 
needed.

Handbook provides 
needed information

Although the average student spends more money on 
housing than on anything else, he or she usually knows 
less about it than about other areas of expenditure. 

Here in Blanhattan, students must be eqiedally 
careful that landlords are not taking advantage of the 
limited off-campus housing situation by demanding 
exorbitant damage deposits and providing substandard 
living conditions. 

Students, much less experienced than landlords about 
renting, oHenmafceiittiitolriii that coat tfaem money and 
unhap^ness. 

IN AN ATTEMPT to increase a student's knowledge of 
off -campus housing, the Consumer Relations Board has 
published Manhattan's first Tenant Handbook, designed 

to mipply students with information that will help them 
find suitable housing as well as familiarize them with 
legal concepts concerning tenant-landlord relationships. 

The handbook includes guidelines Cr^r finding an 
apartment, a student-householder agreement form 
recommended by the University , an apartment cheddist 
for aid in securing damage deposits and explanations of 
the Escrow Ordinance and substandard housing ooii- 
ditions in addition to the landlord director. 

The 54-page landlord directory lists the results of a 
survey taken during spring enrollment, including basic 
information about each apartment listed and ratings on 
the condition of the apartment, satisfaction expressed by 
tenants about the amount of rent charged and about the 
landlord's treittment of tenants. 

The students who worked to compile this booklet are to 
be commended for their efforts to provide students with 
the first informational guide to renting hi Manhattan.

RFK draws 14,500

"Negotiate with the National Liberation Front," Sen. Robert Kennedy 
demanded in 1966, and "I think we should morafdiead now." 

Kennedy was speaking on March 18, 1961, in Ahearn Field Houae, 
which was packed with a crowd estimated at 14^00. The speech was the 
second ol his first campaign tour, after lie a nno un ce d Macandl ktocy (or 
the Democratic n<»ninatian for president The q>eech oeoBTCdliia tiitn 
fhrae months before the aenator ihoL 

IN HIS SPEECH Kennedy sUtnuned PraddeBt l^fvAm JohniaQ's 
handling of the Vietnam war, saying: 

"Everytime, at every crisis, we have denied that anything mm wrong 
— sent more troops and Issued more cmifidentcommudques. 

"I don't want. . . to sell out A]neitoaniiitereita->tailmply withdraw. 
But we must a&k questions." 

The United Statea, Kennedy said, liad waakeoed its poiltlaa anmiid Hm 

world tlvough the Vietnam war. 

"Can we ordain to ourselves the awful majesty (rf God? " be adnd. 

''So I come here today, to ask your heip — not for me, but for your 
country, for the people of Vietnam and f or tbe peace of maiddnd," 

Kennedy concluded. 

Followtng his K-State speech Kennedy flew to Lawreoce, mmm he 
spoke to an estinnated 18,000 in Allen Fieldhouse. 

His lecture at the University of Kansas centered not only on the 
Vietnam War, but on a "item domestic policy." Kennedy advocated 
emphasizing fair housing and dignity for "children starving in 
Mississippi, (persons) idling their Uves away in ghettos and committing 
suicide in the despair of Indian reeervattom." 

THE ROBERT KENNEDY dream soon died though along witb Qie 
man himself. The war, that be demanded be de^scalated immediate^, 
ground on for ftve mow fm, white U JS. d ttzena vetod for "fiiur more 

^*aS rather than enacting that ••stem domestic policy" Kennetty called 
for programs have been cut back, cut off, eliminated and reversed. 

And K State itself, the school which gave Kennedy, in the words of one 
of his aides, "the most favorabte reaction he had ever witnessed," later 
reacted as itmigly taifavonidie Repitblicni, Rtchard Niion. ■ 



Congress has an opportunity to 
prove it is serious about Training 
the powwr it baa teat to tbe 
Executive 

It can support Sen. Sam Ervin in 
Us effort to get the White House 
counsel, John Dean, to appear 
before the Senate Judiciary 
Commttlee. 

Members of that committee, 
who currently are engaged in 
investigating the quaUflcationa of 
L. Patrick Gray to become 
director of the FBI, have some 
qaeatlans ftey want to ask Deea 

Large segments of the 
American public would like to see 
those questions answered. 
Congress has b^n looking for an 
issue upon which it could 
challenge the President and be 
ccmfident that it had the support of 
the public in doing so. If it has the 
courage to carry through, I 
beUeve It now bas the issue. 

PRIOR TO the November 
electim, the Watergate witch- 
bunt was being iNraaecuted by 
supporters of Candidate 
McGovem, who were looking 
desperately for some issue which 
would stave off impending doom. 

Hie Amoican public saw these 
•tfcrts for wbat ttuy were and 
rijected them at the polls. 

Now the questions are being 
adcedbySen. EWin,iriiol8amMi 
of high principles, has no further 
political ambitions and no great 
love for Me<3oveni or 
McGovemism. His concern is (or 
the int^ri^ of the FBI in the face 
of heavy pressure from the miite 
House. 

Sea Ervin pn^Kwes that the 
sergent-«t-«mi8 of tlie Senate 
arrest anytsie who refuses to 
honor a subpoena from tals 
committee, specifically Dean. 

This matter certainly will wind 
up in the courts. Congress has 
been leary of allowing Qie courts 
to pronounce upon congnsrioml 
powers. 

This probably was the reason 
the House refused to stvport one 
of its own members in assessing 
CBS with a charge of contempt of 
Oongnw two years afo. 

IN THAT CASE, it was a matter 
of the bounds <rf freedom of the 
press vs. congressional in- 
vestigative au^Hty. FranlE 
Stanton's reliance an Con- 
stitutional protection for his ac- 
tions, while subject to dispute, 
were much more firmly founded 
than Presldait NbKm's claim of 
ixvcedent for executive privi^e. 

It will take courage to press the 
issue, but Congress should win 
this one. The question is does it 
liave the courage? 



Gray's qualifications as an 
administrator and his basic 
personal integrity are not at issue. 
What is being questioned is the 
extent to which his concept of his 
posttton in tlie dialn of command 
and his personal sense of loyalty 
to the President may endanger the 
functioning of the FBI. 

While J. Edgar Hoover was its 
boss, the FBI functioned as an 
independent agency. White he wm 
technically under the attorney 
general. Hoover rarely acted as If 
he were reepomitde to anyone. 

This was particularly apparent 
while his nominal superior was 
Robert JSmmd^. As a result, 
when the FBI was called upon to 
investigate matters involving 
some other part ai the federal 
government, the public felt 
confident aU names would be 
named, without regard lor their 
position or friends. 

GRAY SEEMS to view his 
position as much subwdinate to 
the attorney general. His personal 
loyalty to the President may be 
such that members of the 
presidential staff may be able to 
influence the manner in which the 
FBI carries out its investigations. 

It is these consideration which 
the Judiriary Committee Anuld 
deliberate upon. 

Dean bas infOTmation which 
may l»ear directly upon these 
questions. Since Gray has been 
prevei^ ftom revealing that 
information to the rwnmittee. it te 



important Sen. Ervin seek to 
obtain that information from 
M^tever sources he can. 

The use of executive privil^e to 
protect members of the 
President's staff from 
congressional scrutiny is a valid 
exercise, when such questioning 
would involve the execution of 
their legitimate duties. 

Sinc% such staffers are not iih 
volved in pidicy -making. Congress 
does not and should not have any 
authority to pester them abot j^ 
how they do dieir iob. 

HOWEVER, in this case 
Congress is investigating the 
possihility that certain members 
of the WWte House staff have 
exceeded the tegitimate bounds of 
their jobs. At this point the 
evidence that such is the case is so 
strong that the Judiciary Com- 
mittee woidd be remiss if it fails to 
carry throu^ 

Some may fed that it is unfair to 
Gray to hold up bis cmBmm^ 
on this matter. 

On the contrary, it is his per^ 
formance \vhich is directly in 
question and if tiie c(Hnmittee'8 
qu^tions for Desn ai^ others 
remain unanswered, it can hardly 
make a c(»nplete detormination of 
Gray's fitness. 

For the committee to make a 
determination b^ore Dean and 
perhaps others appear woidd be 
unfair to Gray, ttie V%1 and As 
American people. /^x^^

"Deliverance" 
Confronting nature

James Dickey, who wrote tfas novel "Deliverance," and the screen- 
piay as well, is a poet of no nuO c^iabiUtifis. He twlds the Natknal 
Book Awsrd for poetry and has publiifaed several volumes of verse. 
Poetry, however, is not fiction in the sense a novel is, and success in one 
i^ode does not necessarily mean success in the other. Dickey's novel is 
viBry dsrlirirtlm of Hemingway, but with none of Hemingway's power of

The screen play &tils for the same reasons. There to aB

grow as a result of such confrontatiMis — Dickey's characters do not. 
Their man concern is to get off the riw and out of nature in one piece, to 
be delivered fnxn the impUcattflni of buggery and the girftt of murder. 

In spite of the Hemingwayesque confrontations they must undergo, 
they do not change, they neither ^ow nor weaken. Perhaps Didcey is 
tdttjg US that such experiences do not change peopis ^gflBfafiHy. 
Anyway, the undeveloped implications of facing die worst In men and 
nature is the drawback of the book and ultimately of the fihn as well. 

There is a great deal of truth in the film, in spite of the faults, this 
truth is largely the result of director John Boorman. The tension he 
builds throughout the film consumes a great deal of audience energy, for 
agmtdaidef «iieifytereqidi«dlodttittimi^tlito Boomianhu 
also managed to draw thebfst from Burt Reyndds, and a very sudsing 
best it IS indeed. He suffers beautifully and convincingly. Boorman has 
managed, as well, to kkk Jon Volgt out of his "Midnight Cowboy** 
stigma, forcing him into a very fine perfortnance.

SAIGON (AP) — North Vietnam 
handed over a Hst naming the last 
107U.S. prisoners it holds Monday 
(Sunday night local time) and 
proposed turning them over 
Tuesday and Wednesday in Hanoi. 
But the United States held out l<x 
guarantees that nine Americans 
captured in Laos wiU be freed at 
the same time. 

President Nixon issued a 
statement at the Florida White 
House saying that the 6,200 U.S. 
troops in Vietnam wUl stay put 
until "allU.aprisoiitn<if warsre 
released." 

WITH HANOI insisting that the 
Americans captured in Laos fall 
under contnd of the Communist- 
back Pathet Lao — not North 
Vietnam — the impasse ovsr 
carrying out the last steps of die 
Paris cease-fire agreement 
remained unsolved. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
(^legation to the four-party Joint 
Military Commissioa in Saigon 
said that until the U.S.

The name "Chicano" was 
deemed an historteal term that 
could be used to unify the 
Mexican-American people and 
en^le them to identify with their 
cultural history and their position 
as a race today, a panelof CUcano 
leaders said Friday. 

The panel discussion followed 
an address by President James A. 
McCain to approximately 200 
persons atten(hng the MECMA- 
sponsored conference, "Adelante 
Mi Raza," or "Forward My 
Race, ' Friday and Saturday in 
the Union. 

McCain spoke of the need to 
correct the low representation of 
Chicano students in universities 
and other higher institutions as 
proportionate to their 
representation In Kansaa's 
pofiulation. 

THE PANEL disctission dealt 

with the specific problems ex- 
perienced by the panel members 
in their home areas. Bert Corona 
founder and president of the 
California Mexican-American 
Political Association, Reles 
TDexina and Manu^Fierro of the 
Kansas Institute for Minority 
Empowerment were the speakers. 

Chicano problems were cited by 
Fierro as being universal 
throughout the United States 
wherever Chioinos lived. He said 
that problems of oppression and 
lack of representation by the 
system exist in Kansai, where 
Chicanos make up 3 to 4 per cent 
of the population. 

Tijerina said "the reason for the 
lack of justice, protection and 
equal education in the southwest 



goes back to the stealing of 
Chicanos' land following the 
annexation of the land 1^ file 
United Stotes." 

THE CHICANO problems in 
California, Corona said, were due 
to the "easily expltritoble and 
readily available source of cheap 
labor provided by poor Chicanos." 
He blamed the gerrymandering of 
school districts, the low 
representation of Chicanos in 
higher education and the high 
rates of poverty-induced illness to 
"racism, oppression, and ex- 
ploitation of a people's poverty." 

All three panel members agreed 
progress was being made, 
although CorcMia said progress 
was very slight compared to 
advances made by modwn 
technology. 

Fierro Uated economic 
development projects, the ex- 
panding of local organizations and 
the slight rise of college students 
as initial steps in learning to deal 
with the methods and tools of the 
system. 

In a speech .Saturday morning 
Tijerina stressed the need for 
"brottm^ood awareness" among 
oppressed peoples to combat 

discrimination. 

HE SPOKE OF the need for 
Chicanos to dig into their past to 
find their cultural roots as well as 
to exert their rights in instances 
where ir^ustioes had bera oom> 
mitted. 

Tijerina called on the establish- 
ment to realize and ccHifess the 

wrongs ctnnmitted against the 
Chicano people in the past, such as 



non-observance of the Treaty. of 
Guadelupe Hidalgo and the 
stealing of Chicano land. 

"We need to be realistic, 
educate ourselves, and lock into 
our past," he said. 

In seminars Saturday af- 
ternoon, resolutions were drawn 
urging a stody of the intolerable 
living cmditions of Chicanos in 
Goodland, Kansas, a study of new 
jobs available to migrants since 
the implementation of new farm 
machinery and a study urging the 
beginning of a Chicano 
program at K-Stote.

Medical care 
inadequate 

for inmates 



CHICAGO (AP) — Nearly one- 
third tt the JtHs ratpooding to a 

national medkftl survey have no 
physicians avaUaUe to irovide 
care to inmates. 

The survey also found "only 17.4 
per cent of tbe responding jails 
lad lidHtiM for eIcoImAcb, 18.1 
per cent for the mentally ill and 
9.1 per cent tor drug addicts." 

TheM were among the findings 
of the American Medical 
Association, which sent 
questioniulres to 8,990 i>Us 
throughout the counby In July 
197SI in a cooperative survegr wlik 
ttie American Bar Assodatiat 

THE AMA'S REPORT was 
based on responsei from l.lf9 
sheriffs, representing n.S per 
cent of tbe nation's jails. 

Of the responding jails, 65.5 per 
cent had only first aid facilities, 
16.7 per cent had no inside medical 
faculties at all. Other jails 
rqMTted having an Infirmaiy, 
examining room, cliolc- 
dispensary or other facilities. 

"Jails for tbe most part rely on 
community medical facilities to 
provide care for their Ininate 
populations," tbe report stated. 

Medical personnel werefound to 
be availal^ in jails "on an ex- 
treme^ Umited basis." 

The survey found that "in only 
440 — 38 per cent — of tbe 
responding jaik were physicians 
available on a regularly scheduled 
basis, and in only 58fi — S0.6 per 
cent — responding jails were 
physicians availidale on an on«alI 
basis." 

There were no pbytictons 
available for 389 JbUb.

Nixon practices 
politics of fear

Four more yean wm be a long time. My Tlmex paeet 

the "Nixonian" minutes — 2,039,360 remain — and times 
the inception of a new breed of American politics. 

Few Americans — liberal Democrats and con- 
servative Republicans — subscribe to President Nixon's 
boast iliat his seccaid term will be among tiie '*most 
^orious years" in America's history. Host know only too 
well that our country is still slowly cmergliig from a 
most unhappy, painful trauma. 

The Kennedy assassinations, the Wallace ^looting, the 
ghetto riots, Kent State, flie '08 DenMcratk convent 
Vietnam — the record is a grim one and it not yet spent. 

No matter how detached or isolated one's life is, it is 
impossible to escape from the urban decay, poverty, 
racial bitterness, fear of violence and political disaf- 
fecUon that have soured the visioo of Ameriea. 

NOW, AMERICAN politics has taken new adventuring 
avenues. However, governmental cosmetics can go only 
80 far in covering up the deep-seated blemishes of our 
land, cities and people. 

With **New Politics," the Pretidmt has ecmiprised two 
potent tactics — a politics of sometimes concealed and 
sometimes naked power and a politics of shrewd, overall 
appeal to the people, ov^ the heads of Congress and the 
press. Each tactic reinforces the other. 

His poUtics of power is making headlines by a fanudi 
use of the budgetary role, by cutting or winding up some 
programs and inpmmding mon^ appropriated for 
others 

The President has made an equally brasli use of his 
power over foreign policy — through highly secret 
decisions about war and peace and through executive 
agreements with foreign governments (e.g., dollar 
devaluation) without bothering to cut Congress in. 

LET'S FACE IT. If the Administration were 
Democratic and if the President were a Republican out 
of power, he would be among the first to attack this as a 
case of swollen powers sliding dangerously toward a 
monarchy. 

The powor swelling is obvious eoougb and could be 
dangerous if there were no Congress, press and "con- 
cerned American" class fighting it by their own coun- 
tervaiUng powers. However, his "New P<ditics" of power 
wouldnH amount to mudi unless II were backed up a 
politics of appeal . And sadly — at present, it is. 

As with aU "New Politics," his effort is fuU of con- 
tradictions: , 

^ He transforms the presidency by a bdd use of every 
power at his command but presents himself as a 
diamplon of decentralization. 

— He practices a diplomacy of high secrecy at the 
summit, but stresses the need for communication with 
"his fellow Americans." ^„ ^ 

— He appoints Suprmne Court justices who wiU be 
strict coratnictionists of the Constitution, but str^ the 
pres^en^ iByilied powm to the limit 

YET, HE GETS away with these contradictions. He 
does so because his broadest appeal is to middle class 
America, who feel a deep satisfaction about the war's 
ending and about the reversal of the hectic, changing 
trends of the 60s. 

This carries the weaknesses along with the strengtns 
— the fact that much of his popular appeal is based on 
the fears of the people: fears of crime, drugs, welfare 
coste and violence. A politics based on fear will last only 
as long as the fears are strong. 

If the era of fear in the cities and America are, hi truth, 
over as the President recently expressed, then his 
popularity may itseU be buried hi the wins his own "New 
Politics" is likely to make. 

But the greater danger is that the fears will continue 
and that a poUUcs of fear wiU find it hard to develop 
imst WIflMNit trust — between ethnic groups, classes, 
secUons and generations - « pottlifiS of fMur eamot 
become a polttics of hope.

THE CXINCEPT of the TaOgran 
Paik originated in the lS30s but 
because of the Depression, World 
War 11 and general apathy nothing 
was done about the park until 1968. 
At that time, the National 
Geograptiic magazine dedicated 
an issue to ttie national park 
system and pointed to the 
desirability of a tallgrass park. 

Between 1958 and 1983 planning 
was initiated to establish a paik 
along the eastern shore of Tuttle 
Creek Reservoir, The project 
failed in 1963 t)ecause it lacked the 
endorsement of the park service 
and because there were misim- 
der standings about the ptxk, 
Cdvin said. 

The current goals are to 
establish a park of about 25,000 
acres with a scenic easement 
surrounding it, amounting to 
about 30,000 acres, -or a total 
useable area of about ^,000 acres. 
This would be hnked to a system 
of parkways to lakes add to the 
Cherokee Strip Memorial in 
Oklahoma, Oohrfai said. 



Pieta back 
on display 

in Vatican 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Pletat Michelangelo's marble 
masterpiece and his only signed 
work, was put on public view 
Sunday, 10 mmths after a ham- 
mer-wielding vandal smashed 
parts ci it 

Pope Paul VI came to St. 
Peter's Basilica and 
congratulated those who restored 
the 6-foot-7, 6,700-pound stable. 

•'A work of art has been 
returned to the world," tiie pontiff 
told restoration expeita. 

MFORE SEEING the restored 
Pieta, Pope Paul referred to it 
during his Sunday noon blessing of 
the crowd in St. Peter's Square. 
He described the attack oa the 
Pieta as "an outrageom ftdly." 

Pieta, depicdng the Madonna 
healing the dead Jesus in her 
arms, was battered with a doxen 
hammer blows that broke off the 
Madonna's left arm and dented 
, her veil and the left side of her 
face. 

The assailant, LasdoToUi. 31, a 
Hungarian-born Ausbalian, was 
judged insane and confined to a 
mental hospital for two years. 

The statue now is protected by a 
gliat iUald apd a special warning 
s^tem against Intrwlen who 
oane too close. 

E]q|»erts said the statue had 
been "perfectly restored" and 
reflects Michaelangelo's work, 
not that of the Vatican 
technicians.

Some were totally 
unaware that Brown iday«d bis 
coUegiate baU at K-State, but 
they did know that he was a 
famous football player for the 
Washington Redskins, and 
famous players d«i*t make too 
many personal appearances in 
the Dowass Center araa. 

BROWN WAS about 30 minutes 
late in arriving at the center, 
causing piienty of concern with 
the group oC 25 kids who had 
gathered to see a "real hve 
football player." It took plenty of 
reassurance from Dixon flat 
Brown cared too sm^ to lat tfam 

dovni. 

"He'U be here, or I'M fly to 
Washington to get hiim." 

When Brown did show, the 
anxiety experienced during the 
wait was soon forgottaEi. Armed 



witii pieces of paper sitppliod lay 

Dixon and various reporters, the 
kids swamped around him 
looking for an autograph. 

Brown is at his best when 
talking to youngsters. His word 
carries weight, although it was 
hard for some of them to im- 
derstand the message be tried to 
conv^. 

IGREWUP inaoeighborbood 
just like this, Brown told the 

intent listeners. "I remember 
standing on street corners at 
night, drinlung wine or just doing 
nothing," he said. 

It's easy to get into trouble that 
way, he continued.

"Sure you'd like to drive a big 
El Dorado and have a whole lot of 
money, but youVe got to earn 
these things; you can't get them 
by stealing. You can't drive a 
Cadillac in the state prisoiL" 

He pointed to self- 
datmnination as the key to 
get^ig ahead in life. 

"Like Martin Luther King: 'I 
have a dream.* You can have a 
dream, too. But you gotta work. 
Nobody's gonna give you nutUn' 
because you're black. If 



somebody knocks you down, 
you've got to get back up and 
figtit even hard^.** 

BROWN ALSO said a few 
words about education. He told 
his school age au^enoe that even 

though they probably hated to 
study now, they had better do it 
because it would be almost im- 
possible to exoell in life without 
it 

Brown encouraged questions 
during a period following his talk, 
and at first there was a oomsktete 
absence of them. 

"You know, that the big 
problem of our people is we never 
seem to ask enough questions. 
Don't be afiraid Of the guy next to 
you latching, because he is just 
showing his stupidity. Somethnes 



it will be the 00^ way to team the 
answer." 

Finally one boy asked, "What's 
your phone number?" Brown 
smiled and answered, *'You can 
get my number from Mr. Switzer. 
The best thing would be to go over 
to his office and call from there. 
It would also probably be best to 
call on weekends when Oie rates 
are lower." 

Following the session, Brown 
paused to talk personally with a 
few of the boys. Their general 
reaction was one of wide-eyed 
excitemait. 

After that he left the 
youngsters to continue on his 
busy schedule. He departed with 
the same hope he had come with, 
that through sharing his ex- 
periences and philosophies, life 
might be a Uttte easier for them.

It was just over a week ago that the Rotate basketball 
team ended its season by playing what Coach Jack 
HarUnan caOed the wm^t game of the seaaoo and fiOling 
to Memphis State 92 to 72 in the chanqriiNMii^ gme of m 
NCAA Midwest Regional at Houston. 

But even though the Cats did end the season on such a 
low note, one should not forget all the things the 1072-73 
Gat tw Md witl Mi a tetni accomplished during the seaMO. 

THE WILDCATS ended with a 23-5 record, the most 
victorious for a K^Ute team since the 1960^1 season (23- 
4) . It was the fifth best season in winning percentage in K- 
State's modem basketball histocy. 

Hie Cats won all 12 home games, something that bas 
happened only five times in 23 years and will begin next 
year's Abeam slate with a 22-game home court winQiQg 
streak. 

1^ Gats won the Big Eight title for the second am- 

secutive year with a 12-2 conference marie, a full three 
games ahead of co-ruDMrs-up Colorado and Missouri. 

This year's Cats established a new record in field goal 
percentage, hitting 47.7 per cent from the field for the 
season and bettering the M maifc of 44J set in 1989-1970 
and tied during the 1970-71 season. 

The individual honors mad agcompiishaiants fena m 
impressive hst, also. 

JUNIOR GUARD Lon Kruger was named as the United 
Press International Big Eight PU^rer-Ql^e-Year and was 
second in The Associated Press venloD of the votiqg to 
Oklahoma's Alvin Adams. 

Kruger earned first team all-Big Eight honors in both 
whre service polls and led the conference in field goal and 
free throw shooting percentage. 

Kruger, along with Larry H^lUams and Ernie Kusayw 
were named to the All-Big Eight academic team. 

Center Steve Mitchell was a second-team choice for Big 
Eight honors by AP and UPI and was named to the 
Distriet Five first team. 

And Kusnyer made seeondteam sdectiai to <iie Big 
Ei^t dream-team. 

MITCHELL AND KUSNYER wound up as the fifth and 
sixth leading scorers for K-State. Ifitdieil scored 1,079 
career points, ranks first hi career field goal shooting with 

a 52.3 mark, fifth in rebounding, sixth in scoring average 
( 13. 1 ) and is in the top ten in three other career categories 
— field goals made, free throws made and free throws 
attempt^ 

Kusnyer scored 1,045 career points, ranks third in 
career field goals attempted (959), fifth in field goals 
made (413), sixth in rebounds (612), seventh in scoring 
average at 12.7 and is in the top ten in free throws made 
and free throws attempted.

Future iilgliways to reflect ecology

The highway engineer must use 
his kiHMrledge mid technical 
ddlity in planning future high- 
ways to protect the envinnnieiit, 
Edward Vest, of Ibe En- 
vironmental 
said Friday. 

Vest, spesldng at die Kansas 
Highway Engineering conference, 
which was here lliursday and 
Friday, said the highway engineer 
must focus upon two categories in 
future highway plaiuiing — the 
urban Ughway and the rural higb- 
way. 

VEST LISTED the main 
l»otaieiQs resisting from urban 
highways as noise and air 
pollution and undesirable social 
effects. 

"In 1970 gasoline-powered 
motor vehicles cixitributed 50 per 
cent of l^drocarboiis, 70 per cent 
of the carbon monoxide and 30 per 
cent of the nitrogen oxides emitted 
into the air," Vest said. 

''Realizing this, the government 
under the authority of Clean Air 
Act of 1970, has required 0ie 
automotive industry to reduce 
pollutants from new vehicles by 90 
per cent. Some manufacturers 
daim tboy canH possibly meet the 
vm emmisiion cootrol level. " 

Vest added there could be an * 
extension granted but to date all 
such extension requests have been 
denied. 

HE LISTED the Mazda as 
among die first cars to owet the 
1975 standards using a Wanket 
engine with a thermal reactor for 
emUKion cantral, but eipleinad 
the present reductim in exhaust 
emissions is being offset by the 
increashig number of am on the 
road each year. 

' 'The amount of pollutants in the 
air is dependent upon die quantity 
emitted from each car, the 
number of cars beii^ operated, 
and Uie i^ie of the cars/' Vast 
said. AutanobUes emit 90 per cenl 
of the lend found in urban air. 

"Realising that lead may 
eventually become a serious 
health problem, the government 
lias eneouraged autombUle 
manufieturers to develop engines 
ukrhich do not required lead ad- 
ditive gas," he sa^ 

FUTURE FREEWAYS diould 
be built through commercial or 
industrial areas rather than 
through the residential neigh- 
borhoods to avoid exposing 
residents to air pathillon» te 
suggested. 

He also cautioned that In 



to protect the environmcott tt Is 
advisable that highways dM be 
built in areas already ap- 
proachtaig the allowable limits for 
concentration of pollutants. 

Noise pollution was defined by 
Veet m "aowd wMioiit vahw."* 

He estiflsated Uiet noise 
polhitlon Is Ibe most torttattaig of 
all poUutions iMCBUse it affM^ tlie 
indtvidael direetilsr. 

The two sources of noise 
pollution Vest attributed to 
machines and tires. 

Mechanical noises originate 
fttrn high engine rpms or loud 
exhaust systems and tire noise is 
related to the vehicle speed in 
miles per hour. 

"The faster the tire is turning, 
the louder the noise," Vest said. 
'*Ttttdts are Hw want o f fen dirs.*' 

TO CONIROL noise poUution 
Vest suggested erecting barriers 
between vehicles and the 
recipients of noise, using 
vegetative screens and prevkUng 
depressed freeways. 

"The vegetative screen may 
psychologically reduce the un- 
pleasant experience of noise 
pollitfion by simply hiding the 
vehicles. If the source is not 
visible, the noise nuy not seem as 
hanta or irritatliig«** tat said. 

The use of de|ireued freeways 
to eliminate noise can add to air 
pollution, Vest warned. Exhaust 
emissions concentrate In the 
depression where they may ad- 
versely affect the people using the 
faculty. 

"The development of the urban 
highway w freeway may lead to 
many sociolo0eel probleim," 
Vesttaid. 

HE SAID these problems could 
be the division of neighborhoods, 
the division and displacement of 
ethidc groups, ttie realignment of 

school districts, the reduction of 
tax pn^terty and the demise <tf 



effect on wildlife 
by the use of herbicides; 
billboards detract from the 
natural landscape; and the 
construction of the highways leads 
to wotioo, dianndiiation and 



"Billboards mar, and in some 

cases, completely hide the view <^ 
ihe country next to a highway," 
Vest said. "They may also be a 
hazard to safe travel as drivers 
divert their attention to read 
ettdiy - *♦

Court to judge wiretap use 



WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government Monday won a 
hearing before the Supreme Court 
in its attempt to save evidence 
gathered in doaens of wireta|iB 
that have been rendmred u s ate i t 
by a lotwer court 

If the evidence la barred, said 
the Justice Department, "a major 
disruption in the government's 
efforts to control organiied 
eriine" cmdd reaiilt 

THE HIGH COURT agreed to 

hear some time next fall the 
government's appeal of a rulii^ 
last October by the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Richmond that wiretaps 
not approved by the attorney 
general or an assistant attorney 
general were illegal. 

The challenged taps were ap- 
proved between 1M0 and im by 
Sol Lindenbaum, executive 
assistant to tben-Atty. Gen. John 
MttdieO. 

In the 1968 Omnibus Control and 
Safe Streets Act, Congres ap- 
proved wiretaps when supervised 
by judges after authoiliattai by 
the attorney generaL 

The government maintained 
Uiat Mitchell was personally 
responsible for the ai^licationB 
signed by Undenbaum, who a^ed 
as Mitchell'a "altar ego In MKh 
matters." 

SINCE NOVEMBER IS71, aU 
applications to judges tor 
wtretapa have been signed by the 
attorney general, according to a 
spokesman of the Justice 
Department 

The circuit court ruling 
prevented the government from 
using wiretapped evidence in a 
Baltimore narcotics b-ial. 

The government said that 
ossratially the same situation is 
presented in 18 cases now perriing 
in circuit courts and in 35 cases in 
various dtetrlct courts. 

The court, over the objection of 
Justice William Douglas, denied a 



hearing to Harvard Prof. Samuel 
Popkin in his effort to ci«ate a 
"scholar's immunity" from grand 
jury questiming. 

POLITICAL SCIENTIST 
Popkin spent seven days in jail 
lut year for refusing to answer 
questions in a probe of ttie Pe& 
tagon Papers case. 

He refttsad to 



fid«itialsourQes on his specialty, 
American involvement in In- 
dochina, or to reveal whether he 
discussed the papers wiUi Danid 
Ellsberg before Ellsberg rdeaaed 
the classified docunMrnta to 
newspapers last year.

TOPEKA — Itae Board of Regents hopes to be 
able to announce its sdection ol a new chancellor 
for the University of Kansas at its April 21 meeting 
in Lawrence, regents chairman Jess Stewart at 
Wamego said Monday. 

Stewart issued a statement maiog tlie search lor 
a new chanceilor to reftam RaynMnd Mdialt, 
who is retiring lator this year, 'laappmelilngtlie 
final phase." 

He said the number of candidates has been 
reduced from about 30 who were interviewed Ity a 
"campus advisory conmiittee" to a "small 
number," and the search conunittee should have 
this list narrowed down to five candidates by the 
end of this week. 

KINGSTON. Jamaica — Sir Noei Coiraid — 

playwright, author, actor, director, producer, wit 
— died of a heart attack shortly after daybreak 
Monday at his vacation home on this Caribbean 
island. 
He was 73. 

Death came suddenly but peacefolly, his London 
secretary saldt ending a career of more than half a 

century. 

It came at a time when many of his works were 
enjoying a successful revival in London and New 
York. 

SAIGON — Truong Dinh Dzu, a peace candidate 
in the I%7 presidential election, was released from 
jaU Monday after nearly five years as one of South 
Vietnam's best known political prisoners. 

The 56-year-old lawyer was reported by his 
daughter to be sick and weai7 after returning 
home from Chi Hoa Prison in Saigon. He remained 
in seclusion. 

The release was viewed as an attempt by 
President Nguyen Van Itiieu to burnish his image 
before his visit next week with President Nixon 
and U.S. congressional leaders. 

During the 1967 election campaign, Dzu ad- 
vocated negotiations with the Viet Cong, arguing 
that such talks eventually would lead to a t^ of 
coalition government In the Soudi. 

CAIRO — President Anwar Sadat took full 
personal charge of his government Monday night, 
warning that the situation in the Middle East '*has 
become very explosive, and could explode at any 
moment.*' 

Sadat criticized Washington's apparent decision 
to give Israel even more warplanes after Premier 
Gdda Metr's visit, *'to frighten the Arabs." 

"I think the United States position is very dear, 
she wants us to accept a partial settlement and 
concessions which would lead to a phased Arab 
capitulation to Israel," he said. 

He accused Washington and Tel Aviv of coor- 
dinating their policies and called upon Egypt's 
political leadership to prq[»are for the seembgly 
hievitabte war of liberation whUe Egypt omitlniBS 
diptomatie efforts.

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TERRARIUMS . . . pOfHilar attractions In many homas. 

Terrariums fashioned 
from many containers

Terrariums have recently 
become tNipiilnr attra^iau In 
many dorm rooou, l^ttrtQMiria 
and homes. 

"One reuoo fdr tibetr popularity 
may te the ecology kick," Ted 
WllUaiiu, senior in hcNrticuitiire 
said. "People are caring more 
about plants, so they buy 
terrariums because ttu^ take 
little time ami care." 
SOME PEOPLE Vkm terrariums 
simply because they are difltaant 
and eye-appealing. 

"It it rewardbig to watch tiie 
plants grow and they are good 
conversation pieces in many 
hoaiee," laM Diane Havenstein, 
an enipkya at Ifuhatttn Floral 
Co. 

WlUams and Ua fiaaoee make 

the terrariums and sell them. He 
worked in a floral slwp over 
Chriatmai vacation, and decided 
to make and sell tiiam to aava 
money to get married. 

WUUanu exptained tlwt the 
process he uses to make 
terrariums is a littfe different 
from moit odMn. He itartt with a 
layer of spaghum sheet moss 
which he believes adds to the 
beauty of the tmarhm and glvet 
it a woodigr elfoet. 



Union plans 
camping trip 

Plans for an extended canqitng 
and backpackiQg trip Hay 12 
ttirough 19 win be diacussed in an 
informational meeting at 7:30 
p.m.

"This can be done in almost any 
way and can be left completely to 
the imaginatiai," be said. "A 
specific scene can be created by 
using big plants for trees and little 
plaate for shrubs. Tiqy ootoed 
rocks can be used to represoit a 
stream or wat^all. Then a small 
bridge or periiape a little frog can 
be added to complete the scene." 

There are two different kinds of 
terrariums, open ai^ doMd. 
Oosed terrariums are in con- 
teirvers with some kind of lid, 

TERRARIUMS SHOULD be 

kept out of dkeet suoUght berane 

the plants b«rome too hot in the 
closed containers, Havenstein 
explained. Hie biggest problem 
with caring for terrariums is 
adding too much or not enough 
water. 

"Closed terrariums hardly need 
any water, maybe only about a 
qpoonAil every i&x mondis," she 
said. If there is too much moisture 
tai^de, simply take off the lul for 
awliile. die adiM. 

Williams pointed out that too 
much moisture will cause the 
plants to develop fungus or 
mildew. He siM*ays his terrariums 
with a fungicide to prevent this 
problem. 

THE PRICES for terrariums 
range frmn about ^ to 140. 
Williams makes terrariums as 
inexpensively as possible. Some 
people bring their own containers. 
He said he has made one in a 10- 
gallon water bottle for which he 
charged $42 and estimated he has 
told about 25 terrariums. 

Terrariiuns have been made in 
rarious kln^ of containers such 
as fishbowls, candy jars, wine 
bottles, apothecary jars, brandy 
snifters, miUc bottles, or new 
plastic cutMS or demies. 

Williams said one of the most 
uniqiK terrariums iie has made 
was put in a VeeX tube which was 
only one inch wide at the top and 
three or four inches wide at the 
bottom. Other unusual terrariums 
he has seen have had live animals 
such as chsmehMWs inside.

Watchdog slams Nixon plan

The family farmer has been 
dealt out of tiie recommoidod 1974 
fiscal budget and the Nbieii ad> 
ministration is pursuing a pdicy 
of eventual large scale corporate 
farming, according to Watchdog 
White Paper number two. 

Watchdog is a campus non- 
partisan political awaroneta 
group that tries to inform the 
public about imp<rtant current 
political issues by pubUaUng foct 
sheets — White Papers — and 
working through the media. 

THE NIXON administration has 
recommended terminating a 
number of farm programs, in- 
cluding the Itural Environmental 
Assistance Program (REAP), 
Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration (REA) Umm and 
farm subsidies. 

Even though funding foe REAP 
has passed both the House of 
iiepr^nLa lives and the Senate 
by a majority great enough to 
override a veto^ Nixon still could 
impound the hinds ior the farm 
programs — tff actively ter- 
minating the prqgrama, tbopvmr 
stales. 

In Riley County alone last year, 
150 farms benefited from $32,000 
in REAP funds, the paper ex- 
plained Two feedlot runoff |dls 
were included last year, and 
another five to 10 such pits had 
bem ptaaoed for tUs yeftr. 

ANOIHER PROGRAM Wat- 

chd<^ members are ooocemed 
about, RE A, also seems doomed 
Instead of the two per cent rural 
electrification loans now offered, 
the Nixon adminisbration has 
suggested that rural electric 
cooperatives obtain five per cent 
loans from the Rural DeveIo$>- 
mmt Act or borrow from com- 
mercial maaesf lenders at sub- 
stanltaUy higher interest rates. 

"Changes are needed in farm 
subsidies," Dan Cofran. Wat- 
chdog member, said, but tlie 
Nbcon admhiistration has chosen 
to terminate the programs instead 
of reforming them. 

"Perhaps the subsidy program 
in its present form has outlived its 
usefulness, but it's wholesale 
torminatton have drastic 
effects on the smaller family 
farmer, the White Paper reports. 
'*The larger farms and corporate 
farms will be more financially 
able to handle the lower prices 
through increased production on 
larger land boldlagi. 

"BUT TERMlNAnON of the 

subsidies deals a regressive blow 
— it harms the smaller farmer 
more than the larger fanner. Tbm 
overall effect will be the failure of 
small, fantily farms and the 
growth of large, corporate 
farms," the paper reports. 
In adcUtion to national farm 
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problems, the Watchdog com- 
mittee published a «ipfdement on 
state legislation on farming. 

"Coiporate farms are 
diseottraged In Kansas," Cofran 
said. Kansas law states ttiat a 
corporation cannot farm more 
than 5,000 acr» within the slate. 
However, the law has no teeth. 
Cofran explained, ttecause cor- 
porations are not requhod to Ust 
their land hiddinp. 

Under a new bill currently 
before the Kan-. is Senate 
Agriculture and Judiciary 
committees, a corporation Is 
required to disclose how much 
land it owns, is being used for 
farming, or could be used for 
agricultural purposes. Cor~ 
porations would also have to 
report their out-of-stato holdings 
to the state government 



tVBL OUT'Of'-STATE hidings 
will be required to be reported 
because sonw large corporations 
may operate large farms at a tax 

loss — I 
cannot do. 

The bill, calling for disclosure of 
agricultural land holdings, passed 
the Kansas House of Represcn* 
tatives unanimously. Howev^. 
Cofran anticipates some op- 
position to the bill in the Senate. 
Because of this, the Watchdog 
^oup will set up a table in die 
Union today to distribute post- 
cards to be mailed to state 
senators on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee.

Jim Fischer, of Univenity 
Jewders^ cKptained 0iat gold was 
put on the stabilized market in 
IIM at a price of approximately 
IMan MBM. About two yam ago 
it was returned to the open 
market, and this has been the 
Uggeat iMtor to tbe rlitng priees. 
Another 10 per cent increase was 
added to the price foUowing the 
raorat doiar dralnation. 

"Now the jewelry industry is 
egq^arianeiDg the price raises that

had over the years, " Fischer said,

"The poor retailer doesn't know 
from day to day what be'U be 
charged for merchandise," ac- 
cording to a l a ptwa i il i tiw tai 
Holiday Jewelen. 

**Tbe jeweler ia more aware cf 
the price changes than the 
cuftomor," he continued, 
'^because the customer Ito't 
usually aware «f what the pfieet 
were before. 

'*If the price of gold goes up 10 
per cent, the price of a i4-carat 
gold ring shouldn't go up 10 per 
cent," the H(diday dealer said. 

IIK fc:XPLAINED that a 14- 
carat gold item means that 14 of 
die total 24 components of the ring 
are gold, with the other 10 being 
aiioy. The manufacturer bills the 
item as if it were idl gold, thus 
making a profit. 

"This should be done on a 
prorated basla, but it imX" be 
added.
